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With Government and Producers Unit- 
ing Naval Stores Standardization 
Seems Imminent. 


For the first time in the history of the 
ernment there is a studied attempt on the part of 
the Bureau of Chemistry, Department of Agricul- 
ture, toward a thorough investigation of the naval 
stores industry, with a view to the prevention of 
adulteration of turpentine and the misgrading of 
rosin, and the ultimate standardization of both 
products. The work by the bureau has progressed 
to such a point that four standard types of tur- 
pentine will be defined, water white, standard, one 
shade and two-shade, and it is understood that 
these standards will be announced by the bureau 
in time for the opening of the turpentine season 
on Apri! 1. 

The definitions will be accompanied with de- 
tailed descriptions of the necessary apparatus and 
the methods of inspection of turpentine, and the 
data thus given is expected to be the most im- 
portant of any yet prepared in the interest of this 
important industry. The bureau experts have 
measured the colors of the several accepted type 
samples for turpentine and have in this manner 
agreed upon a unit of color for each grade. This 
unit of color is to be recommended to the indus- 
try for adoption. 

In addition to this, an item calling for the ap- 
propriation of $10,000 has been included in the 
agricultural appropriation bill for the use of the 
Department of Agriculture in an investigation of 
the handling, grading, weighing and transportation 
of naval stores, to be devoted to both laboratory 
and field work and to constructive effort toward 
standardization. Agents of the department are now 
in the field and during the season the rosin and 
turpentine districts of the South will be visited and 
the producers will be given the benefit of the latest 
scientific knowledge in the hands of the govern- 
ment, to the end that the quality of the product 
may be improved and the quantity increased 
through the more scientific utilization of the sev- 
eral bases, and by the elimination of waste. The 
Pureau of Chemistry proposes to erect a test still 
in a Southern reservation, where the experimental 
production work will be undertaken, in a similar 
manner to that employed at the camphor produc- 
tion and citrus fruit experimental plants in Florida. 
The betterment in quality, the increase in produc- 
tion and the elimination of the annual waste, which

is estimated at no less than $3,000,000, are the 
objects in view. 
What should prove an added impetus to the 


movement for standardization and perfection of 
production in the naval stores industry has been 
brought about during the past week by the organi- 
zation in New Orleans of the Turpentine and Rosin 


Producers’ Association, representing about 75 per 
cent. of the operators in Louisiana, Texas and 
Mississippi. This association is chartered under 


the laws of Louisiana, and proposes to begin work 
at once in creating a sentiment in favor of selling 
pure gum spirits and properly graded rosin. In 
addition to this, correct and complete statistics will 
be obtained as to stocks on hand and production 
with a view to more logical and scientific mar- 


keting. 

Thus with a bill under consideration for pres- 
entation to Congress looking to the prevention of 
adulteration and to eventual standardization, with 
really constructive work nearing completion on the

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part of the Bureau of Chemistry, with additional 
funds proposed under Congressional appropriation, 
and with the organization of the producers of three 
great naval stores States for propaganda work along 
similar lines, it would appear that the end aimed 
at when the General Committee on Naval Stores 
was appointed in Washington in March, 1914, is 
really approaching. 

There are, of course, discordant elements and 
complicating circumstances, notably the State laws 
governing inspection in Florida, which compel local 
inspection prior to interstate shipment, but it is be- 
lieved iby members of the General Committee on 
Naval Stores, and by those having the interests od 
the industry at heart, that the present “get-together’ 
movement should be given such impetus that stand- 
ardization and the prevention of adulteration can- 
not be stopped. Least of all should there be no 
question as to the passage by Congress of the ap- 
propriation cited, and it is to be hoped that per- 
sonal effort will be made by members of the paint 
and varnish industry, in addition to turpentine and 
rosin producers, to bring home to their represen- 
tatives at Washington the importance of this work 
and of this appropriation to the industry and to 
the nation as a whole.

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The Real Problem of Gasoline Stand- 
ardization—Would It Prove an Aid 
or a Detriment to Consumption 
Problem Solution ? 


For months, antedating the outbreak of hos- 
tilities abroad with its increased demand for the 
lighter distillates of petroleum, there has been an 
accelerated movement in the interest of govern- 
ment standardization of gasoline, confined, how- 
ever, for the most part to city boards and to gov- 
ernment departments as a part of purchasing 
methods, and to the automobile user who has 
realized that what he has purchased as motor 
gasoline oftimes is more gasoline in name than in 
nature. The large producers have not been and 
are not in favor of rigid standards for gasoline 
under present conditions of immense demand for 
products and decreasing supply of crude, whatever 
their position might be under normal conditions of 
production and consumption. 

A good part of the time of the recent zone con- 
ference of the Independent Oil Men’s Association 
at Washington was given over to a discussion of 
the problem, which, when combined with the joint 
hearing called by the Bureau of Standards and the 
Bureau of Mines, again brings this subject to the 
fore as an important factor in any consideration of 
the production of petroleum products. 

Three different premises were laid down by the 
government bureaus for consideration at the hear- 
ings—the first was that nothing be done; the 
second was that specifications for gasoline be 
adopted with the requirement that all motor fuel 
in interstate commerce should be made to comply 
with one of the established specifications; the third 
proposition was to require simply that all gasoline 
or motor fuel should be labeled as to distillation 
temperatures, for instance, that with motor. fuel 
labeled “100-200” 20 per cent. would distill over 
100 degrees centigrade and 90 to 95 per cent. below 
200 degrees centigrade. 

It is interesting to note that the last proposi- 
tion, the third in regard to labeling, was not at 
all favorably received by the oil men present at 
the hearing, the sole suggestion in regard to label- 
ing being the obvious one that labels should cover 
merely the added adulterants to gasoline, if such 
were used, and that the real remedy for the condi- 
tions cited by advocates of standardization would 
be legal enactment to prevent the addition of kero- 
sene or similar distillates to motor fuel unless the 
resulting fluid were plainly designated as to its 
exact nature and constituent parts, 

Director Stratton of the Bureau of Standards 
declared at the hearing that what is needed is 
more knowledge on the part of the consumer, 
rather than the promulgation of standards, which 
may mean little to him. 

The National Petroleum Association has gone 
on record as against the adoption of gasoline 
standards for several reasons, the principal one 
being that the supply of motor fuel would neces- 
sarily be curtailed, with resulting price increases 
for the high standard product, with the further 
result that consumptive demands could not be met. 
This position was reaffirmed ‘by representatives of 
large producers at the Washington hearing, with 
the added statement that there is no general de- 
mand for the change, and that if labeling as to 
content had been held generally desirable by the 
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public the industry would be following this prac- 
tice today. 

it was asserted many times in the course of the 
conference that one of the real difficulties in the 


retail distribution of gasoline and the reason for 
the wide degree of variance in gasoline sold was 


to be charged directly to the retail distributor, 
and to the fact that the majority of automobile 
owners take what is given them as gasoline with- 
out question. These conditions could be met by 
local regulation and by laws preventing admixtures 
of kerosene, unless so stated, 50 per cent. of which 
fluid was said to have been found in some samples 
of motor fuel examined.

Some Points of Agreement as to the 
Character of Narcotic Regulative 
Legislation. 


The State Narcotic Committee which has been 
investigating the status of the sale and distribu- 
tion of narcotic drugs, and particularly the opium 
derivatives, is soon to make its report to the Legis- 
lature, after a series of hearings in this city, in 
Brooklyn, Buffalo and other up-State cities. It is 
understood that certain definite decisions have been 
reached, virtually if not for circulation prior to 
the submission of its report. 

At the time of the appointment of this commit- 
tee, and particularly during the active work of the 
body in gathering evidence from police and city 
officials, representatives of wholesale drug firms and 
from organizations of a philanthropic or charitable 
nature, the Reporter took the ground that any 
definite or lasting relief from the evils cited from 
the unauthorized use of narcotics must come 
through co-operative effort on the part of State, 
city and federal authorities, and that it might be 
the part of wisdom to consider seriously the placing 
not alone of the distribuion but of the manufacture 
of the habit-forming narcotics under the control of 
the Feberal government. 

Such a step would be epoch-marking as verg- 
ing upon paternalistic government to a degree not 
as yet considered advisable, but the inferences un- 
derlying the suggestion are plain: 

There is apparently sufficient authority un- 
der the present narcotic law of the State of 
New York—the SBoylan<Bloch measure—to 
safeguard the interests of the public in the 
distribution of narcotics— WERE 'THDBSE 
SAFEGUARDS EXERCISED. In fact, it is 
generally conceded by many in a position to 
realize just what can be done under exist- 
ing legislation that the State and the Federal— 
Harrison anti-narcotic—measures provide for 
registration of sales by wholesale druggists 
and manufacturers so fully that the eventual 
buyers for distribution could be traced through 
these records IF THE POLICE AUTHOR- 
ITIES WOULD BUT USE THE READY-PRE- 
PARED EVIDENCE TO.BE FOUND IN 
EVERY WHOLESALE DRUG ESTABLISH- 
MENT IN THE STATE. 

There are, however, several perfecting amend- 
ments to the present law, which do not in any way 
minimize the present statute, but, to the contrary, 
tend to strengthen it, and these will in all proba- 
bility be included in the recommendations of the 
State Narcotic Committee of which Senator George 
H, Whitney is the chairman. 

These amendments are virtually those endorsed 
by the conference of drug, medical and allied pro- 
fessions last spring and embodied in the so-called 
“conference measure” which was defeated at the 
close of last year's legislative session, following 
which Senator Whitney’s committee was appointed. 

In addition to these—and they relate prin- 
cipally to the mechanism of recording prescriptions, 
etc.—it is understood that Senator Whitney will 
propose constructive effort on the part of the city 
and State toward the scientific care and treatment of 
drug addicts. At the present time there is no gen- 
erally recognized “cure” for the addicts, and they 
are either committed by a police magistrate and 
forced to enter reformatory or other hospitals under 
restraint or they are obliged to take so-called 
“cures,’”’ concerning the efficacy of which there is 
a marked disagreement on the part of the medical 
profession. ; 

Chairman Whitney’s committee has devoted 
much attention to this question of the duty of the 
State and the city toward “addicts” with the re- 
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sult that it is undersood a recommendation will be 
made that a regularly appointed physician of the 
New York City or State Health Department shall 
be located in this city, whose sole duty it shall be 
to deal directly with victims of habit-forming drugs. 

But, all of these palliatives are limited in their 
effect. They can but influence local conditions 
which are the results—although disastrous results 
—of a basic weakness in regulative enactment 
which goes back of mere State conditions. The 
scope of the investigation was emphasized at a re- 
cent hearing of the State committee when, as has 
been the custom of members of that body at pre- 
yious hearings—and the State Judges and Justices 
Narcotic Evil Committee has taken a similar stand- 
point—emphasis was placed on the sources of the 
narcotics found in the ‘“underworld’’ in this city, 
and charges were made that these drugs were 
brought into this country from Canada and Mex- 
ico and Cuba after they had been shipped to these 
countries by American manufacturers, 

The Reporter has taken the ground from the 
first that the wholesale druggists of the country 
and the manufacturers of narcotics have exercised 
unusual care in their shipments out of the country 
as well as in their domestic distribution. It has 
cited the fact that thefts of narcotics since the 
advent of the Harrison law have been on a scale 
never before known, and, further, that the Federal 
laws do not cover the recording of imports and 
exports in the same manner or to the same extent 
that domestic records are made. Many charges as 
to reimportation have been brought, but no an- 
alyses of the seized drugs have been cited to show 
that they were of American manufacture, and not 
of British, as could readily be the case in the ex- 
ports by the Dominion. In fact, the authorities 
have worked from the premise that the drugs were 
American-made, shipped to agents outside the 
country but to be returned, and all the weight of 
the punitive machinery of the Federal and State 
and city agents in New York has been used to 
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prove this conclusion—as yet without result. The 
fact that a printing plant was found and thousands 
of forged labels and bottle caps were discovered in 
use to give technical standing to the drugs—often- 
times diluted and adulterated to a point almost be- 


yond belief—does not seem to have been given the 


evidential weight it deserves, 

Has any effort been made to trace the sales 
of drugs to possible distributers from the rec- 
ords kept by the wholesale druggists and man- 
ufacturers? 

Has all the available machinery of the law 
been utilized as it should have been to get to 
the “men higher up” in this despicable creation 
of drug addicts? 

If the efforts have been made, and the law— 
both State and Federal—has been found wanting, 
why has not some definite suggestion of amendment 
or perfecting enactment been suggested by the 
officers of the law, judicial and prosecuting, that 
the real weaknesses might be publicly understood 
and obviated in the natural, forceful, legitimate 
way always open? 

The Reporter welcomes the energetic study of 
conditions made iby the State Narcotic Committee 
as a forerunner to the perfection of existine nar- 
cotic laws in New York, but it will welcome doubly 
a sane and unbiased move toward a genuine test 
of Federal legislation and regulation, wherein we 
are convinced lies the greatest barrier to the ex- 
termination of the drug evil. 
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Paraffine Wax as a War-Time Commod- 
ity, and How Its Quotations Have 
Advanced. 


Within the past twelve months there have been 
marked advances in the quotations for paraffine, 
with prices today at nearly 100 per cent. advance, 
in some instances, from those quoted in January, 
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1916. The heavy export demand from Great Britain 
and other countries cut off from European sources 
of supply, notably Galicia, and the prevailing high 
prices for crude oil with a paraffine base in this 
country have been reflected in radical price changes 
and the selling ahead of American refiners, in some 
instances, over the entire year 1917. ‘There has 
been little or no relief from outside sources, since 
the imports into the United States from the Dutch 
East Indies and other outside sources have been 
comparatively small. 

The demand from abroad is shown unmistax- 
ably in the following comparison of the figures for 
exports of paraffine wax from the United States for 
the eleven months ending in November during the 
war years, 1914, 1915 and 1916, the effect of for- 


eign hostilities being shown directly in the remark- 
able increases of 1915 and 1916 over the first war 
year:—

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WILLIAM H. LIBBY. 
William H. Libby, a director of the 
Standard Oi] Company of New Jersey, 
and for almost four decades a member 
of the Standard Oil organization, died on 
Thursday just before midnight in his 


seventy-second year. Mr. Libby had been 
ill with pneumonia for more than a fort- 
night, but reports from his bedside the 
afternoon before he died gave ground for

Mr. Libby was a native Brooklynian, 
and his early business life was associated 
with the water front near where the Bush 
Terminal now stands, He was one of the 


earliest manufacturers of lubricating oil 
from a parafline base in this country and 
his firm, Libby, Bartlett & Kimball, as 
refiners and manufacturers of lubricants 
utilized the residuum from the famous 
old Pratt refinery in Brooklyn—"Pratt’s 
Astral Oil until through a change in 


policy the Pratt concern entered the field 
also as u utilizer of residuum and became 
a rival of the Libby company. 
Mr, Libby entered the oil 

1865 at the age of 20 years and it 
nol until 1878 that the firm of Libby, Bart 
lett & Kimball was dissolved by sale to 
the Standard O11 Company—the old trust 
company, as it is known in the organiza- 
tion. The other partners remained in 

similar line of business, but Mr. Libby 
entered the employ of the Standard Com 
pany and for the next ten years his time 
was spent abroad in the interests of the 
organization. For 20 years he was the 
foreign representative of the Standard 
Oil Company on the Continent and in the 
Far East. He traveled extensively, and 
in the Kast made long trips through lit- 
tle known districts of Korea and China, 
and also became unusually familiar with

Mr. Libby leaves a son in Los Angeles, 
Cal., and a daughter in New Haven, 
Conn., as well as sisters with whom he 
resided at the Hotel St. George in 
Brooklyn, and who were in attendance 
upon him during his final illness. 

In regard to Mr. Libby's wishes the 
funeral was extremely simple, and none 
were present but surviving relatives and 
closest famlly friends. 





THOMAS RICHARD DANNATT.

WANTS CONGRESS TO 
ACT FOR CLAIMANTS 


Representative of California Oil 
Land Operators Charged Govern- 
ment with Failure to Prosecute— 
Says Relief Does Not Lie in 
Courts, 

Washington, Jan. 26, 1917. 
Louis Titus, speaking for California oil 
operators before the Senate Committee 
on Naval Affairs last Tuesday, created 

a scene by charging the Federal Govern- 

ment with failure to prosecute the Stand- 

ard Oii Company to regain lands in naval 


oil reserve No. 2, while he said the gov- 
ernment had sued many private claim- 
ants. When questioned on this statement 


by Senator Tillman, chairman of the com- 
mittee, Mr. Titus modified his charge and 
Said he did not mean to impugn the mo- 
tives of the department. He added that 
he believed the Standard had bonafide 
claims in the reserve before their lands 
were withdrawn by executive order, that 
it had done much development work and 
gone to large expense and probably was 
in an impregnable position so far as its 
equity was concerned, 

Senator Tillman said this was a ques- 
tion to be settled in court and mot in a 
Senate committee and he asked Mr. Titus 
Whether he was afraid of a court of 
equity. 

“We're afraid,’’ he 


answered, ‘“‘because 


they have decided against us in most 
harsh decisions working hardships to 
many people.”’ 


Mr. ‘vitus sald the only relief possible 
was in Congress since judges had dis- 
agreed several times in considering the 
suits involving these claims. He argued 
that failure of Congress to act would 
work hardships on hundreds of claimants 
who have spent their savings in locations 
and developments. Senator Tillman 
wanted to know if this money was spent 
after the withdrawal order or before, and 
when Mr. Titus said after it was issued, 
the Senator declared he wanted Congress 
to come to the eid of “‘‘gamblers’’ who 
were merely taking a chance. Mr. Titus 
denied that the claimants were gamblers 
and said many of them entered before 
the withdrawal order and all in the belief 
that they had lawful rights. 

He pointed to the fact that the Public 
Lands Committee of the Senate had ap- 
proved the present bill and that Congress 
once before passed a somewhat similar 
bill which died in conference when the 
session ended. He said the claimants 
had been waiting for six years for this 
relief and that many of them who have 
beem promised Congressiona aid are 
ready to give up their investments and 
surrender their properties to their Gred- 
itors if this present effort fails. 

Mr. Titus also said that while the gov- 
ernment had attacked claims to _ 6,000 
acres of oif land in the naval reserves, 
only 120 acres had been the property of 
the Standard Oil Company.

The discussion was in a 
way an amplification of the circulars and 
other notices sent out to users and buy- 
ers of fertilizers, urging them to turn 
in their orders early, so that the manu- 
facturers might be able to take care of 
them in time. The producers are facing 
extraordinary difficulties at present in 
the way of car shortages and scarcity of 
labor. Both have interfered and continue 
to interfere seriously with the business, 
and it is felt that for the factories to 
ship out the record quantities of mix- 
tures which it is confidently felt. the 
farmers will call for, will exceed the 
powers of the shippers, unless commit- 
ments are sent in early and the shipping 
season is extended over a considerably 
longer period than usual, 

It was pointed out that not less than 
one-seventh of the entire production of 
fertilizer mixtures In the United States 
goes out from Baltimore. According to 
estimates a matter of 600,000 tons of fer- 
tilizers will have to be moved from here 
within the next few weeks, which will 
tax the railroads greatly. Much gratifi- 
cation was expressed by the members of 
the committee over the information that 
the railroads, in order to facilitate the 
movement of fertilizers as much as pos- 
sible, had decided to put them on the 
same basis as foods, thus insuring pref- 
erence in transportation. The view taken 
by the railroads is that fertilizers are 


a necessary adjunct to the raising of 





foodstuffs, and should therefore be giv- 
en right of way over other commodities. 
It was also announced that the shipment 
of fertilizers from Baltimore during the 


current year would amount to not less 
than 1,000,000 tons. 
An address by Dr. Bradford Knapp, 


who is in charge of the extension work 
in the South for the Department of Agri- 


culture at Washington, was the only 
formal speech delivered. Dr. Knapp 
spoke Wednesday night before the Soil 
Improvement Committee, and devoted 
himself largely to the status of the 
middleman. The middleman, he _ said, 
would always be with us. He told of 
methods of co-operative buying in the 


South and pointed out its benefits to the 
fertilizer trade especially. But he said 
the middleman had his place in the 
trade, a place that must be regarded as 
of great importance, and would always 
be performing a valuable service in the 
distribution of fertilizers, keeping in 
touch with the needs of localities and 
otherwise acting as a regulator. In fact, 
it was Dr. Knapp’s opinion that the 
local dealer could not be dispensed with 
and that he was an essential part in the 
economy of the trade, 

Yesterday the committee discussed the 
question of salesmen, it being the opinion 
of the speakers that the salesmen should 
be better informed as to the value of 
fertilizers, in order that they might edu- 
cate the farmers concerning the profita- 
ble use of mixtures. 

The members of the Soil Improvement 
Committee reported on the propaganda 


which is being carried on among the 
farmers of the country and which has 
for its object the dissemination of in- 


formation as to the kind of crops to 
grow, as to preparation of the soil and 
other matters connected therewith. It 
was stated that much had been accom- 
plished in the way of placing agriculture 
upon a higher and a more scientific 
basis.

BALTIMORE PAINT MANUFACTURERS’ CLUB 
OPPOSE KENYON BILL—TO TEST SAMPLES 


Baltimore, Jan. 26, 1917. 

Through an inadvertency it was statea 
in the report about the last meeting of 
the Paint Manufacturers’ Club of Balti- 
more that the members favored the Ken- 
yon bill now before Congress. This was 
an error, the Baltimore manufacturers 
standing out with those of other cities 
in their opposition to the measure. Of 
course, if the bill becomes a law, they 
will be obliged to comply with its pro- 
visions, but these latter are considered 
by no means fair to the trade, as now 
drawn. What the club did was to decide 
that if the Kenyon bill is not passed, a 
committee is to frame some measure to 
be offered in the Maryland Legislature 
providing for standards of oil and tur- 
pentine, and making the sale of adulter- 
ated products a misdemeanor. As the 
General Assembly will not meet until a 
year from now, there is plenty of time 
for the appointment of the committee in 
question and the drafting of a bill, which 
shall embody the ideas of the_ paint 
manufacturers. Meanwhile the club 1s 
ready to test any samples which a buyer 
may deem open to question, this being 
done in the interest of the trade. 
The Paint and Oil Club, an organiza- 
tion of retailers, at its meeting last 
Thursday, made an appropriation for the 
paint-up and clean-up campaign which 


is to be inaugurated some time in the 
Spring, with the cooperation of the Paint 
Manufacturers’ Club, the latter having 


named a special committee to act with 
the retailers. On the retailers’ commit- 


tee are George Poplein, of G. & N. Pop- 
lein; M. H. Riley, manager of the Eagle- 
Picher Lead Company, and George Ship- 
per, of John T. Lewis & Bros. Co, The 
retailers also decided to hold a theatre 
party at a date and place yet to be se- 
lected, and Charles Mitchell, Frank West 
and C. Rudolph were appointed on this 
committee.

DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE ISSUES 
VEGETABLE FAT AND OIL DEFINITIONS 


Definitions and standards for edible 
vegetable fats and oils are outlined in 
food inspection decision 169, just issued 


by the United States Department of Ag- 
ricuiture under the food and drugs act. 
These definitions were recommended by 
the Joint Committee on Definitions and 
Staidards consisting of representatives 
from the Association of American Dairy, 
Food and Drug Officials, the Association 
of Official Agricultural Chemists, and the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. The definitions outlined in the food 
inspection decision were previously 
adopted by the two associations named 
above. 

The text of the definitions follows: 

Edible fats and edible oils are such glycer- 


ids of the atty acids as are recognized 
to be wholesome foods, They are dry and 
sweet in flavor and odor, 

Cacao butter, cocoa butter, is the edibl 


fat obtained from sound cacao beans (Theo 
broma cacao L.), either before or after 
roasting. 

Coconut oil, copra oil, is the edible oil ob- 
tained from the kernels of the coconut 
(Cocos nucifera L., or Cocos butyracea 1.) 

Cochin oil is coconut oil prepared in 
Cochin (Malabar). 

Ceylon oil is coconut oil prepared in Ceylon, 

Corn oil, maize oil, is the edible oil ob- 
tained from the germ of Indian’ corn, maize 
(Zea mays L,). 


Cottonseed oil is the edible oil obtained 
from the seed of the cotton plant (Gossyp- 
ium herbaceum IL.), or from the seed of 


other species of Gossypium. 

Olive oil, sweet oil, is the edible oil ob- 
tained from the sound, mature fruit of the 
olive tree (Olea europaea L.). 

Palm kernel Oil is the edible oil obtained 


from the kernels of the fruit of the palm 
tree (Elaeis guineensis L., or Elaeis Melan- 
ococca Gart.). 


Peanut of, arachis ofl, earthnut oil, is the 
edible oil obtained from the peanut (Arachis 
hypogaea L,). 
seed cil is the edible oil obtained 


Poppy 
from the seeds of the poppy (Papaver som 
niferum I.). 

Rapeseed oil, rape oil, colza oil, is the 
edible oil obtained from the seed of the 
rape plant (Brassica napus L.), or from the 
seed of closely related 3rassica species, 
which yields oils similar in composition and 
character to the oil obtained from the see:

FOR FEDERAL CONTROL 
OF NARCOTIC DRUGS 


Society for Prevention of Crime Sees 
Problem Is National and Interna- 
tional in Scope Rather Than State 


or Municipal. 


“That the ultimate solution of the stu- 
pendous problem of the illicit distribu- 
tion of narcotic drugs may require that 





all habit-forming drugs shall be manu- 
factured or distributed by the Federal 
Government, which might then better 


trace and limit the sale and distribution” 
of such commodities are the findings of 
the New York Society for the Prevention 
of Crime as voiced in the annual report 
of Superintendent Howard Clark Barber 
issued on Wednesday of this week. 

‘The report continues:—‘‘No more per- 
niclous and destructive evil has recently 
commanded our attention than the traffic 
in and the use of habit-forming drugs, 
especially opium, morphine, heroin, co- 
caine and hasheesh. It would be impos- 
sible to exaggerate the extent of this 
problem or the difficulty of solving it. 
Penal authorities have said that ‘dope’ 
causes or contributes to the plight of not 
less than 60 per cent. of all criminals 
sentenced. The problem is neither local 
nor limited, but national and interna- 
tional.’’ 

Taking up the use of narcotics and 
the ordimary methods used by addicts 
the reports charge that ‘‘the responsibil- 
ity for the prevalence of drug addiction 
rests with some patent medicine manu- 
facturers, and with the careless or un- 
scrupulous physicians and drug dealers, 

“Court records indicate an increase in 
the number of convictions during the 
past year for violation of the drug laws. 
This would indicate that police activity 
has been persistent. Certain it is that 
the stranger finds no such ease in pur- 
chasing as he did two or three years 
ago. On the other hand there is no indi- 
cation that the user is deprived of his 
illicit supply except by lack of price for 
it. The conclusion follows that the orig- 
inal channels have never been closed. 
Whether manufactured secretly here or 
brought from a distamce the supply is 
continuous and sufficient for the addicts. 
To date the efforts to locate the largest 
traffickers seem to have been super- 
ficial, 

“The present facilities for taking care 
of addicts are quite inadequate, Not only 
are the quarters for committed+addicts 
overcrowded, but there are practically no 
appropriate and sufficient provisions for 
the complete treatment of an addict 
without his commitment to the company 
and quarters of addicts. As to what con- 
stitutes a cure and what manmer of 
treatment is most appropriate there is 
no authoritative statement. It is to be 
hoped that one or more of the hospitals 
devoted to medical research work will 


exhaustive study of 


soon undertake an 
drug addiction, so that an unbiased and 
authoritative opinion may carry convic- 
tion to all who read.” 

Many corrective amendments are 
needed, declares the report, to strength- 


en the weak places found by experience 
and make effective the intent of the law. 
But in addition certain fundamental and 
constructive amendments should be en- 
acted, Patent remedies containing less 
than certain maximum amounts are still 
outside the law, owing to the powerful 
influence of the manufacturers, A small 
douse, however, taken regularly may cre- 
ate a narcotic habit; therefore all should 
be brought within the law. 

There are also physicians who are dis- 
pensing their drugs under the guise of 
a “drug cure.’’ An amendment is also 
needed defining what shall constitute ‘‘a 
physical examination’’ as required by the 
statute books before these drugs may be 
dispensed.

Received by President at White House, and Members Attend 
Hearing of Bureaus of Mines and Standards on Gasoline 
Standardization—Gasoline Relief Committee Holds 
Most Important Session on Tuesday Evening—Director 
Manning Addresses Body. 





TOPICS VITAL TO PETROLEUM INDUSTRY 
ARE DISCUSSED BY SPEAKERS OF NOTE 


Washington, Jan. 26, 1917. 

Members of the Independent Oil Men’s 
Association, gathered at luncheon at the 
New Willard Hotel in Washington Tues- 
day, cpening a two-day session of their 
Eastern Zone conference for the purpose 
of discussing problems affecting the busi- 
ness of the independents. 

One of the most Interesting features 
of the conference was the visit made to 
the White House on Wednesday after- 
noon, at the invitation of the President, 
at which time all the members were pre- 
sented personally to President Wilson. 

The conference was opened by M. J. 
Byrne, Waterbury, Conn., in the absence 
of President F. E. Van Tilburg, of Minn- 
eapolis, Minn., who in a telegram to his 
unavoidable detention, detailed how the 
conference was meeting in the Capital 
City for the first time. He said that the 
oil men were paying homage to the 
Stars and Stripes and that in time of 
an international crisis the oil men could 
be looked upon to stand solidly behind 
the government. 

Secretary E. E. Grant, in 
the members, said:— 

“Gentlemen of the Independent Oil In- 
dustry, 1 welcome you to the Eastern 
conference, the great East, the home of 
the virile, sterling descendants of revo- 
lutionary ancesters. We are one, undi- 
vided, inseparable whole; we are bound 
together not by any legal bond or petty 
subterfuge, but by the common bond of 
human faith in human kind. The men who 
initiated this grand movement, in part 
at least, have passed beyond; they are 
not here in the flesh to spur us on, but 
in the spirit they hover round and guide 
us on our way. In memory of them let 
us bow our heads and reverently recall 
the sacrifices they made that we might 
prosper.”’ 

Welcome by Commissioner Brown- 
low. 


Louls Brownlow, a member of the 
Board of District Commissioners, wel- 
comed the oil men to the Capital City. 
During the morning they had made an 
automobile tour of the city as the guests 
of the Joint Conventions Committee of 
the Chamber of Commerce, Retail Mer- 
chants’ Association, and the Board of 
Trade. Commissioner Brownlow. urged 
them to come to Washington again, and 
said that out of such organizations as 
this one wonderful results are obtained, 
particularly a better understanding be- 
tween business and the government. 

Van H. Manning, director of the United 
States Bureau of Mines, told of the ef- 
forts of his bureau to study gasoline and 
petroleum, and asked the support of the 
oil men at the coming joint hearing of 
his bureau and the United States Bureau 
of Standards with a view to obtaining 
testimony on which a standard of gaso- 
line could be fixed. He said that it was 
untrue that the government was at- 
tempting to force something on the pub- 
lic that it did not want in the matter of 
fixing a gasoline standard, but he point- 
ed out that at various times the Bureau 
of Standards and the Mines Bureau has 
been called upon for some data on which 
a standard could be fixed. The navy 
had asked for it, the General Supply 
Committee, which purchases supplies for 
the government in Washington, and the 
Retail Merchants’ Association of Wash- 
ington, has asked for it. He said that 
the oll men could expect the Bureau of 
Mines to protect their interest. He told 
the delegates to take no stock in the 
talk that the government was not going 
to take their side. He told them that 
they must get closer to the government 
as there must be more co-operation. 

In the course of his remarks, Director 
Manning said:— 


Director Van Manning Cites 
Work of Bureau. 


“As you doubtless are interested in 
comparing the results and the cost of a 
given investigation or group of inves- 
tigations, I take pleasure in placing be- 
fore you the work of the petroleum divi- 
sion of the Bureau of Mines. Not much 
over $100,000 has been spent for petroleum 
investigations by the bureau, and I be- 
lieve no one in this audience will deny 
that this is only a small fraction of the 
value of the oil and natural gas, and 
consequently of our national wealth, 
that have been saved through these In- 
vestigations. 

‘The petroleum division is just two and 
a half years old, having been organized 
as a separate administrative unit in the 
Bureau of Mines on July 1, 1914, under 
the able leadership of W. A. Williams, 
petroleum technologist. I attribute mucn 
of the success of this division to Mr. Wil- 
jiams, who as an expert conversant with 
the many technical problems of the in- 
dustry, fully realized the necessity of 
making the work practical. 

“That the petroleum industry offers 
an extremely important field for careful 
study with a view to preventing waste in 
the development of oil fields and aiding 
the proper utilization of petroleum prod- 
ucts, is probably as well known to you 


welcoming 


no elaboration from me. 
The work outlined for the petroleum 
division covers practically every phase 
of the industry. In some of its investiga- 
tions the Bureau of Mines has been able 
to do more than in others, but the en- 
deavor Mas been to carry on, with the 
limited funds available, as much _ re- 
search work as possible. 

“The personnel of the petroleum divi- 
sion includes both technically trained 
men and those who we call ‘practical’ 
men, that is, men who have had long 
experience in coping with the unusual 
conditions encountered in drilling for and 
in producing oil and gas. Operators 
have repeatedly called on these men for 
advice, and, in fact, I have difficulty in 
keeping such men in the bureau, as oper- 
ators are becoming increasingly of the 
opinion that there is something in the 
oil business besides luck and are placing 
more and more reliance on the advice 
of trained experts. 


What the Bureau of Mines Seeks 
To Do. 


“The Bureau of Mines does not aim at 
merely developing practical results from 
its own researches, but seeks to utilize 
all available information. As its activi- 
ties are nation wide, it is in a position 
to co-ordinate incomplete successes at 
one point with similar results at another, 
and thus to put before the industry im- 
provements of great value. 

“To illustrate this point I call atten- 
ten to the use of mud-laden fluid. In 
the first successful wells, drilled with 
rotary rigs, in the Gulf fields of Texas, 
liquid mud was used for plastering the 
sides of the hole in going through run- 
ning sands. Later, with the introduction 
of this method of drilling in the Cali- 
fornia oil fields, further improvements 
were introduced by which casing could 
be carried to greater depth and through 
sands containing gas under heavy pres- 
sure. Also, mud-laden fluid was used 
with percussion, or cable, rigs in order 
to carry each size of casing deeper, thus 
permitting the use of fewer sizes of cas- 
ing in a well and also the use of oil tub- 
ing of larger diameter than would be 
otherwise possible. 


as to require 


Work in Gas Conservation. 


“When the enermous waste of gas in- 
cidental to the rapid development of the 
prolific Cushing oil fields in Oklahoma 
was brought to the attention of the Bu- 
reau of Mines, the engineers of the pe- 
troleum division studied available meth- 
ods of controlling wild wells. Oil-well 
drillers experienced in the use of mud 
fluid were sent to Oklahoma, the use of 
mud-laden fluid was perfected, and its 
advantages demonstrated to operators. 
The results have been set forth in vari- 
ous reports, especially in Bulletin 134, 
entitled ‘The Use of Mud-Laden Fluid in 
Oil and Gas Wells.’ 

“To the laymen the term ‘waste of gas 
or oil’ usually implied only the waste 
at the surface, possible losses of gas or 
oil through escape into other porous beds 
underground being ignored. In fact, the 
magnitude of the underground loss is 
realized by few of the operators in many 
oil fields; for if it was, better preventive 
measures would now be in vogue, 

“The petroleum technology problems 
described in bureau reports now in course 
of publication or preparation include the 
following:—Loss of oil in storage; trans- 
portation of oil; increasing the recovery 
of oil from oil sands by the use of com- 
pressed air and vacuum, and methods of 
excluding water from oil sands. Other 
reports in preparation deal with a mini- 
mum number of wells. Some reports al- 
ready published discuss the manufacture 
of gasoline from natural gas by compres- 
sion and absorption; the hazards in han- 
diing gasoline, and the physical and 
chemical properties of gasoline’ sold 
throughout the United States during the 
calendar year 1915. 

“The production, transportation, and 
distribution of natural gas is being in- 
vestigated, and the bureau has under- 
taken to supply a long-felt need by pre- 
paring bibliography of petroleum. Inves- 
tigation of the economic possibilities of 
oil shales is being conducted, because it 
is expected that the oil supply of this 
country, at some future date, must come 
from these shales. 

Study of Topping Plants. 

“A comprehensive study is being made 
of topping plants—that is, plants for re- 
covering lighter fractions from heavy 
crude oils—with respect to the design, 
erection, operation and general utility of 
such plants. A moment’s reflection will 
show the great possibilities here, for mil- 
lions of barrels of crude oil are now 
burned under boilers, and the recovery 
of a small fraction of the top would 
materially contribute to the supply of 
fuel needed for internal combustion 
motors. 

“Investigations of gas traps at oil wells 
have established the fact that when 
properly designed, they are a_ positive 
means of preventing waste of more valu- 
able products of high-grade oil produced 
by flowing wells. A study of gas traps 
is now in progress. And finally, coming 
to the wide field of refining, the bureau 


is studying the prosperities of petroleum 
and the best methods of testing petrol- 
eum with a view to obtaining uniformity 
in the properties of lubricating oils and 
gasolines. 

“The Rittman cracking process for 
making gasoline, benzine and toluene has 
been developed and offered to the refin- 
ing industry as a step toward the solu- 
tion of one of the greatest present prob- 
lems. Commercial development of the 
process seems to be slow, and at present 
several plants are said to be failures. I 
can, however, assure you that the Ritt- 
man process is far from being in dis- 
favor with those thoroughly acquainted 
with its possibilities. The public has, in 
a way, seemed to regard the bureau as 
a vender, and the bureau’s refusal to 
continue in that capacity does not indi- 
eate that any evidence condemning the 
process is at hand. The bureau consid- 
ers that in this direction its duty to the 
public has been fulfilled and that it does 
not share any responsibility for the losses 
of the industry through sins of omission. 


Testing of Fuels. 


“As one of the duties delegated to the 
Bureau of Mines is the testing of fuels 
belonging to or intended for the use of 
the government, the bureau has co-oper- 
ated with other Federal bureaus in 
establishing satisfactory specifications 
for the purchase of petroleum products, 
as well as uniform methods of inspecting 
and testing such products. Im so doing, 
the bureau has served the Navy Depart- 
ment, the War Départment, the Treas- 
ury Department, the Postaffice Depart- 
ment and the Department of Agricul- 
ture, 2s well as the Office of Indian Af- 
fairs, the General Land Office, and the 
municipal authorities of the District of 
Columbia. This phase of the work 
brought forward the first tests on gaso- 
line qualifications. Special specifications 
are being prepared for the purchase of 
gasoline by the government for use in in- 
ternal combustion engines, for cleaning 
printing plates or type, and for use in 
gas machines. Further study of gaso- 
lines for use in aeroplane engines is 
planned. 


“My brief summary has covered some 
of the activities of the petroleum divi- 
sion since July, 1914. When the new lab- 
oratories in Pittsburgh and in Washing- 
ton are equipped and ready, it will be 
possible to take up other work which 
had had to await the providing of proper 
equipment. Such work will include the 
making of various engine tests of fuels 
and lubricants at Pittsburgh and the 
conduct of needed chemical research. Al- 
though negative results are often the re- 
ward for the most carefully planned and 
painstaking research, I believe the bu- 
reau has thus far received a working 
maximum of returns from its efforts in 
the study of petroleum and natural gas 
tecnnology. 


Desire for Co-operation, 


“In conclusion, I wish to emphasize 
what I have said in regard to the bu- 
reau’s desire to bring about co-operation 
among all interests working for the ends 
it has in view. As representatives of 
the Imdependent Oil Men’s Association, 
you constitute an integral part of the 
Industry that the petroleum division of 
the Bureau of Mines aims to serve, and 
the bureau will always be glad to con- 
sider any suggestions or constructive 
criticism you may offer, since it real- 
izes that, from the very nature of much 
of its endeavors, it must explore un- 
proven and unchartered rules of petrol- 
eum technology. No doubt some of its 
efforts may be fruitless, but encouraged 
by the success of the past thirty months, 
and hoping to have your co-operation, 
the bureau is proceeding confidently to 
the attack of the problems before it. 

“Some of you may have special prob- 
lems which you believe should receive 
the attention of the bureau. If you 
have, I shall be glad to take the mat- 
ter, by letter or personally, at any time; 
and I shall be glad indeed to consider all 
euch suggestions with regard to the na- 
ture of the bureau’s equipment and its 
capacity to handle them. 

“You will understand, I am sure, that 
it would not be appropriate for me to 
say definitely just what work will be 
done during the coming year, for that 
will be determined by the provision that 
Congress makes in the way of necessary 
funds. All funds available for petrol- 
eum research up to July 1 have been al- 
lutted. The work done after that date 
will depend on Congressional action. 

“Finally I wish to impress on you the 
fact that the one desire of the petroleum 
division of the bureau is to be of real, 
practical benefit to the petroleum indus- 
try; to conduct investigations that will 
yield maximum benefits to the greatest 
number of people, and to offer the re- 
sulis of its investigations as the work 
of men who are practical in their aim 
and are not scientific bureaucrats.” 


Squier Speaks on Standardization. 


A. J, Sauier, of the New York Oil Trade 
Association, outlined the good resulting 
from organization, dealing particularly 
with the situation in New York, where, 
he said, several vears ago if one should 
suggest that one oil jobber would be 
sitting across the table with his com- 
petitor he would be thought brazen. But 
things are different now, he said. He 
told of the organization of the associa- 
tion at a meeting held in the Reform 
Club in New York, and from that time 
on “reform” was noticed in the dealings 
of the jobbers with one another. The 
association doesn’t go out looking for 
trouble, but if something should be done 
seriously affecting it, it would be heard 
from, he continued. 

He spoke of the fixing of a standard 
of gasoline for the clty of New York, 
and said that the specifications were 
written by a broad-minded member of 
the association. They were written with- 
out regard for his business so that he 
has lost a lot of it as a result of the 
writing. In fixing specifications for gaso- 
jine for the navy at New York he said 
that members of the association have 
been called into conference. In conclud- 
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ing, he invited the association to hold 
its next meeting in New York. 


Cooper Speaks for Philadelphia Oil 
Exchange. 


T. G. Cooper, president of th 
Association of Philadelphia, avelin an 
tory of that organization, the object of 
which was not so much to correct values 
in trade as to work along social lines. 
Previously as competitors they were al- 
most enemies, but mow they worked in 
friendly fashion. He said they have 47 
members and their charter Stated that 
their object was to bring oll dealers and 
refiners of Philadelphia and vicinity into 
more cordial and social relations. They 
have a Bureau of Credit Information. 
They had adopted a unique practice of 
attaching a paster to packages that was 
sold when price advances were neces- 
Sary, these pasters stating that:—‘Owing 
to imcreased cost of production, labor 
materials and unusual heavy demand the 
prices of all petroleum products have 
been advanced. The advances made by 
Us are the minimum while retaining the 
Standard of our products.” 


Mather on Waste Sales and Credits, 


There’s always plenty of 
oil business, said C. i, Mathes. of the 
Moore Oil Company, of Cincinnati, Ohio 
who told his audience that one very sel- 
dom hears of an oil man retiring. Mr. 
Mather’s talk dealt principally with cred- 
its and collections, and his speech was 
pronounced, following the meeting, as 
one of the most important of the meet- 
ing, giving as it did to the oil men pres- 
ent many points on which they could 
es ine most oo of their business by 
1g more re 

esieen, after the credits and col- 
“To make it a continuing success,”’ he 
said, ‘“‘we must be ever on the job, work- 
ing eliminate waste. And ‘in every 
ae not on a _ strictly cash basis, 
wha Ss one of the main 
waste? Bad debts.” a oe 
He spoke of the efficient sales organ- 
ization, of the best advertising methods 
and a well-nigh perfect delivery system; 
continuing:—“But no matter how good 
these all are, they are no good whatever 
if not backed up by a bunch of office 
people who know their business. Orders 
are the life blood of a business, but 
every time you make a bad debt you tap 
a vein—you’re lucky if it’s not an ar- 
tery.”’ 

A great asset, he pointed out, is a con- 
tented office force, and the Moore Oil 
Company, he said, by means of interest 
and enthusiasm in this force has been 
‘able to do a business this past year of 
Several million dollars, with a loss from 
bad debts of about one-quarter of one 
per cent. Twenty-five hundred dollars 
out of each million. Twenty-five cents 
out of each hundred dollars.” 


Credit Men and Salesmen. 


The object of both credit men ana 
salesmen is to make money for the firm, 
continued Mr. Mather. He said “they 
should work together on ground worth 
while and avoid waste of effort in bar- 
ren fields. To do this they must be frank 
with each other. I can’t put it too 
Strong in saying that the salesman and 
the credit man must work together. Why, 
your salesman ought to be your best 
source of credit information. He is right 
there on the ground. He can size up the 
customer at first hand. He can note his 
personality, his surroundings, his habits, 
his reputation in his own town, and he 
can report these facts honestly and com- 
pletely and this will do the house a 
world of good. You may say it is im- 
possible to train salesmen to do this. 
It is not impossible. Try it and you will 
find the effort well worth while. Get 
these two departments to boost together. 
If they are enemies and not friends there 
is something wrong. Go after it and 
get it right. Your salary and mine, your 
dividends amd mine have come out of 
these orders and out of these collec- 
tions. In the end your progress and mind 
depend on getting the money.” 

He said that in his company the of- 
ficials systematically emcourage employes 
to become stockholders, because It cre- 
ated more interest when the employe 
felt that he had an interest in the bus!- 
ness. He urged against allowing credit 
to garages. He said that when some 
garages are cut off by some companies 
they flop to another. 


Oil Men Should Get Together. 


“The oil people in every locality should 
get together and discuss their problems 
occasionally. This can be done even 
without a formal organization, It is be- 
ing done in other trades. I know of one 
city where there are a great many peo- 
ple in the paint business. Competition 
is keen, but they have a paint club and 
within the paint club is a little credit 
bureau of their own. They meet at 
luncheon twice a month and swap much 
valuable information about the good and 
bad risks. They publish a little book 
(confidential) giving lists of names that 
have been reported, with a key indicat- 
ing the particular kind of trouble and 
the number of the member reporting. All 
of these members feel free at any time 
to call each other up by phone for in- 
formation required, Information of this 
kind is invaluable. You can usually rely 
on it and you can uSually get it quick. 
The time you need it is before the order 
is filled and not after. 

He told the oll men that they must 
pick a good office force, set a high stand- 
ard and help them teach it and giv? 
them a square deal. He told them to see 
that their collections were followed up at 
the proper time and not a month later. 
Looseness is bad all around, he _ said. 
Educate the customer to respect his ob- 
ligations. Divide the bookkeeping up so 
that each man has his responsibilities, 
keep handy a record of certain custom- 
ers’ peculiarities, and train the office 
force. Offer prizes, and if you get good 
service be willing to pay for it. Display 
figures showing what is being done. A 
daily financial report is of great interest 
to the executives, for it enables them to

The oil business is getting so enormous, 
he continued, that there is a growing 
tendency on the part of some to steal 
from their competitors. If business can- 
not be gotten with good products and ef- 
ficient salesmen, he said, it is not worth 
having. There are too many subtle 
methods being used constantly to create 
demoralization and suspicion and too lit- 
tle consideration is given to the selling 
efficiency of the competitors. The inde- 
pendent jobber, he said, is able, by rea- 
son of his wide acquaintanceship, to 
make serious imroads on the competitor 
whose executive head is not known and 
whose company is not respected in his 
district. 

Salesmen, he pointed out, should be 
well trained and students of psychology. 

“The Federal Trade Commission,’”’ he 
concluded, “has recently been organized 
to regulate just such conditions as have 
mentioned above. and there is no

British Place Embargo on Ammoni- 


ates to Non-British Destinations. 


Washington, Jam. 26, 1917. 

The Consul General at London has re- 
ported, under date of January 20, that 
the following chemicals are under pro- 
hibition of exportation:— 

Sulphate of ammonia, prohibited to all 
destinations; ammonia and its salts, 
whether simple or compound (except am- 


monium nitrate, perchlorate, sulphate, 
and sulphocyanide), to all non-British 
destinations. These items replace the 


former heading, ‘Ammonia and its salts, 
whether simple or compound (except am- 
monium nitrate, perchlorate, and sulpho- 
cyanide),’” which products were under 
prohibition to all non-British destina- 
tions, 





Recent Changes in British Embargo 
Regulations. 


Washington, Jan. 26, 1917. 

The proclamation of May 10 prohibiting 
from the United Kingdom has 
further amended. The following 
new or changed headings are added (“‘A”’ 
indicates prohibition to all destinations; 
“B,”’ prohibition to any destination other 
than British protector- 
ates; “C,” prohibition to countries in 
Europe and on the Mediterranean and 
Black Seas other than France, Russia, 
Italy, Spain and Portugal) :— 

(a) Alcohol, methylic and its esters; 
acetate and other amy! esters. 

(b) Barium sulphate 

(c) Bone bladk 

The items above in a number of cases

Western Seed and Oil Markets 


MINNEAPOLIS. 
Minneapolis, Minn., Jan. 24, 1917. 

There was a moderate flow of flaxseed 
to the Minneapolis market during the 
week and perhaps half of the amount 
received was of the quality desired by 
the crushers. Most of the good seed came 
from Montana and sold readily at Du- 
luth May price if graded No. 1. Consid- 
erable seed arrived from Southern Minne- 
sota and South Dakota points and some 
of this supply showed very poor quality. 
Buyers were not at all keen about taking 
it, but everything was cleaned up from 
day to day, either by crusher buyers or 
scalpers and mixers. Some seed was 
bought for Chicago shipment, though not 
very muth. 

Offerings to arrive were rather light on 
the whole and only small lots were pur- 
chased on that basis as a rule. Line ele- 
vator companies were not offering any- 
thing to arrive and the trade was all done 
with independent shippers. A car or two 
of Canadian seed was bought early thts 
week at May price. It was of fair qual- 
ity. Lack of cars to ship is holding back 
the Canadian seed, as the inquiry for 
bids is persistent. Some of this seed has 
been shipped to Duluth recently. In the 
past day or two offerings were very light 
on account of the blizzard that swept the 
Northwest and tied up traffic. Some pur- 
chases made today and yesterday con- 
cerned cars that were locked up at out- 
side inspection stations and the seed will 
probably not arrive for several days. 

The mills are badly tied up by the storm 
and some of them are on the verge of a 
shutdown. One of the big mills is prac- 
tically shut down on account of the dif- 


ficulty in getting switching service to 
and from miils. Snow is several feet 
deep on the level and high drifts will 


probably interfere with traffic for several 
days to come. One mill had no switch- 
ing service at all from Saturday up to 
today. 

The arrival of eight cars of Manchurian 
flaxseed in the local market on consign- 
ment was quite a feature this past week. 
These cars came through in bond from 
Vancouver, B. It is the first time 
seed from Asia has ever been offered for 
sale in this market. Numerous samples 
have been received from China of late 
and showed good quality, but the fact 
that the cars that arrived showed poor 
quality, averaging about the same as our 
South Dakota or Southern Minnesota of- 
ferings gave rise to suspicions that per- 
haps they were of Japanese origin. Man- 
churian seed samples displayed quality 
on a par with good Montana and several 
lots were purchased to come forward 
through Portlar.d, Ore. Mills at that point 
have been grinding Manchurian seed off 
and on for the past two years, but this 


is the first time that shipments were 
ever made to a point so far East as 
Minneapolis. Offerings are quite liberal 


and considerable trade will probably de- 
velop in the future on account of the 
scarcity of supplies from the domestic 
crop and the lack of Argentine offerings. 
Of the eight cars that arrived here four 
were taken at May price, delivered at 
Chicago. Tests for oil percentage are be- 
ing made here, but at this writing had 
net been completed. Four cars are be- 
ing held on track here for sale and the 
crushers are not willing to buy until they 
get a line on the quality. The holders 
are asking full May price for what they 
have left. 

The movement of seed in the country 
is very light, practically nothing coming 
to country stations at all. The severe 
snowstorm tied up the whole Northwest 
and all grains are being held by farmers 
because of the inability to make deliv- 
eries. Line elevator companies continue 
to hold their supplies for a better mar- 
ket and seem to be in no mood to sell at 
present quotations. 

There was a slight increase in the total 
of public elevator stocks in Minneapolis 
during the past week and a fairly heavy 
increase at Duluth. The increase locally 
is due to the buying of scalpers and 
mixers. 

LINSEED OTL. 

There is a steady demand for linseed 
oil and the buyers are still taking spot 
and deferred offerings rather freely for 
this time of the year. The fact that a 
large proportion of the oil is wanted for 
quick shipment keeps the crushers opti- 
mistic concerning the future, as the re- 
quest for immediate shipment would In- 
dicate a shortage of reserves and a con- 
stant need of replenishment to keep 
abreast of requirements. As a rule the 
lots taken are of moderate size, but the 
buyers are in the market for enough 
small lots to make a trade in the aggre- 
gate. Shipping directions on maturing 
contracts are good and the crushers have 
few overdue contracts on their books to 
worry them. 

Crushers are badly handicapped in their 
snipping by the lack of cars to carry 
supplies forward. Switching service was 
very poor before the heavy snowstorm 
developed, but since the downfall condi- 
tions have been very much worse. While 
some of the crushers are able to oper- 
ate at full capacity others have curtailed 


their output or have practically shut 
down, Neither box cars nor tank cars 
ave available as fast as wanted and the 


embargoes placed by railroad companies 


is interfering with the movement of oil 
and by-products As the production of 
oil fell off some in the week there was 
a slight reduction in stocks, even though 


cars were scarce. Prices are holding in 
a moderate range and the crushers are 
mostly complaining of the lack of com- 
prehension on the part of buyers, who 
show little inclination to pay prices that 
will cover the carrying charge up to the 
time of delivery. In view of the fact 
that the seed supply is so limited this 
year and all of the crushers are worry- 
ing about the elasticity of the raw ma- 
terial reserve it seems a bit peculiar why 
they should be so anxious to sell their 
oil at prices that do not cover the ab- 
normal carrying charge prevailing this 
year. Prices quoted at 92@9246c. 


LINSBED OIL MBAL, 

The demand for oil meal improved con- 
siderably during the past week or ten 
days and the crushers are able to sell the 
bulk of their output with little trouble. 
A good half of the sales are made to 
country buyers direct, but there is con- 
siderable trade being accomplished with 
mixed car dealers here, who took some 
round lots In the past few days. The 
trouble is not in selling the meal, but in 
getting cars to ship it. The present ac- 
cumulation at mills could be readily 
cleaned up if the crushers could get cars 
and switehing service. Shipping direc- 
tions on maturing contracts are prompt 
as a rule and there are enough on hand 
to take care of the present congestion. 

The feature in the meal market lately 
has been the selling for shipment to Ire- 
land. ‘This is something unusual, as the 
shipping of meal is quite expensive. How- 
ever, there seems to be a lack of Irish 
mills to grind cake, so the meal is taken 
instead. 

During the week there was some un- 
loading of meal that carried prices down 
to $42, but as soon as the supply offered 
for sale was absorbed the market bound- 
ed back to $43 quickly and Is quoted at 
the top figure now. Offerings at present 
are not heavy and the strong tone of the 
mill feed and corn markets help the un- 
dertone considerable and also help to 
make volume to the demand. 


LINSEED OLL CAKE. 

There is a varying inquiry for export 
cake and very little trade has been ac- 
complished of late on account of the rail- 
road embargoes and the lack of ocean 
freight room. Shipments on old and ma- 
turing contracts are meeting with consid 
erable interference om account of the 
lack of railroad service to different ports. 
Some stuff is dribbling through to Bal- 
timore right along, but there must be 
plenty of evidence that the cars will be 
taken care of promptly on arrival at that 
port before the railroad companies will 
give billing on them. On the whole the 
cake market is quiet, but foreign advices 
indicate a great need of supplies and it is 
only the lack of carrying capacity and the 
watchfulness of the Allies regarding the 
amount of stuff that goes through to 
Holland and the Scandinavian ports. The 
conditions prevailing probably account 
for the lack of demand from Wastern ex- 
porters just now. Bids vary and no firm 
quotations are available.

Featureless most nearly describes the 
situation in the flaxseed market during 
the past week. Trading dropped off in 
volume with operators apparently con- 
tent to sit tight and await developments. 
Operations were confined mostly to small 
lots, but it was noted that crushers were 
always ready to pick up seed on the 
slightest recessions, so that on the whole 
good underlying strength was indicated. 

Improvement came about in the cash 
market as was shown in the discount on 
the spot stuff being cut 1 cent to 3c., 
under the May price. Receipts, however, 
ran so light that the cash trade did not 
really cut much of a figure. Specialists 
in the flaxseed trade here have been en- 
deavoring to have the shipment of the 
seed remaining on the farms over the 
Northwest facilitated, and it is hoped 
that marketings will be in better volume 
during the next few weeks in spite of the 
comparatively small tonnage from the 
interior still to be marketed. On that 
score operators are universally bullish, 
much higher prices eventually heing pre- 
dicted. Interest was aroused in the an- 
nouncement today that one company had 
just received elght carloads of flaxseed 
at Minneapolis that came all the way 
from Manchuria. This was the first seed 
ever brought to our Northwest markets 
from that far-off country, and was re- 
garded as indicating that members of the 
trade are covering wide fields for sup- 
plies.

He 
stated that the basic petroleum product 
had been used and fashioned as a compo- 
nent material together with an article man- 
ufactured from cotton, and that the fin- 
ished products were no longer paraffine wax, 
but candles made of such wax and cotton, 
the wax being the component of chief value.

There has not been much in the 
way of new interest in the market 
for paint materials during the period. 
The important materials are holding 
steady in price, and this is perhaps 
the most striking feature. Linseed oil 
is being followed closely by those con- 
sumers who are not covered on con- 
tracts, but there was no change in the 
quotations of crushers this week. The 
tone of the market, however, is strong 
and the seed supply does not seem 
adequate for all needs before another 
crop can be produced. The shipping 
situation affects the paint trade in 
two ways, which is also true of other 
trades. In the first place, shipments of 
raw materials to the manufacturing 
plants are uncertain as to delivery, 
and in the majority of cases are sub- 
ject to long delays, and the shipment 
of the finished products from the 
plants also is retarded. The lead and 
zinc, pigments are passing freely on 
contracts, with nothing to mark pres- 
ent trading. In each case prices are 
repeated at the levels quoted a week 
ago. The shipping situation as re- 
ferred to imported materials is also 
prominent, as high ocean freights and 
advanced insurance charges have 
strengthened some items. Colors are 
in fair demand. Chemicals which are 
used in the production of colors are 
holding high in price, and naturally 
this has an effect on the finished prod- 
ucts. The earth colors are strong at 
former levels. Some chalk was im- 
ported this week, but the different lots 
went direct to consumers and there 
are no stocks on spot. Scarcity of 
whiting in turn affects the market for 
other materials, such as putty, and 
this condition is likely to last until 
the chalk supply becomes larger. The 
vegetable oils are bringing high prices 
and China wood oil and soya bean oil, 
which are imported largely by way 
of the Pacific Coast are scarce on spot, 
as difficulty is found in shipping 
across the continent. On page 20 there 
is a complete report on the flaxseed 
situation. A report on linseed oil and 
naval stores will be found on pages 
29 and 33, respectively. Comment on 
the important items in the paint trade 
follows:— 

LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS. 


PIG LEAD.—The price for pig lead 
in the local market is largely nom- 
inal. Some large producers are hold- 
ing the market quotation at 7\%c. per 
pound, but this is not a basis of trad- 
ing, and buyers have ‘been willing to 
pay 8c. per pound, (but have not 
drawn many offers from holders. The 
market therefore is strong and 8c, per 
pound is nearer the actual market than 
the 744c. quotation. ‘Lead ore at Jop- 
lin is quoted at $91.50 per ton. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
A'TE).—The stronger tone to the metal 
market was not without influence on 
the pigments, but there was no quot- 
able change in the prices of the lat- 
ter. Dry basic carbonate is still quoted 
at 8%c. per pound to buyers of large 
lots. The pigment in oil commands 
a full cent per pound over the dry 
product and 9%c. per pound is the in- 
side price, With a fair ‘business pass- 
ing at higher prices, depending on 
quantity. While present trading in 
white lead is not active, many large 
consumers are covered ahead and there 
is a steady movement against old or- 
ders. 

WHITH LEAD (BASIC SUL- 
PHATE).—This product also is firm in 
price, as the metal market is stronger. 
Producers are busy ‘taking care of or- 
ders placed in the latter part of last 
year, but contracts were limited to de- 
liveries over three months, and this 
gives some uneasiness that prices may 
be advanced in sympathy with higher 
producing costs. It is pointed out that 
lead ore sold at higher prices this 
week. The quotation for basic  sul- 
phate is 8%4c, per pound for round l0ts, 
with the usual premiums for smaller 
amounts. 

RED LBEAD.—None of the lead pig- 
ments changed in price during the 
week and this is one of the features 
in which buyers are most interested. 
There is a firm tone to the market 
for the lead oxides, not only because 
of the position of the raw material, 
but also because stocks of the finished 
product are not large and demand has 
kept pace with supply. The prices 
quoted for dry red lead are 9%c. per 
pound and upwards, according to quan- 
tity. Red lead in oil is quoted at an 
inside price of 10%c. per pound. } 

LITHARGE.—There is good inquiry 
for this material from different 
sources. The movement into consump- 
tion is reported to be seasonable and 
prices are well maintained at former 
levels. For round lots sellers quote 
914c. per pound. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—This materia] 
is not subject to frequent changes in 
price and the condition of the market 
is well summed up by saying that de- 


mand is normal and prices steady. 
The quotation still shows a range ac- 
cording to seller. The inside price is 
l2c, per pound, but up to 12%c. per 
pound is asked in some quarters. 

SPELTER.—There was a much more 
active demand for spelter in the latter 
part of the week and values advanced 
under the imbroved inquiry. At the 
close of the week the quotation at 
New York was given at 10%c. per 
pound. Export buying was reported 
and aided the demand from domestic 
consumers. Zinc ore at Joplin was 
quoted at $70@86 per ton. 

ZINC OXIDE.—This pigment is 
quoted on a steady basis by manufac- 
turers, but they are sold ahead and 
are disposing of their stocks against 
old orders. This is sufficient to take 
care of the consuming needs of a large 
part of the country, but there is some 
inquiry in the spot market, and, as 
second-hand offerings are available, 
the price will be found to vary accord- 
ing to seller, with close to llc, per 
pound asked in most quarters. The 
contract prices for French process zinc 
oxide quote white seal at 18%c. per 
pound for carloads and 18%c. per 
pound for less than carloads, On this 
basis green seal is quoted at 18@18%c. 
per pound and red seal at 17%@17%c. 
per pound. 

Above prices are based upon ship- 
ments in barrels f. o. b. shipping point, 
with freight allowances as heretofore 
on carload lots only. These prices 
were effective December 1 and are sub- 
ject to change without notice. The 
prices for ordinary American zinc 
oxide for the first half of next year 
were announced some time ago. Prices 
are as follows:—For 50-ton lots the 
quotation is 9%c. per pound. For car- 
lots $9%c. per pound is quoted, and less 
than carlots are held at 10c. per pound. 
Special zinc oxide is quoted at 104%@ 
10%c. per pound, according to quan- 
tity. The above prices are based upon 
shipments in barrels and are f. o. b. 
shipping point, with usual freight al- 
lowance on carload lots. The above 
products are also available in paper 
bags of 50 pounds net weight when 
shipped in carloads. In this container 
the price will be %c. per pound less 
than quoted above. Bags cannot be 
shipped in less than carload lots. 
Mixed carloads of barrels and bags 
cannot be shipped. The above prices 
are effective only on contract for the 
first half of the year 1917, and are 
subject to change without notice. 

LITHOPONE.—There were reports 
in the market this week that litho- 
pone was offered at 5%c. per pound 
f. o. b. New York. This seems to be 
a low price, as some of the prominent 
sellers were asking 6%c. per pound. 
On contracts the quotation remains at 
6@'*ec. per pound, according to quan- 
tity. There is a good call for lithopone 
against contracts, and consumption is 
reported to be good, and there are no 
accumulations in sellers’ hands. 


COLORS. 


The market for bichromate of soda 
is of interest to makers of certain col- 
ors owing to the fact that the chemical 
is uncertain in price, and predictions 
are made that the lowest levels have 
not yet been reached. The chemical 
market in general does not hold out 
much hopes for lower prices for the 
colors which are of chemical origin. 
The earth colors are noted for their 
steadiness in price, and this is still a 
feature of the market, though the ship- 
ping situation tends to affect the price 
of foreign grades. 


BLACKS, 

There is a good consumption of car- 
bon gas black. The large consuming 
trades are covered by contracts, and 
deliveries against these are sufficient to 
take up practically all the production. 
The spot market is largely nominal, 
as producers are not quoting freely and 
second-hands are not in possession of 
large stocks. Lampblack is also in good 
demand against old orders, and the 
market is steady. Some black was im- 
ported this week, and was said to be

BLUES. 

There were offers of Prussian blue 
this week at 90c. per pound. The price 
for this color, however, is governed by 
so many conditions that a price does 
not mean much unless the exact qual- 
ity is indicated. On this account trad- 
ing in the spot market is said to be 
largely by sample. <As_ previously 
pointed out, some producers are using 
soda as a base, while other producers 
are turning out Prussian blue from 
potash, Naturally, this leads to a wide 
range, according to quality, and prices 
are governed accordingly. Imported 
grades of Prussian blue are nominal. 
Ultramarine blues are bringing high 
prices, with stocks limited. Prices vary 
according to grade. 

BROWNS. 

Imports of sienna and umber were 
noted recently, and the prices asked 
for Italian grades are firm, as it costs 
more than usual to bring the goods to 
this country. ‘There is steady call for 
Italian grades of sienna, and values 


are holding at 54@8c. per pound Do- 
mestic sienna is offered at 2@3c. per 
pound for burnt and powdered. Tur- 


key umber continues to bring 4@5c. 
per pound, 
GREENS. 

Stocks of arsenic are small and the 
market is strong. Bluestone was easier 
this week, as offers were free and lead- 
ing producers met competitive offers 
by a drop in the quoted prices. Both 
these items are factors in the market 
for Paris green, and the latter is hold- 
ing up in price, with kegs quoted at 
30c. per pound. On chrome green sell- 
ers quote 40@65c. per pound for chem- 
ically pure. Grinders chrome green is 
offered at 16@20c. per pound and job- 
bing at 13@15c. per pound. Common 
chrome green is repeated at 9@13c. per 
pound. 

REDS. 

Considerable quantities of red oxide 
came in from abroad this week, but 
demand is good and a large part of ar- 
rivals are said to have passed direct 
to consumers. The market is quoted 
at 3@8%c. per pound. Standard In- 
dian reds hold at 7@9%c. per pound. 
There is a fair demand for the latter 
and some consumers are taking deliv- 
eries against old orders. Para toners 
are steady, with prices maintained at 
$2.25@2.50 per pound for the pure ar- 
ticle. The lower grades are quoted at 
40@60c. per pound, according to grade. 

YELLOWS. 

Domestic grades of ocher are in fair 
demand and some trouble is felt in 
getting supplies promptly. Prices are 
unchanged, with offers made at $20@30 
per ton, depending on quality. Chemi- 
cally pure chrome yellow is holding at 
25@28ce. per pound, with a normal call 
for stocks. The position of raw ma- 
terials is not in favor of any reduction 
in prices for the finished color. 

OTHER PAINT MATERIALS. 

There were receipts of chalk at the 
local port this week and some of this 
was consigned direct to grinders. This 
is favorable for a larger supply of 
whiting, but stocks of the latter are 


a ee 


comparatively small and demand has 
been unusually heavy. Casein is in 
good demand, with offerings limited 
and prices holding at high levels. The 
glue market is hard to define, as some 
of the largé manufacturers are report- 
ed to have been in the open market tu 
buy stocks to round out supplies to 
fill contracts. 

BARYTES. — Offerings of Spanish 
barytes are on the market and sellers 
are quoting freely on shipments. The 
prices asked for such stocks depend on 
grade, with the highest grade at $42 
per ton c. i. f. New York. There is not 
much change in the situation as re- 
gards domestic barytes.. There is good 
call from the chemical trade, and the 
paint trade also is a normal con- 
sumer 

BLANC FIXE.—There were offers 
of pulp blane fixe this week on a basis 
of $30 per ton f. o. b. shipping point. 
As these goods were reported to be in 
the Middle West, the price delivered at 
New York would be increased by the 
addition of freight charges. Producers 
are offering on a basis of $40 per ton 


delivered at New York. Dry blanc 
fixe is held at 4@4%4c. per pound. 
COBALT OXIDE.—The increase in 


price for this material, as recently an- 
nounced, has been well maintained, 
and sellers are holding the price at 
$1.25@1.30 per pound, 
CASEIN.—Domestic grades of casein 
were on the market this week at 20c. 
per pound. On imported grades some 
low grades are offered as low as lIic. 
per pound, and the better grades are 


higher accordingly, with some _ selec- 
tions at 28c. per pound. Demand for 
casein is good and stocks in sellers’ 


hands are small. 
GLUES. 

The market for glues is in a nominal 
position. Producers are sold ahead and 
the spot market is practically bare of 
certain selections and others are not of- 
fered in any quantities. Under the cir- 


cumstances no stable prices can be 
quoted and sa'es are made at private 


terms. Glue stock is high in price and 
is in limited supply. Imports of glue in 


November were 107,894 pounds, valued 
at $10,169, as against 202,413 pounds, 


valued at $13,953, in November, 1915.

VARNISH GUMS. 


A report from New Zealand says that 
through the act passed in 1914 govern- 
ment assistance has he!ped to steady the 
market for kauri gum. The quantity of 
gum exported in 1915 was 4,575 tons, 
valued at £279,133, as compared with 
8,473 tons, valued at £497,444, in the 
previous year. According to the last 
available official figures for 1916, which 
cover the period from January 1 to 
June 30, 2,644 tons of gum, valued at 
£164,291, were exported, and this would 
appear to indicate that the industry is 
recovering. In fact, it is stated in the 
report that latterly there was little or 
no demand for government advances, 
owing to the fact that local merchants 
were buying freely and at good prices.

Permanent Clean-Up and Paint-Up 
Committee Organized in Boston. 


A permanent organization of the Bos- 
ton Clean-Up Committee was effected on 
January 19 at a meeting at the Boston 
City Hall, at which a constitution and 
by-laws were adopted. The total mem- 
— of the new.organization will be 


“The ofticers will consist of a chairman, 
vice-chairman, secretary, treasurer, and 
one represe ntative each from the thir- 
teen sanitary districts into which the 
city is divided. The date for the annual 
meeting is the third Monday in March. 

Mrs. Percy G. Bolster, chairman, and 
Miss Annette L. Crocker, secretary, were 
elected until the annual meeting in 
March next. The period from April 30 
to May 12 was decided upon as the dates 
for the opening of the 1917 clean- -up cam- 
paign in the city of Boston. 

A sub-committee was authorized to 
take up with the city officials the estab- 
lishment of a citizens’ force to aid in 
securing the enforcement of laws relat- 
ing to sanitation, health, etc., and the 
plan discussed by the committee was to 
have the Mayor and the Health Commis- 
sioner issue a credential card to every 
resident of the city, who would be will- 
ing to pledge himself to comply with 
these laws and help secure the observ- 
nee of same by others. 

Mayor Curley spoke of the activities 
of the city in aiding the clean-up work 
and gave the committee full credit for 
bringing about an improvement in the 
worst slum district of the city of Bos- 
ton, the section of the city in the north 
end, bounded by Salem, Stillman, Endi- 
cott and Cross streets. 

The City Council of Boston has re- 
cently appropriated $200,000 for a drastic 
house-cleaning in this section of the city. 
The proposed improvement will involve 
the tearing down and removal of a tene- 
ment block covering over one acre of 
ground and _ substituting, in place of 
same, a children’s playground, where 
over 350 children, who live in that sec- 
tion, will have an opportunity for rec- 
reation. 

The Public Works Department has ar- 
ranged to place throughout the city 300 
additional civie pride cans at convenient 
locations, so that citizens will have a 
place to throw paper and waste matter, 
ipstead of dropping same on the streets. 
Motor-driven collection wagons will be 
put on to collect waste material from 
these cans at regular periods.

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Louisville Varnish Company Pays 
58 Per Cent. Bonus to Employes. 


Louisville, Ky., Jan. 26, 1917. 

At the annual employes’ banquet of the 
Louisville Varnish Company, announce- 
metn was made by President P. H. Calla- 
han that a bonus of 58 per cent. on the 
aniual wage during 1916 would be paid 
to employes. For several years execu- 
tives and department heads were given 
a share of the profits as a bonus, but in 
1912 the factory and office employes were 
included in the scheme. The extra com- 
pensation amounted to 10 per cent., and 
the plan was followed in 1913. At the 
end of 1914, 7% per cent. was passed out. 
The bonus for 1915 was 32 per cent.

Brandram-Henderson Paint Co. of 
Canada Shows Larger Profits. 


Toronto, Jan. 26, 1917. 

The tenth annual report of the Bramn- 
dram-Henderson Paint Company of Can- 
ada, issued in advance of the annual 
meeting at Halifax, January 2, is easily 
the best statement ever returned.

The indiffer- 
ence of consumers to the market and 
the constant refusal of these interests 
to buy more than actual wants has re- 
sulted in sellers adopting competitive 
methods and competition seems to be 
growing keener. An unfavorable fea- 
ture is the deplorable freight conges- 
tion and the inability of shippers to 
move goods promptly. Recent embar- 
goes issued by railroads and steamship 
lines are checking buying interest be- 
cause of the difficulty experienced in 
getting goods to consuming points. Of- 
ficial advices report turpentine ship- 
ments for the week at Savannah as 
1,721 barrels. Receipts were 622 bar- 
rels. Stocks were 17,778 barrels, as 
compared with 19,192 barrels last week, 
and 12,602 barrels last year. At Jack- 
sonville the price was bic. a gallon at 
the close. London stocks on January 6 
were 43,664 barrels, against 40,064 bar- 
rels in 1916, and 22,184 in 1915 for the 
corresponding periods. The following 
table shows the range of spirits of tur- 
pentine in the local market for each 
day during the past week.

10,000 Tons of Ore in Sight. 


While the cinnabar deposit at Puhi 
Puhi, North Island, New Zealand, has 
not yet been worked to any extent owing 
to lack of capital and experience, drives 
are being made to ascertain the extent 
of the deposit. Basing its calculations 
on results so far obtained, the Dominion 
Department of Mines estimates that 10,000 
tons of ore, yielding not less than 2 per 
cent of mercury, are in sight 








Washington, Jan. 26, 1917. 
The Interstate Commerce Commission 
has rendered an opinion in the case of 
the Oklahoma Cottonseed Crushers’ As- 


sociation vs. Atchison, Topeka an@ Santa 
Fe Railway Company et al. This is a 
rehearing with respect to the reasonable- 
ness of rates on cottonseed cake, meal 
and hulls from producing points in the 
State of Oklahoma to various interstate 
points for distances over 1,000 miles; and 
the commission holds that rates agreed 
upon by the parties may be established. 
The order entered in this proceeding 
is modified accordingly. Commissioner 
Meyer, chairman, in rendering this de- 
cision, in part says: 

“On May 22, 1916, an order was issued 
in this proceding in which rates on cot- 
tonseed cake, meal and hulls were pre- 
scribed for distances up to 1,500 miles 
from producing points in the State of 
Oklahoma to points in the States_ of 
Kansas, Missouri, lowa, Nebraska, Col- 
orado common points, and points in Col- 
orado east thereof. On August 3, 1916, 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy Rail- 
road Company and the Union Pacific 
Railroad Company filed a petition pray- 
ing that a rehearing be granted; that 
the commission set aside so much of its 
order as prescribed rates on cottonseed 
cake, meal and hulls for distances over 
1,000 ‘miles, and that pending considera- 
tion of the petition for rehearing the ef- 
fective date of the order be postponed. 
On August 31, 1916, the commission de- 
nied postponement of the effective date 
of the order. On October 2, 1916, an order 
was issued reopening the proceeding 
solely on the question of the reasonable- 
ness of the rates prescribed for distances 
over 1,000 miles.

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Propose Central Board to Fix Stand- 


ards for Oils and Fats. 
Philadelphia, Jan. 26, 1917. 

Proposals to establish official stand- 
ards for certain commodities in Ameri- 
can trade and to bring the technically 
trained experts of the country into closer 
touch with commercial interests at large 
have been laid before the Philadelphia 
Section of the American Chemical So- 
ciety, and are expected to come up for 
further consideration at the next meet- 
ing of the section. 

The idea was presented to the section 
by Dr. Jeffrey Stewart, of the India Re- 
fining Company, in the form of a prop- 
osition to establish a central board for 
determining the standards of oils and 
fats, this board to act as arbitrators in 
eases of differences between buyer and 
seller. The plan, of course, is hardly 
more than a suggestion at this time, but 
sentiment among the chemists of the 
Philadelphia Section seems to be favor- 
able. 

The chief reason for establishing such 













a board is, of course, to achieve more or 
less independence of the London Oil and 
Tallow Association Board, which now 
passes upon all disputed points. It is 
pointed out that one recent case involved 
the shipment of oil from Pernambuco to 
the United States, the whole transaction 
being on this ride of the Atlantic, yet 
when a dispute arose the whole matter 
was carried to London for adjudication.

C. G. Weiscopf Addresses Ginseng 


Growers at Annual Convention. 


The thirteenth annual convention of the 
Michigan State Association of Ginseng 
Growers was ‘held in the Chamber of 
Commerce Building, Lansing, Mich., on 
January 24, 5 and 26. Over 200 members 
were present. Practically every phase of 
the business was discussed at great 
length. The afternoon sesston of January 
2 was given over entirely to suggestions 
relating to the formation of a naitional 
association. 

Cc. G. Weiscopf, head of the drug and 
spice department of H. R. Lathrop & 
Company, Inec., New York, was one of 
the principal speakers. He sounded a 
note of warning to the growers, pointing 
out the dangers which lie in the path of 
cultivators of botanicals formerly im- 
ported from Europe. In part he said:— 
“The fact that there are only limited 
supplies of medicinal plants imported 
from European ports has brought about 
a severe shortage. Several of these 
plants, such as belladonna, henbane and 
digitalis, are now being cultivated in 
this country, and good profits ara being 
ubtained from the past season’s crop. 
The profit is, however, due to the ab- 
normally high prices prevailing. I do 
not think it would be a profitable under- 
taking to cultivate the foreign medic- 
inal plants along with your crops of 
golden seal and ginseng, because, as 
soon as peace prevails again the articles 
will be coming into this country at very 
pe = lower prices than those prevailing 
to-day.”’

A lull has come in the changes in 
petroleum crude prices after the rapid 
advances chronicled a fortnight ago, 
and hut one field change marks the 
record of the week, that on Wedmnes- 
day last, when the Standard O!1 Com- 
pany of Louisiana met the prices es- 
tablished by the Magnolia and the 
Texas companies January 3, on Cad- 
do lifght grades, De Soto and Crichton, 
with an increase of 10 cents over the 
previously quoted figure, making the 
top price $1.70 for Caddo. Caddo 
heavy has not been changed, the price 
standing at 95 cents. 

The report for the week from the 
Eastern fields shows a heavy decline 
in both production and wells finished, 
the production being 1,230 fewer bar- 
rels. Kentucky and Wyoming are at- 
tracting the major part of the atten- 
tion just now and are getting the bulk 
of the new capital being invested. A 


rush to Glen Mary field in Scott 
County, Tennessee, has resulted from 
the discovery of a 100-barrel well 


there, and thousands of acres have 
been taken up. 

An interesting well has been brought 
in in the Texas Panhandle in Palo 
Pinto county, the drill penetrating a 
stratum of 700 feet of hard black 
shale at a depth of 4,220 feet, from 
which emerges a flow of hot, dry gas. 
No oil has manifested itself. The 
whole adjacent territory, however, is 
being combed by leasers looking for 
land. A new pipeline is to be laid in 
Archer county by the Panhandle Re- 
fining Company. 

In Wyoming the Big Muddy field is 
coming up rapidly and more. than 
$5,900,000 has been invested in leases 
there during the past few months. 
Plans are complete for the new pipe- 
line, which is to be laid down between 
the Big Muddy field and Casper in the 
spring by the Illinois Pipeline Com- 
pany. Big things are expected from 
this additional outlet for Wyoming 
oil. 

Colorado is aroused over the pros- 
pects of a pipeline from Wyoming 
fields to Denver, with the erecting of 
retineries in the latter city, and the 
establishment of an oil market there. 
Despite the drilling and new work 
.the Northwestern Louisiana fields 
the production continues to show a 
steady decrease. The production for 
the past week was 22,860 barrels daily, 
averaged, of which De Soto and Red 
River produced 9,460 barrels and Caddo 
and Northeastern Texas 13,410 barrels. 
In the Grand Bayou district the pool 
has been so extended by recent dis- 
coveries that there is an almost un- 
broken line of production from the 
Naborton to the Crichton pools. 

The daily average production of the 
Gulf coast fields is- estimated at 70,320 
barrels, a gain of 2,680 barrels over the 
previous week. Humble leads, with 
23,600 barrels. 

From the preliminary figures of ex- 
ports for the 12 months ending in De- 
cember the crude oil shipments abroad 
for the year 1916 are shown to have 
been 168,358,167 gallons, as compared 
iwth 154,703.618 gallons for 1915. The to- 
tal exports of mineral oils for the year 
1916 were 2,583,037,822 gallons, as com- 
pared with 2,309,760,792 gallons for the 
previous year. The value of the ex- 
ports for the year increased more than 
$58,000,000, as compared with 1915.

REFINED PRODUCTS. 


There has been considerable anticipa- 
tion for a month or more of an ad- 
vance in the price of gasoline locally 
in New York, following the many in- 
creases in different parts of the 
country. For some time gasoline has 
been selling here locally at 22 cents 
a gallon wholesale, with the retail 
prices from 25 to 28 cents, depending 
upon the location of the garage, etc. 
As most of the gasoline sold here is 
made from Oklahoma crude, which has 
advanced 80 cents a barre] during the 
past seven weeks, a change would not 
have been the subject of criticism. The 
tank wagon price is now 21 cents a 
gallon in New Jersey, but New Jersey 
prices average lower than they do in 
New York territory. Gasoline prices 
in Texas have jumped a cent a gallon. 

England and Canada are both re- 
ported short of gasoline supplies, as 
well as in France, and the government 
restriction of consumption abroad has 
not been the aid to supply that was at 
first anticipated because of the enor- 
mous increase in consumption. 

Just what is being called for by 
foreign countries is indicated in the 
1916 totals of exports of gasoline and 


the naphthas, the 12 months’ figures 
showing an increase from 273,806,978 
gallons and the naphthas in 1915 to 


349,721,727 gallons in 1916. 

The exports of lubricating and paraf- 
fine oils also showed an increase rising 
from the 1915 total of 237,660,120 gallons 
to 258,993,634 gallons during the year 
just closed. 

Illuminating oil, the world consump- 
tion of which was reported to have 
fallen off considerably because of lack 
of transportation facilities and result- 
ing high prices to consumers abroad

and in the Orient, also showed a good 
gain, from 835,246, 438 gallons in 1915 to 
a total of 852,765, 091 gallons in 1916, 

The fuel oil situation, as far as prices 
are concerned, is not showing much in- 
dication of a change downward, Penn- 
sylvania fuel oil selling at Pittsburgh 
from 9%4c. to 1le., with price quotations 
nominal in New York city, the price 
being made from day to day on con- 
tract, with no price quotable either for 
export or for local distribution. When 
it is taken into consideration that fuel 
oil was quoted at 4@4%c. not many 
weeks ago, the change can be seen 
readily.

developed in the central portion cf tue Staie, 
One of the leading producing counties of the 
State attracts but ttle aitention from the 
pipeline people and it is the second most ac- 
tive county in the State, which is Allen county 
aiong the Kentucky-Tennessee border. This 
field is capabie of producing cloze to 1,500 bar- 
rels a day, but the field is backward in being 
deveioped, as there is no market for the o.1 
outside of being shipped by tank cars and only 
u portion of the wells can be produced on 
that account. The county will some day be a 
large producer of oil. Whitley county is now 
forging to the front and shows some fai:ly 
good wells. The oil from that county is al-o 
tuken by tank cars, but so far the pro.uc- 
tion is small. Should some additional ter- 
ritory be added to the Whitley county field the 
pipeiine will no doubt connect up the field, as 
the trunk line is but a few miles from the 
fieid.

California. 
Los Angeles, Cal., Jan. 22, 1917. 

Official figures just issued show the California 
production of crude oil during 1916 totaled 
91,976,019 barrels. Shipments for the same 
period totaled 104,312,905 barrels. Stocks of 
petroleum were therefore reduced 12,336, 886 
barrels during 1916, a figure without precedent 
in the history of the California oil industry. 
Total stocks of oil at the wells and in the 
pipelines on January 1, 1917, amounted to 
48,640,294 barrels, as compared to 55,977,180 
barrels on the first of January, 1916. Produc- 
tion during the year increased over the 1915 
total 2,250,242 barrels, while shipments in- 
creased during the same period 12,305,190, 


December Figures, 


Decembeg statistics issued indicate produc- 
tion of the California fields during the month 
was 7,936,972 barrels, a daily average of 
256,031 barrels. Shipments during the same 
period amounted to 9,666,649 barrels, a dally 
average of 311,827. This indicates that stocks 
were drawn on in December to the amount of 
1,729,677 barrels, a daily average of 55,796, 
establishing a new record in withdrawals of 
storage oil in a single month. 

The exchange of oil stocks on the Los An- 
geles market was more active than at any time 
during 1916. Stock prices soared to marks 
never before reached, 


Production and Shipments. 


The total amount of crude oil produced in 
California, according to the Independent Oil 
Producers’ Agency, for the month of December 
was 7,936,9;2 barrels, or a daily average of 
256,031 barre)s. During November a total of 
7,881,447 barre!s of oil were produced, averag- 
ing daily 262,715 barrels. Although the gross 
production during December was 55,525 barrels 
more than the November total, the rate per day 
was 6,684 barrels less. For the past three 
months there has been a decrease in the rate 
of production regardless of the fact that more 
wells were producing the last three ‘months 
in 1917 than at any other period during the 
year. The natural decline in the wells and 
the fact that the new production per well has 
been exceptionally small accounts for this con- 
dition. Drilling will have to be stimulated to a 
greater extent than fs the case at present in 
order for production to equal shipments. 


December Gross Shipments. 


Gross shipments during December totaled 
9,606,649 barrels, a daily average of 311,827 
barrels, as compared to the November total of 
9,468,181 barrels; daily average, 315,606 barrels. 
As with production, gross shipments showed a 
larger total than the November shipments, but 
the daily average rate was less. This total is 
the largest movement during one month that 
took place in 1916, Export trade has contin- 
ually improved until at present the amount of 
oil shipped from California to forelgn ports is 
more than has been the case at any other 


period in the California oil industry.

There was a decline shown in the production 
of every field in the State during December, 
ax compared to November, with the exception 
of the Fullerton-Whittier field, This was due 
to the decrease in the number of completed 
wells during the month in most fields, The 
largest decreases in daily average production 
were shown by the Midway-Sunset field and 
the Lost Hills-Belridge fields. The former fell 
off to the extent of 5,000 barrels daily and the 
latter but 400 barrels daily. The decrease in 
the daily average production from all the fields 
amounted to 6,684 barrels.

Field Operations. 


December’s record in field operations indi- 
cates 57 wells completed during the month, 
compared to 63 completions in November. The 
Grilling record shows 286 strings running at the 
close of December, against 284 at the end of 
November. Rigs up at the end of December 
totaled €6, against 62 at the close of November. 

At no time during the year 1917 has there 
been such intense activity in field operations 
as at the present time. Drilling wells on Janu- 
ury numbered 167 and on December 31 had 
been increased to 286. The number of rigs up 
during January was 15, as compared to 66 on 
the close of December. ‘The number of wells 
completed during December was five more than 
the average for the year, numbering 57. The 
average for 1915 was 28. 

With all this increase in new drilling, new 
completions and all branches of field work the 
preduction could be expected to keep pace by 
returning a sharp increase, This was not the 
“ase, however, the increase in production being 
very small in comparison with the increase In 
all branches of field development work.

Stozks were drafted during the month of 
December at a larger daily rate than during 
any month of 1917.

New Work. 


According to the report of the State Mining 
Bureau twenty-three new wells were started 
during the week ending January 13, 1917, as 
compared to twelve during the previous week, 
Thirteen wells were reported ready for the test 
‘f water shut off as, compared to twelve. Four- 
teen wells were deepened or redrilled, against 
four the previous week, and two were aban- 
doned, 

The field reporting the largest number of 
new wells to be started was the Midway-Sun- 
set. By far the most active company in this 
field during the week was the Chanslor-Canfield 
Midway Oil Company, This company started 
twelve new wells on sections 1-32-22, 31-31-2: 
and 36-31-22. The Union Oil Company has 
started its first well on section 19-4-12 on the 
Dominguez property, This property is_ not 
proven oil territory, although the Standard Oi 
Company has had good indicaticns in its first 
well on the same ranch. 

Drilling during the week showed a decided in- 
crease over the previous week, due to the ex- 
cessive work being advanced in the Midway- 
Sunset district.

Colorado. 


Denver, Colo., Jan, 24, 1917. 

The construction of a pipeline from the 
Wyoming oil fields to Denver, the erection 
of refineries in the Queen City, and the 
establishing of an oil market, which would 
make Denver the big oil center of the West, 
is the slogan now being agitated in Denver. 
Recent opening of new fields in Wyoming, 
like the Big Muddy, continued prospecting 
for oil in Western Nebraska and Northeast- 
ern Colorado, the favorable outlook for a 
new oil field near Pueblo, and the hope that 
oil will be encountered in the suburbs of 
Denver, are all givén as reasons why Den- 
ver, logically, should be the center of the 
oil producing area of the West. It will 
take some time to unseat the thriving little 
city of Casper, which holds a tight grip 
upon the central point, or the needle, to 
the fields of the Wyoming-Nebraska pros- 
pects, Denverites have awoke, and what 
brought this about is that the people of 
Nebraska have appointed a State Pipeline 
Commission to go into the subject of oi! 
lines and see what can be done toward 
obtaining State aid for constructing a pipe- 
line from Casper to Omaha, at a cost of ap- 
proximately $6,000,000. The theory upon 
which they are working is that refineries 
and other plants manufacturing oil prod- 
ucts, such as vaseline, paraffin, wax, grease 
and other commodities, followed a_pipe- 
line and are established at its terminal. 

An investigation shows that Denver af- 
fords an equally as good a center for an 
oil market as Omaha, and in many re- 
spects one that is far superior. The distance 
from Casper to Omaha as the crow flies 
is 500 miles. From Casper to Denver is 
200 miles, or less than half the distance to 
Omaha. Omaha has a more densely popu- 
lated territory surrounding it than Denver, 
but, on the other hand, its distributing ter- 
ritory is smaller for oil than would be the 
Denver territory for the reason that it 
would come into competition with the 
Whtiing (Ind.) fields om the east, and the 
Kansas-Oklahoma fields on the south, with- 
in a comparatively small radius. 

Oil pipelines are usually constructed by 
companies independent of the oil produc- 
ing and refining concerns. They are com- 
mon carriers, the Same as railroads, and 
must file their tariffs with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and come under that 
body’s regulations, They transport the crude 
oil to the markets, where it is refined and 
ditsributed. At present the Wyoming oil 
is refined near the point of_ production, and 
its distributing territory radiates from Cas- 
per up as far as Canada, west to Bastern 
Washington and Oregon, south to Denver, 
Colorado Springs and Pueblo and east until 
it comes into competition with the Eastern 
and Southern fields. 

Oil men say, however, that a number of 
features deserve careful consideration be- 
fore the project of the kind, that is, in 
laying a line to either Omaha or Denver. 
One is that a market in the Denver terri- 
tory might not exist for a sufficient quantity 
of oil to make the pipeline a paying propo- 
sition. This might be overcome by continu- 
ing the line on to a connection with the 
trunk lines in the mid-continent oil fields. 
That would enable the pipeline company to 
carry surplus oil on to the Gulf coast or the 
Atlantic coast. The logical route and the 
shortest and least expensive, they say, would 
be south through Denver and then east to 
the connection with the big trunk lines. 
If the route went to Omaha it could be con- 
tinued on to the southeastern corner of 
Iowa, where the main trunk line from the 
mid-continent fields passes through toward 
the Past. 

Another feature which it is necessary to 
consider is the quantity of oil produced in 
Wyoming, At present there are few de- 
veloped fields. These are the Salt Creek, 
the Grass Creek and the Elk Basin fields, 
which have pipline connection. The Big 
Muddy, Dallas and Pilot Butte fields are 
known to be prolific. The future policy of 
the government in regard to leasing oil 
lands, the clearing up of disputed titles 
and the development of other fields enter 
into the sjtuation. The government has 
shown a broad policy recently and has en- 
tered into contracts with companies where- 
by they can continue producing oil from 
those lands which are in dispute, deposit 
the royalties in a bank and wait unt!) the 
adjudication is completed. 

his policy, it is declared, has saved the 
West from having to pay almost double its 
present price for gasoline. The Wyoming 
fields produce 12 per cent. of the gasoline 
of the country, and nine-tenths of that 
sold in the Northwest. If this supply had 
not been available it is belleved the price 
of gasoline would have been materially 
higher. 

Another phase of the subject is that it 
is almost certain that oil in paying quan- 
tities exists in Colorado. Prospecting under 
present conditions {is very expensive, be- 
cause of the lack of general knowledge of 
geological conditions in the State ag they 
affect the oil industry. It has been urged 
by a number of prominent business men of 
the State that the State Legislature should 


appropriate a fund sufficiently large to 
permit the State geologist to make an 
elaborate examination of the State lands 


to aid prospectors. 

The whole subject of a pipeline to Den- 
ver, or trying to obtain the co-operation of 
some of the large companies in establishing 
an oil market in Denver, of having the 
State make a geological survey of lands, 
and of aiding the prospecting for oil in the 
vicinity of Denver, has been quietly under 
consideration for some time by a number of 
business men, who are in no way connect- 
ed with the of] business, They see in these 
developments an opportunity to enable 
Colorado to share in the prosperity which 
has come to its neighboring States, anq it 
is more than likely that the entire matter 
will be brought to the attention of the 
Legislature at its present session, 


Kentucky-Tennessee. 


Barbourville, Ky., Jan. 26, 1917. 

Kentuky operations are maintaining a grat- 
ifying average during the mid-winter season. 
More rigs are now up and drilling than ever 
before, the high price of petroleum causing 
operators to bend every energy toward getting 
as much production as possible in tankage. A 
feature of the situation in the Kentucky fields

since the beginning of the year has been the 
movement of the drill to widely separated 
counties of the eastern and southern districte. 
Many counties are experiencing their first oil 
excitement, a large number of the nearly 150 
rigs now in commission being located far be- 
yond production; the advance movement of 
the drill has been halted to some extent by 
heavy snowfa!ls during the past few days. 
However, the movement of rigs to outlying 
districts will continue unabated throughout the 
spring season, at a time when field operations 
are halted in the more northern fields, 

Some big strikes figure in late returns from 
Estill county, Kentucky’s principal source of 
production. Two new wells making 160 bar- 
rels each were drilled in the Pilot district, 
ahead of the producing area as formerly de- 
fined. Iwo weeks ago the first venture in that 
direction made a yield of 250 ls, the best 
strike in many months in BDstill county. Oper. 
aturs working in that direction believe they 
have the most promising new field yet devel- 
oped in the Upper roe 3 district, and many 
new wells are drilling. he largest storage 
tank in Kentucky, of 55,00U barrels capacity, 
is being erected in the Pilot district. One of 
the freak wells reported for yO nee was a 
strike showing an output of 35 els hourly, 
drilled to a depth of 85 feet. Four feet of sand 
was found. In the Station Camp pvol three 
large wells were drilled, one making 80 barrels 
and two averaging 100 barrels each. A large 
number of smaller strikes were returned, mak- 
ing from 10 to 35 barrels each, and mostly 
located in the proven area of the Ravinna and 
Cow Creek pools. Work has showed some 
slowing up in the Miller Creek district. The 
new pipeline extension into the Station Camp 
district is now ready for business, but it is 
announced that for a.time only one-fifth of 
the production will be taken over. 

Little new production is reported from other 
flelds of Upper Kentucky, the only new comple- 
tion of consequence being a 10-barrel pumper 
in the Busseyville district of Lawrence county, 
Deep sand operations in the Wolfe and Law- 
rence county districts and advance tests in 
shallow sand districts were halted by a 2-foot 
snowfall, it being impossible to continue drill- 
ing operations, A number of wells drilling in 
Wolfe county ought to be completed during 
the coming week. In addition to three deep 
Wells drilling in the old Campton pool of 
Wolfe county. a number of test wells are go- 
ing down in the region between the Campton 
pool and the Station Camp district of Estill 
county Several strikes have already been 
made along this territory, and operators be- 
lieve a connection will be Proven between the 
two pools. Bath county's shallow sand pros- 
pects are also looking better, with the drilling 
of an advance well several’ miles beyond the 
Ragland pool, and much new drilling will fol- 
low. Carter county, a wildcat proposition 
has several strings at work, following the 
suing of two médium sized wells last Decem- 

The Lower Kentucky fields outside e 
county have been rather quiet, the pn 
completions being a well uf 10 barrels capacity 
and another making two barrels in the Wayne 
county field. Meager reports from the Allen

Another advance of 10 cents in the price of 
oil was posted last week by the Texas Com- 
pany, followed Monday by the Gulf Refining 
Company and Tuesday by the Standard Oil 
Company, bringing the quotations up to $1.70 
for the Caddo light, $1.60 for De Soto and 
$1.30 for Crichton, no change being made in 
Caddo heavy which remains at 95 cents. This 
is 15 cents more than has ever been paid 
for light oil in this field, and adds materially 
to the interest in drilling operations.

mittee, and he thought it would be a good 
time to have it demonstrated. He said 
that a Buick car, equipped with the de- 
vice, had come down from New York, 
over the road, for the purpose of giving 
a demonstration to members of the asso- 
ciation, 

Members were given an opportunity to 
inspect the device on the machine. This 
is the device which starts right off with 
kerosene instead of using gasoline as a 
starter and then changing to kerosene. 

Secretary Grant said that after a meet- 
ing of the Relief Committee in New York 
two or three months ago, he was re- 
quested to go to Peoria, Ill., to make an 
inspection of a kerosene carburetor. He 
said he went there a couple of weeks 
ago, but that the inventors were not yet 
ready to give a demonstration. This, he 
said, is one of the devices which requires 
starting on gasoline. It is similar, he 
said, to the one being made by the Holly 
Brothers, controlled to some extent by 
the Ford Motor Company. 


Devices Sanctioned the Date. 


The committee, he said, is not pushing 
any one devise nor any two or three de- 
vices, but only two to date had received 
the sanction of the committee. He urged 
that the jobbers look on the matter seri- 
ously, as such a carburetor now is an 
assured success. The year 1917, he said, 
will develop big things for the kerosene 
carburetor, and will cause a boom in the 
tractor business. This is important to 
the oil business, he said, for the kerosene 
earburetor will bring it out of the realm 
of speculation and place it where it 
should have been a long time ago. 

A discussion of the question developed 
some objections, one of which that under 
heavy loads it did not develop the power 
that could be obtained with gasoline. 
This, however, it was suggested, could 
be overcome by an. adjustment of the 
engine construction in the way of in- 
creasing the number of valves. 

Asked how the sales and credit depart- 
ments were kept in harmony, ie 5 
Mather said that it was made easy for 
the salesmen to report, by printing forms 
on the backs of the orders, which made 
it possible to write a report easily. There 
was a space for information about the 
new customer, his business standing and 
what the banks say about him. Another 
space for the old customer asks if the 
salesmen presented a bill and requires 
him to state the result. If he don’t an- 
swer the questions he is informed when 
he comes in that he is blocking the game 
because it was necessary to hold the 
order up. 

To Petition. Congress to Continue 
Appropriation, 


The conference adopted a motion of W. 
H. Fehsenfeld, of Baltimore, Md., di- 
recting the secretary to petition Congress, 
in behalf of the association, asking for 
a continuation of the appropriation for 
the Bureau of Mines or an additional ap- 
propriation to assist the bureau im con- 
tinuing its effective work in the oil in- 
dustry. 

C, D. Chamberlain, secretary and gen- 
eral counsel of the National Petroleum 
Association, Cleveland, Ohio, described 
the tank car situation in the country, 
and asked for the support of the associa- 
tion in having Congress pass an amend- 
ment to the interstate commerce act spe- 
cifically requiring the railroads to furnisn 
tank cars instead of the refiners being 
compelled to furnish them as at present. 
He said that the refiners had a billion 
dollars in capital tied up in tank cars. 
The railroads compensate at the rate of 
% of a cent a mile for the cars, but in 
many instances only a small percentage 
is road haul, the rest being in terminals, 
where no allowance is made. This allow- 
ance is barely large enough to take care 
of repairs, to say nothing of the depre- 
ciation, which amounts to 5 per cent. a 
year. The cars have to be constantly 
changed to meet the ever-changing spec- 
ifications of the master car builders. 

He reviewed, at some length, the case 
brought by President Muir, of his asso- 
ciation, to require the railroads to fur- 
nish this equipment, from the time it en- 
tered the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, where the refiners won the decision 
of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, saying that Congress had not 
specifically provided for the furnishing of 
this transportation, and therefore re- 
versed the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, 

The refiners feel that something further 
must be done in regard to legislation. 
They feel, he said, that they should now 
go to Congress and have that body give 
positive expression of the right of the re- 
finers to go to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and ask it to compel the 
railroads to furnish tank cars. 

The necessity of the refiners having 
their own tank cars is practically a gift 
to the railroads, he said, of a _ large 
amount of their profit. He said that when 
the case was pending in the Supreme 
Court the railroads were so sure that 
it would be decided against them that 
they let contracts for a large number of 
tank edrs, but when the decision took 
the form that it did, they cancelled the 
contracts, leaving the refiner-shippers to 
take them up. 


Director Stratton Shows 
Work. 


Dr. S. W. Stratton, director of the 
United States Bureau of Standards, 
gave the members an interesting talk on 
the work of the bureau. He exhibited a 
number of slides showing the intricate 
and delicate apparatus there used in set- 
ting standards and told something of the 
methods. He said that oil men had called 
to the bureau for aid in their business, 
one case being to ask the bureau to de- 
termine the rate of expansion of gaso- 
line in tank cars. 

He said that standards for various ma- 
teria!s and in various industries were set, 
but that in every case the government 


Bureau 


always called into consultation the repre- 
Seniatuves of the industry which dealt 
with the material on which it was work- 
ing. He said the bureau had worked out 
a lot of problems regarding gasoline en- 
gines. He told the delegates that there 
was hardly a I'ne of work that was taken 
up ac the bureau that did not affect their 
indusiry indirectly, and much of it di- 
rectly. 


Methods of Pushing Oil Products. 


Some methods for pushing oil products 
were given to the delegates by C. FE. 
Grignard, of the Crew-Levick Company, 
Philadelphia, Pa. He, first of all, ex- 
pressed the opinion that mid-continent 
oil would reach $4, and that kerosene 
would surely hit fifteen cents. He told 
the delegates that more attention should 
be paid to the farm tractor. Of course, 
he said, the tractor is in its infancy, but 
a great boom may be expected, for labor 
conditions will demand it. In the tractor, 
he pointed out, lies a big outlet for oil. 
Another big outlet is the aeroplane, which 
is Coming to be commercially practicable 
and should not be overlooked. 

Outlining some of the methods of his 
company tor promoting business he said 
that they got into side lines. They got 
hold of a good skid chain and would not 
permit jobbers to handle the chains un- 
less they handled the Crew-Levick oils 
exclusively. He said that he derived the 
idea of selling grease in tubes, something 
after the fashion of tooth paste, and ad- 
vertised it as the “gentlemen’s way of 
greasing the car,’ never overlooking the 
chance to advertise the oils. Then he 
conceived the idea of selling small pieces 
of cheese cloth, six pieces in a box for 
a quarter, to be used in keeping the 
hands clean when greasing. He said he 
had been asked why he did not make the 
pieces larger, and he said that if they 
were any larger they would be kept, 
whereas the temptation of the American 
is to throw the small pieces away when 
he knows that he had more in the box. 
On the boxes the oils were advertised. 

From the sales of these by-products, 
enough had been made to start out on 
an extensive advertising campaign in a 
number of large magazines. 

Iie also impressed the delegates with 
the necessity of educating the salesmen. 
There are called in every two weeks 
where practicable and addressed by peo- 
pie at the headquarters. He told the oil 
men that hardware men were the best 
risks there were, and said that oils should 
be pushed through them. He predicted 
big increases in oil prices during the 
year. 

Commercial Arbitration, 


Samuel Rosenbaum, of Philadelphia, 
who has studied commercial arbitration 
in London, for some time, explained the 
details and the success of it to the dele- 
gates, and said that it could be worked 
here, would result in better feeling, and 
save costly litigation in the courts, He 
said that each trade association in Eng- 
land had its form of contract, varying 
with the conditions, and goods coming 
into the country are bought on these con- 
tracts, but that there always arose ques- 
tion of quality. These questions are sub- 
mitted to an arbitration committee, con- 
sisting of one party selected by each of 
the sides, and a third chosen by both 
who acted as an umpire. They were ex- 
perts familiar with their lines of busi- 
ness and usually succeeded in adjusting 
the matters in dispute amicably in a 
much better way than by going into 
court before juries made up of men un- 
familiar with the question and men many 
times who would not be hired by the 
firms in the controversy. If these boards 
could not settle the question in dispute 
satisfactorily, he sald, there was always 
an appeal allowable to an arbitration 
committee, but this was discouraged by 
the high fee required, somewhere in the 
neighborhood of $200 or $300. The cases 
only went into the courts for the settle- 
ment of questions of law and not of fact. 
He said that in most cases the matters 
were settled within twenty-four hours 
after the questions involved had been 
raised. He said that the principles could 
be applied in the oil trade. 


To Push Tank Car Provision Work. 


The association adopted a motion of 
Mr. Taggart that the secretary of the 
Independent Oil Men’s Association be in- 
structed to request of the secretary of 
the Refiners’ Association that the latter 
write to the Independents’ Association 
and to other associations when the bill 
providing for the railroads to furnish 
tank cars is introduced so that the mem- 
bers of these associations could write to 
their Congressmen and urge them to take 
it up He thought that better results 
could be obtained in this manner than 
by just having the committees hold hear- 
ings and listening to the testimony of 
the few. 

Mr. Grant, just before adjournment, 
said that the association of independents 
had been trying to bring out commercial 
arbitration for years. He said that a 
committee of representatives of the oil 
associations now was drawing up arbi- 
tration rules to meet the requirements of 
all associations, and that he expected the 
matter to crystallize next fall at the 
meeting in Chicago. He expressed the 
belief that the practice can be instituted 
in the oil industry. He said he thought 
the Joint Committee now has a clean 
field in which to work out something 
satisfactorily.

Banquet “Session 
OSE: 


Wonderful possibilities for the develop- 
ment of oil fields lay in Mexico, ac- 
cording to T. D. O’Donnell, of Los An- 
geles, Cal., director of the Mexican Pe- 
troleum Company, whosSe address was 
the feature of the banquet which closed 
the conference. 


Mr. O'Donnell, as did other speakers 
of the evening, told of the wonderful ef- 
fects felt by the organization of oil men. 
It is not hard, he told the banqueters, 
for an organization of men in the com- 
mercial world to be considerate of an- 
other when that organization accom- 
plishes the purpose for which it is or- 
ganized. He said he was proud of the 
California organization of oil men, for 
it had held together during a period when 
the conditions tried the mettle of men. 
Organization wipes out that feeling of 
suspicion of the other fellow. 

There has been, he continued, a great 
agitation all over the country about the 
great Shortage of petroleum But oil 
men are optimistic. If they were not, 
they could not stay in the business. Sci- 
entific men, he went on, will differ with 
him when he says that the world has 
plenty of petroleum—enough to supply a 
great many generations to come. 


Price of Gas Has Not Been Too High. 


There has been much talk, he pointed 
out, about the increasing price of gas, 
but the fact is that the price of gas 
has not in any way kept pace with the 
increases of other staple articles. There 
was a time, he pointed out, when tre- 
mendous stocks of oil were piled up, the 
oil was being drawn from the earth, 
transported and handled at less than the 
cost of producing it. But that was not a 
normal condition, he said. It was then 
the public had 9, 10 and 11 cent gas. 

And even now the price of gas is but 
a little higher than in abnormal times. 
He said he wanted to see the American 
consumer get gasoline at the reasonable 
price of twenty cents a gallon, and he 
didn’t believe that there would be a 
much greater increase. 

The development of the use of kerosene 
is going to do more to cheapen gasoline 
than anything else. The point now has 
arrived where there is some inducement 
to do things, to go out in the wilds of 
the earth and spend money. His judg- 
inent is, he said, that there are great 
possibilities in the United States and 
that the West has lots of surprises yet 
for the American people. He believed, 
too. that the two American continents, 
from Alaska to the Horn, are of such a 
geologic construction that oil will be pro- 
duced for generations to come. 


Mexican Oil Deposits World-Wonder 


‘“‘Mexico,”” he continued, “has devel- 
oped a deposit that is the wonder of the 
worid, The well known as Cassiana Well 
No. 7 was started six years ago and at 
the time came with tremendous force. 
It came out that when it was capped 
down it burst through the ground a quar- 
ter of a mile away. The gate had to be 
opened until it stopped’ coming through 
the ground. And it has never been 
touched again during seven years, and 
it is producing through the opening 
which had to be made 25,000 barrels a 
day—that is the measurement of the ac- 
tual oii taken away from it. Another 
well something like No. 7 is furnishing 
the whole English navy with oil today.”’ 

One well, he said, which was opened 
there shot 600 feet in the air, and now 
is producing 264,000 barrels a day, 25 
per cent of the entire world’s production. 
The wells, he said, are still under pres- 
sure. It is a development of great mag- 
nitude. 

He paid a tribute to the Mexican peons, 
and said that he never came across a 
harder working people. He said that the 
troubles there were being caused by only 
1 per cent of the population, who kept 
the rest in terror. 


Pr. L. Welch Sees Nothing but Suc- 
cess. 


R. L. Welch, attorney for the jobbers, 
said that he never attended a convention 
that gave him more satisfaction than the 
one just closing. He said that there 
were single papers delivered that would 
have justified any man coming there. He 
paid a tribute to his successor, Clifford 
Thorne, who, he said, was one of the 
best men in the industry and one thor- 
oughly familiar with transportation prob- 


lems. ’ 
There never has been a time, he said, 
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when the members of the oil industry 
have been so closely associated as they 
are today through the associations, Now 
is the time when the man in the inde- 
pendent industry will give his services 
gladly and with understanding to his 
fellows engaged in the same industry. 
There is nothing in the world now to 
prevent the success of the oil industry. 
. B. Westgate, of Titusville, Pa., 
said that he had listened to many good 
papers during the course of the two 
days’ convention and one of the finest 
was tnat delivered by Mr. C. E. Mather 
on the subject of credits. Credits and 
collections, however, he said, do not now 
bother the refiners as they did in years 
in the past, because the jobbers were 
always getting the discount for cash. 

The way to have good collections, he 
pointed out, is to sell such good products 
that the customer will pay for the last 
he got in order to get another shipment. 

He said that one of the pleasant things 
of his life were the men with whom he 
came in touch in a business way. It 
mean to him more than mere dollars 
and cents. The men who come to these 
meetings now, he said, are reaping the 
benefits of the work of such men as Mr. 
Matthews, dean of the meeting. 

Mr. Matthews, introduced as the “dean 
of the assembly,” said that he had seen 
wonderful changes in the industry, and 
that the end is not yet. There is great 
oil development in store in South Ameri- 
ca as in North America. If the public 
believe that there is going to be an 
aiarming dearth of oil, it will find itself 
much mistaken. The world is just soaked 
with oil, he said. Referring to the tank 
car matter, he said that the propriety 
of the railroads looking after the tank 
cars is unquestioned, but that the tank 
paed question would be with the oil men 
orever. 


Former Gov, Folk of Missouri. 


Joseph W. Folk, chief counsel of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission and 
former Governor of Missouri, said that 
President Wilson’s address to the Senate 
recently lighted a beacon destined to 
brighten the world and lead it from 
darkness into light. The ending of the 
great war should mark the beginning of 
a new epoch of world cooperation for 
the advancement of the common good. 
fhe public is no longer the people of one 
section, or one nation, but all mankind, 
and the principles of humanity, if Presi- 
dent Wilson’s ideas are accepted, will be 
applied between nations as they have 
long been applied between individuals. 
And why not? he asked. The inventions 
of the past few years that have anni- 
hilated time and space and have brought 
distant parts of the earth in touch with 
each other have created new obligations 
in the relations of nations. 

“The civilized countries are nearer to- 
gether in point of time and communica- 
tion than were the states of the union a 
century ago,’’ he said. ‘“‘No nation can 
now live to itself and for itself alone. 
The time of the hermit nation has 
passed. What each nation does affects 
in some degree the people of some other 
nation. The war in Europe has been felt 
in every home in this land. These new 
conditions make it appropriate that the 
rights of nations throughout the earth 
be recognized and enforced by the com- 
mon will through federated action. If 
there shall be born from the agony of 
Europe's battlefields an irresistible de- 
mand for some international arrangement 
to maintain the peace of the world, the 
sacrifices of blood and treasure will not 
have been in vain.” 

Mr. E. E. Grant, secretary of the In- 
dependent Oil Men’s Association, told of 
some of the experiences in connection 
with his efforts in organizing the pres- 
ent zone conference, and spoke of the aid 
given him by Mr. Charles E. Kern, of 
the Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter. 

On motion of Mr. Grant, the banquet- 
ers gave a unanimous rising vote of 
thanks to those who had aided in mak- 
ing the conference a success, naming Mr. 
Kern, the Joint Conventions Committee 
of the Chamber of Commerce, Board of

GASOLINE STANDARDIZATION OPPOSED BY 
OIL MEN BEFORE BUREAU OF STANDARDS 





No Demand for Federal Movement in This Direction Many 
Assert—Labeling Plan Not Satisfactory—Not Possible 


to Meet Consumption 


Demands with Official 


Standards, ’Tis Declared. 


the oil industry from all 
country gathered at the 
United States Bureau of Standards, 
Thursday, to participate in the joint 
hearing being conducted by the Bureau 
of Standards and the Bureau of Mines 
for the purpose of determining whether 
or not there is a demand for fixing a 
standard of gasoline on the part of the 
Federal Government, and if so, just what 
the requirements should be. 

Generally the oil men, both jobbers and 
refiners, contend that there was no ne- 
cessity for such action on the part of 
the Federal Government. To fix a stand- 
ard, they argued, would result in a cur- 
tailment of the supply and a raising of 
the price, even higher than 50 cents a 
gallon. Even to set a standard would 
not settle the question, because there 
was a2iways the garage man who adulter- 
ated the product after the jobber had 
sold it to him. The remedy for the com- 
plaints against gasoline, it was gener- 
aliy pointed out, lies in the adoption of 
a law which would prevent adulteration. 
The troubles lie there and only there, it 
Was pointed out. State inspectors from 
various parts of the country gave testi- 
mony which tended to show that this 
was true, that is, that the tybubles were 
on account of adulteration at the filling

Director Stratton Opens Hearing. 


Dr. S. W. Stratton, director of the 
bureau, in opening, told briefly of the 
work of the bureau in fixing standards, 
and said that it was always the prac- 
tice to call in all parties concerned and 
determine what the needs were before 
going after the problem itself. He said 
that he had discovered in such practice 
that no one class of men wanted to take 
advantage of the other, and anything 
which tended to look like such was due 
to misunderstanding and this was wiped 
out when all got together and threshed 
the question out on common ground. 

He pointed out that the average auto- 
mobile owner and operator know little 
about gasoline so far as standardization 
is concerned, and he believed that the 
great need was not so much one of stand- 
ardization as one of more knowledge. 
He pointed out that the bureau had no 
decided opinions on the subject, and it 
only wanted to know what was the ac- 
tual condition and how the government 
could help in remedying it. 

Dr. L. Witmer, of the Bureau of 
Standards, who presided at the hearing, 
then presented some of the recommenda-

their twenty per cent. (or ninety-five 
per cent.) distillation temperatures so 
that the purchaser would at once know 
the degree of volatility of the motor 
fuel he was purchasing. Thus, for mo- 
tor fuel labeled ‘100-200,’ the numbers 
would mean that at least twenty per 
cent. would distil over below 100 de- 
grees Centigrade, and at least ninety 
er cent. (or ninety-five per cent-) be- 
ow 200 degrees Centigrade. 

“This plan embodies the fundamental 
principles of the pure food legislation, It 
provides for every kind of petroleum 
motor fuel, simply requiring that it be 
‘labeled’ as indicated. 

What Temperature Should Be Speci- 

, fied? 

“Should the temperature of the % per 
cent. fraction, or of the 9 per cent. frac- 
tion, be specified? It has been pointed 
out that the distillation curves of some 
gasolines show, a sharp upward bend be- 
yond the 9 per cent. fraction, and that 
by specifying the temperature of the 90 
per cent. fraction and including a fur- 
ther requirement that the dry point shall 
not be more than —— (?) degrees above 
the 9) per cent. fraction, the presence 
of an undue amount of heavy ends would 
be eliminated.

ample, the distillation 
petroleum products sold as gasoline have 
increasing. Should some

line. At the present time these limits 
have not yet reached the *150-300-degree 
eut,’ which is still known as kerosene or 
iuminating — oil. Some have  recom- 
mended that the limits for gasoline be 
placed as a point not nece sarily where 
satisfactory operation is possible with ex- 
isting engine equipment, but at least 
where any gasoline engine can start 
without special preheating devices. 

“Have you any other plan (other than 
A, B, or ©) to recommend?” 

Dr. Witmer suggested that the 
way that the matter could be covered by 
law was to have Congress provide for 
the fixing of a standard and permit the 
several governmental agencies concerned 
to change the standard as it became nec- 
essary, as a standard good today would 
not be good a year hence. He said that the 
bureau had a big pile of letters from all 
parts of the country, asking for some 
legislation for governing the standard of 
gasoline, 


Demand Increasing 
Year. 

W. A. Williams, representing the Em- 
pire Gas and Fuel Company of Bartlett- 
ville, Okla., told the committee that the 
demand for motor fuels is increasing at 
the rate of 25 per cent. a year. If there 
is legislation which would attempt to fix 
a standard, he said, it would have the

Independent 
adulteration of the product by these peo- 
ple is largely responsible for the agita- 
tion for legislation fixing a gasoline 
standard. The public is worked up to 
the feeling that the consumer is not get- 
ting what he is paying for. Gasoline is 
seldom inspected as it is delivered into 
a community, yet when a person gets an 
inferior product he either goes to tne 
State Inspector or city inspector or writes 
to a newspaper, saying that _the gasoline 
produced is not fit for use. He questioned 
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considerably whether the complaints re- 
ceived by the bureau represented any 
general demand for legislation along the 


lines suggested. He expressed the belief 
that a question that is somewhat on its 
fave fictitious. He then outlined the ef- 


forts of the gasoline relief committee of 
his association to encourage the develop- 


ment of the kerosene carburetor which 
he believed would solve the whole gaso- 
line question without standardization leg- 
islation. He said it would be certainly 
unwise at this time, when the whole oil 
industry and gasoline combustion’ en- 
gines are in the evolutionary stage, to 


complicate it by attempting to fix a gaso- 
line standard. 

Kerosene Mixed with Gasoline, 
McCabe, of Detroit, 


Inspector of Oiis 


Mich., told the committee that there was 
a great deal of complaint there about 
the quality of gasoline sold, particularly 
that which comes from the filling in the 
street. Investigations were made and It 
was found that kerosene had been mixed 
with the gasoline. The public wants a 
reasonable idea of what it is purchasing. 
Personally, he said, he had taken Red 
Crown gasoline and mixed it with 30 per 
cent. kerosene and got six miles more 
per gallon from it than he did with the 
plain gasoline. He said there were sta- 


tions in Detroit that were putting kero- 
sene in their gasoline and advertising it 


as a better product and were getting 
more fcr it. He predicted, however, that 
there would be a standard fixed in De- 
troit as the Common Council had called 


upon him for information on which they 
could base an ordinance fixing a 
standard, 

Dr. Witmer said that it 
to curtail the supply if a standard of 
specifications should be fixed for gaso- 
line.

James Duce, State inspector of Colo- 
rado, stated that there were Many com- 
plaints about gasoline in his State, but 
his experience had been that they hada 
followed the weather, that is, when the 
weather was cold the complaints in- 
creased, while the opposite was true 
when the weather was warm. He said, 
however, that it was a wonder to him that 
his office didn’t get more. He started 
out with the idea in his inspections that 


it was not the business of the State what 
the public bought or sold so long as there 
of the complaints, 


was no deceit. Most 
he said. came from chauffeurs who did 
not understand their engines. He said 


that there were a number of people using 
50 per cent. kerosene, but ‘‘we don't care 
so long as they know it.’’ 

State Inspector Dowell, of Michigan, 
Said there was a demand in his State for 
specifications for standard gasoline. 

William H. Fehsenfeld, of Baltimore, 
Mad., who said he was a refiner and a 
jobber, said that the governing body of 
Baltimore has disapproved specifications 
for yas, but that the result of having 
specifications for the city supply for city 
use has resulted in cutting down com- 
petition, 

“Too Good,” Says Fehsenfeld. 


He said that the quality of gasoline 
now sold in this country is too good. 
there is any attempt to regulate the ques- 
tion throughout the country there will be

various grades according to their boil- 
ing point, he said, is wholly imprac-

When R. L, Welch, of Chicago, repre-

Association, was called upon at the after- 
noon session, he took occasion to con- 
gratulate the Bureau of Standards and 
the Bureau of Mines for the liberal 
spirit in which they had been dealing 
with this whole matter. All those at the 
hearing, he said, were there in a helpful 
spirit. He said that all sides were in 
harmony and there was no hostility over 
the question, and the view should not be 


allowed to be spread over the country 
that the government and the oil men 
were in any way hostile toward each 
other because they were not. 

Specifications adopted now, he _ said, 
would be antiquated in a short time. He 


gave credit to the Standard Oil Company 
for developing the process which obtained 


ihe most gasoline possible out of the 
crude.

The big question, he said, is how to

One is the question of quantity 
and the other is the prevention of fraud 
tie believed that the government should

He said that the demand is going to 
take ire of the situation and not any 
laws of Congress. He said that the whole 
matter simmered down to a question of 
fraud The country, he said, should be 
informed that the oil industry was up 
against the most serious situation imag- 


inable in attempting to supply motor cars 


with fuel He pointed to the great in- 
crease in users and the great decrease 
of production. Every refiner, he said, 
is tearing his hair today in an effort to 
meet the situation. The only way to get 
gas now in the mid-continent field is to 


get down on one’s Knees and beg for it. 
He pointed out by way of illustration 
that when an engineer draws up specifi- 
cations for a pavement he could say that 
it was approved by at least % per cent. 
of the engineers. The scheme to stand- 
ardize gasoline does not meet any prac- 
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tical requirements. If a standard is fixed 
the government would be doing some- 
thing that is not required by the people, 
and neceSsarily such things only were 
brought about through an expression of 


a demand of the people. He said that 
the committee was “in advance of the 
procession.” He said the government 


ought not require that the people have 
not said they want. If labeling of gaso- 
line were desirable and demanded by the 
peopie the industry now would be using 
this practice, he said, without require- 
ments of the government. 

H. C. Mather, jobber, of Cincinnati, 
Ohio, said that it is not true that the 
people buy on price only. His customers, 
he said, demand and are willing to pay 
for a high grade gasoline. He said that 
it was obvious that if no action in the 
matter is taken by the Federal govern- 
ment the states ad cities would take the 
question up, thus causing much confu- 
sidn, and resulting in little practicable 
relief to the owners and users of auto- 
mobiles. If a labelling law is adopted, 
he said, it should be followed up by the 
government bureaus instituting a cam- 
paign of education, through the distribu- 
tion of literature, through automobile 
dealers, clubs and through other methods. 
He said that it would be an easy matter 
for a jobber to conduct his own distil- 
lation tests, as _ distillation apparatus 
could be purchased for $15. 

Federal Standardization Would Af- 
fect Small Proportion Only. 

Dr. W. M. Burton, vice-president of the 
Standard Oil Company of Indiana, pointed 
out that Federal standardization require- 
ments would affect a very small propor- 


tion of the gasoline of the country. The 
general counsel of the company, Mr. 
Stewart, had advised him, he said, that 


the Federal government has no control 
of the product of that company so long 
as it remained in the custody of the 
company, and it was in the custody of the 
corporation all the time until its delivery 
to the consumer, even though it went 
interstate. His experience with State 
legislatures, he said, led him to believe 
that they would pay little attention to 
the standardization requirements of the 
Federal government when fixing a stand- 
ard for their respective states. He said 
his company would prefer to take chances 
of having the State legislatures act than 
have the Federal government take up the 
question. 

He said his company was opposed to 
anything that looks like grading, and that 
it is of paramount necessity that the re- 
finers be left free to furnish sucn fuel 
as if they were not they never would be 
able to take care of the consumption. 
There should be little or no restriction, 
and he thought the whole question to be 
shifted to the dealers. He said that the 
refiners and jobbers were honest, but he 
could not say so much for the garage 
men and filling station men. 


Increase 200 Per Cent. in Six Years. 


General Counsel Stewart, for the com- 
pany, said that the company would favor 


paragraph A of the statement of the 
committee, and was opposed to Para- 
graphs B and C. The matter, he said, 


is a conservation problem. He said that 
the business had increased 200 per cent. 
in the last six years. If the same situa- 
tion continues during the next six years 
it will be a tremendously burning ques- 
tion. The proposition of the refiners, he 
said, is to meet the demand. He urged 
the commission to consider the whole 
question very, very carefully before it 
took any action, 

He took issue with the statement of 
the committee that the matter was 
analagous with the pure food question. 
With food, the health, comfort and the 
safety of the people are involved, where- 
as nothing of the kind is involved in this 
question. He said the oil men did not 
want of the red flag of the public up, as 
it goes up with twenty cent gasoline, and 


it would go up if a standardization by 
the Federal government were adopted. 
He said the problem of the oil men is 


to get the product to the people just as 
cheaply as possible. He said that the 
help of the company could be depended 
upon in framing an ordinance that wili 
protect the people from the fraud of 
adulteration. 


No Justification, Says Chamberlain. 


C. D. Chamberlain, of Cleveland, Ohio, 
secretary and general counsel] of the Na- 
tional Petroleum Association, said he 
heartily indorsed the statements of Mr. 
Velch. He said the National Petroleum 
Association was strongly in favor ot 
Proposition A. Now is not the time, he 


said, to crystallize the development o1 
the industry, and that the committee 
ought not to say anything on a propo- 


sition on which it has not a perspective. 
Long before the Federal government took 
up the question, the States had taken it 
up as a police power, and the cost is 
being saddled on the industry. There is 
no justification for fixing a standard for 
gasoline. 

“What Is Gasoline” Question 

to Answer. 


Out of the hearings it was admitted, 
even by the governmental experts, that 
the question ‘‘What is Gasoline?’ cannot 
be answered at this time and probably 
never would be answered. 

The meetings developed one thing, Fri- 
day afternoon, however, and that was 
that the refiners and the automobile en- 
gineers, whose business is mutual in a 
way, have been working without the help

of each other. And it brought about a 
determination that these two industries 
should get together, the one to determine 


the grade of fuel to be furt.‘shed and the 
other to determine the kind of engine to 
use that fuel. 
Two Gradings Suggested. 

During the day Guy Stevens, represent- 
ing the Texas Oil Company, submitted a 
plan which his company thought would 
help in the solution of the problem. He 
suggested the division of the product into 
two grades, and calling them A and B 
or whatever name might be determined 
upon. This, he said, would merely be the 
line between inferiority and superiority, 
and would permit even the heavier grades 
to be sold under the name of gasoline, 
but not to be graded. With such a plan, 
he said, the oil refiners would know 
what to put out, the consumers would 
know what to buy and the engine builders 


would know what grades of fuel they 
would have to meet, _ 
lor grade A, he said he would have 


not less than 2 per cent. distilled ac 
not less than 225 Fahrenheit; not less 


than 50 per cent. at 266, and not less than 
#® at 340, with a dry point of not above 
40. This, he said, will give the consumer 
a gas that would work with satisfaction 
in motor cars as built now, and would 
leave the refiners free to do what they 
have to do to meet the démands. 

In grade B he would have not less than 
2 per cent distilled under 265; not less 
than 50 per cent under 366; not less than 
9) per cent under 400, with a dry point 
not above 450. 

He expressed the belief that there was 
a need of some action or guidance at 
this time and his suggestion represented 
the best thoughts of the Texas Company. 
There is demand on the part of the con- 
sumers, he said, for knowledge on the 
part of the consumers. One thing that 
has deiayed motor development to date, 
he said, is that up to this time the makers 
of motors have never Known where they 
stood with regard to fuel that would be 
available. He did say that he thought 
that it would be a very grave mistake 





for the government to attempt to restrict 
the use of the word gasoline at this 
time, 


Addition of Kerosene Not Crime. 
R. L. Welch, representing the Western 
Petroicum Jobbers’ Association, said that 
the testimony so far given seemed to 
agree only on one point and that was 
adulteration. He said, however, that the 
addition of kerosene to high grade gasv- 


line should not be considered a crime. He 
said that the standardization was not 
being agitated by the public and there- 
fore it was not ripe at this time, and he 


veutured the suggestion that 9) per cent. 
of the complaints which came to the gov- 


ernment’s attention were on the matter 
of adulteration. The fellow who should 
be sought out, he said, is the man who 


satisfactorily finished product 
it and sells it. 
General Counsel Stewart, of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of Indiana, said thar 
in 1916 his company manufactured 450,000,- 
000 gallons of gasoline and that it did not 
manufacture or sell a single gallon that 
would reach the requirements of Grade A 
in the Texas Company's proposal. Aside

No One Prepared to Outline Specifi- 
cations. 


kK. FE. Robinson, representing the Atlan- 
tic Refining Company, said that there 
was ne information on hand now on what 
could be based a statement as to what 
is good gasoline. Neither the government 
ner the industry is properly equipped at 
tnis time to outline specifications for 
gasoline, 

To change the cars now in use to use 
the poorer grades of gasoline, according 
to A, L. Clayden, representing the Society 
of Automobile Engineers, would cost in 
the neighborhood of $100,000,000. The ma- 
jority of the cars now in use, he said, 
cannot use the heavier grades of gaso- 
line. However, he said that gasoline and 
kerosene now are not so far apart from 
an engine standpoint. He said also that 
a number of automobiles and _ tractors 
are using 50 per cent. kerosene and 50 per 
cent gasoline, 

He suggested that if the refiners in the 
past had made more use of the trade 
name that there would be a much differ- 
ent tale to tell to-day. The absence of 
trade names, he thought, had resulted in 
much of the deception now practiced, 

Misbranding Law Might Apply. 

Vice-President Burton, of the Standard 
Oil Company of Indiana, suggested to the 
committee that the matter might have 
been settled by provisions of law to pre- 
vent misbranding, that is if a distributor 
added kerosene and sold the whole pro- 
duct as gasoline it would be misbranding, 
and that if the refiner turned out a 
product that contained an undue amount 
of kerosene he too would be misrepre- 
senting his product selling it as gas- 
oline. He could not say how this could 
be done, saying that he would leave such 
details to the committee to decide in the 
light of information it had at hand. 
This stand was indorsed by other refin- 
ing companies, but the committee pointed 
out when this was attempted it would be 
getting down to a question of specifica- 
tions, and the committee was trying to 
determine that very point. 

Dr. Dean, of the Bureau of Mines, said 
that in the examination of a number of 
samples of gasoline which had come to 
the attention of the bureau, there was 
evidence of some adulteration. The com- 
mittee was at a loss to determine how 
adulateration could be controlled in the 
general distribution of the product. 

Inspecter McCabe, of Detroit, said that 
the situation in Detroit, so far as adulter- 
ation was concerned, could be controlled 
because all of the dealers there are 
licensed. 

Gravity Test Should Be Abolished. 

Walter Miller, representing the Tide- 
water Refining Company of Ohio, said 
that the gravity test as an indication of 
the quality of gasoline should .be abol- 
ished. He suggested the appointment of 
a permanent standing committee to co- 


operate with the government to consist 
of individuals representing the various 
associations’ interest as well as repre- 


sentatives of the larger refiners to further 


carry on the work that had been started 
by the governmental committee of ex- 
perts. He would have the committee 
given power to make any new sugges- 


tions in the light of changing conditions. 
He recommended that for the present the 
committee take the stand that it was not 
desirable at this time to make specifica- 


tions for gasoline, and that in dealing 
with States and municipalities on the 
question that it inform the officials of 


this stand, 

H, G. Chatain, of the Society of Auto- 
mobile Engineers, and representing the 
gas engine department of the General 
Electric Company, said that it was very

Gasoline and Engine Relation. 


H. kL. Horning, representing the 
Waukeosha Motor Company, Wisconsin, 
said that gasoline now is made _ with- 
out reference to the engine, and that the 
engine manufacturers would like to be 
able to say just how low a boiling point 
was necessary in order to produce gas- 
oline sufficient to drive an engine. Some 
people think that the solution of the 
troubles involved in using lower grade 
fuels lies in the carbureter, but this is 
not true. It lies in the combustion 
chamber of the engine. An engine that 
can be produced to burn kerosene prop- 
erly in the engine, he said, will use 
gasoline fine. He said that he was a 
gasoline engine engineer, but that he had 
Spent a large taxicab bill lately because 
he could not get his own car started with 
the gasoline he was furnished. 

W. T. Holliday, of Cleveland, said that 
the labeling law was not practicable. The 
tank wagons could be labeled and the 
stations could be labeled, but he said 
that the tanks in the stations are never 
more than half empty before another 
shipment of gasoline was dumped in 
Which change the contents of the tank. 

He believed that it would be practic- 
able to work out fraud legislation by say- 
ing that any person who knowingly sold 
gasoline to which had been added kero- 
sene would be guilty of an Offense. 

Mr. Chatain said that there had been 
adulteration, but in some cases the addi- 
tion of kerosene to a certain grade of 
gasoline improved it. He said the manu- 
facturers could produce a cheaper prod- 
uct than they do today. He said that it 
is not possible at this time to say just 
what gasoline is. 

No Nearer Solution at Close of Hear- 
ings. 


George M. Seybolt, of the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey, said that after 
two days of testimony that the indus- 
tries represented and the government 
was no further advanced than when it 
started. In the light of all the infor- 
mation produced at the hearings, he 
said, one knew enough to suggest 
specifications that would cover all the 
conditions which had to be met.

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PORTO RICO TOLERANCE 
AND TARE REGULATIONS 


First Definite Working Regulations 
Covering Points Long in Dispute 
Issued by Insular Department of 
Weights and Measures. 


In view of the difficulties which have 
been experienced for some time in re- 
to shipments to Porto Rico, par- 
ticularly as to the variations permissible 
under the Porto Rico weights and meas- 
ures law, shippers in this country will 
be giad to learn that regulations recom- 
mended by the Bureau of Standards have 
been adopted and are now being followed 
by the Bureau of Weights and Measures 
of Porto Rico in the execution of the net 
content provisions of that act. 

_The Drug Trade Section of the New 
York Board of Trade and Transportation, 
through the several departments at 
Washington, and directly with the insu- 
lar government, has been seeking a rul- 
ing as to tolerances and tares, and has 
just been forwarded the following letter 
trom the acting Secretary of Porto Rico 
by the Chief of the Bureau of Insular 
Affairs at Washington. 

As will be seen, while the rules do not 
establish any specific tolerances, the 
directions for marking are specific and 
cover the points at issue with exporters 
from this country. The letter from the 
acting secretary of Porto Rico, dated at 
San Juan, January 8, follows:— 

GOVERNMENT OF PORTO RICO, 

OFFICE OF THE SECRETARY. 

San Juan, P. R., Jan. 8, 1917. 

Sir:—I am directed by the Governor to 
acknowledge the receipt of your indorse- 
ment of the 26th ultimo on a communica- 
tion from William McConnell, Secretary, 
Drug Trade Section, New York Board of 
Trade and ‘Transportation, New York 
City, relative to the regulations govern- 
ing the variations permissible under the 
Porto Rican weights and measures law, 
and in reply to inform you that the fol- 
lowing rules and _ regulations recom- 
mended by the Bureau of Standards 
have been adopted and are being fol- 
lowed by the Bureau of Weights and 
Measures in the execution of the net- 
contet-of-containers section of the 
weights and measures act:— 

(a) Except otherwise 
these regulations, the quantity of the 
contents, of all commodities in boxes, 
packages, bundles or containers, shall be 
plainly and conspicuously marked, in 
terms of weight, Measure, or numerical 
count, on the outside of the covering or 
container usually delivered to consumers. 

(b>) The quantity of the contents so 
marked shall be the amount of commodi- 
ty purported to be sold, in said boxes, 
packages, bundles or containers. 

(c) The statement of the quantity of 
the contents shall be plain and conspicu- 
ous, shall not be a part of or obscured 
by any legend or design, and shall be so 
placed and in such characters as to be 
readily. seen and clearly legible when the 
the package and the circum- 
stances under which it is ordinarily ex- 
amined by purchasers or consumers are 
taken into consideration. 

(d) If the quantity of the contents be 
stated by weight or measure, it shall be 
marked in terms of the largest unit con- 
tained in the package, except that, in 
the case of an article with respect to 
which there exists a definite trade cus- 
tom for marking the quantity of the ar- 
ticle in terms of fractional part of larger 
units, it may be so marked in accordance 
with the custom. Common fractions 
shall be reduced to their lowest terms; 
decimal fractions shall be preceded by 
zero and shall be carried out to not more 
than two places. 

(e) Statements of weight in the United 
States system shall be in terms of avolir- 
dupois pounds and ounces, and in the 
metric syster in terms of kilograms and 
grams; statements of liquid measure in 
the United States system shall be in 
terms of the gallon and its legal sub- 
divisions, and shal] express the volume 
of the liquid at 68 degrees F. (20 degrees 
C.); statements of liquid measure may 
be made in terms of the cuartillo when 
the quantity of the contents is equal to 
one cuartillo or more. Statements of 
metric measure shall be in terms of 
liters or centiliters and when the com- 
modity is a liquid shall express the vol- 
ume of such liquid at 20 degrees C. (68 
degrees’ F.). Other terms of metric 
weight or measure may be used if it ap- 
pears that a definite trade custom exists 
for marking articles with such other 
terms and the articles are marked in ac- 
cordance with the custom. . 

(f) The quantity of solids shall be 
stated in terms of weight and of liquids 
in terms of measure, except that in case 
of an article in respect to which there 
exists a definite trade custom otherwise, 
the statement may be in terms of weight 
or measure in accordance with such cus- 
tom. The quantity of viscous or semi- 
solid commodities or of mixtures of 
solids and liquids, may be stated either 
by weight or measure, but the statement 
shall be definite and _ shall indicate 
whether the quantity is expressed in 
terms of weight or measure, as, for ex- 
ample, ‘‘Weight 12 oz.’’ or ‘12 oz. avoir- 
dupois’’; ‘“‘Volume 12 oz.”’ or ‘12 fluid oz.’’ 

(g) The quantity of the contents shall 
be stated in terms of weight or measure 
unless the package be marked by nu- 
merical count and such numerical count 
gives accurate information as to the 
quantity of the commodity in the pack- 
age. ;

The quantity of the contents may 
be stated in terms of minimum weight, 
minimum measure, or minimum count, 
for example, ‘‘minimum weight 8 oz.”’’, 
“minimum volume 1 gallon,’’ or “‘not less 
than 4 oz.’’; but in such cases the state- 
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ment must approximate the actual quan- 
tity and there shall be #o tolerance be- 
low the stated minimum. 

di) The following tolerances and va- 
riations from the quantity of the con- 
tents marked on the package shall be al- 
lowed :— 

(1) Discrepancies 
errors in weighing, measuring, 
ing which occur in packing 
in compliance with good 
practice. 

(2) Discrepancies due exclusively to 
differences in the capacity of bottles and 
similar containers resulting solely from 
unavoidable difficulties in manufacturing 
such bottles or containers so as to be of 
uniform capacity. Provided, that no 
greater tolerance shall be allowed in 
cases of bottles or similar containers 
which, because of their design, can not 
be made of approximately uniform ca- 
pacity, than is allowed in case of bottles 
or similar containers which can be man- 
ufactured so as to be of approximately 
uniform capacity. 

(3) Discrepancies in weight or meas- 
ure, due exclusively to differences in at- 
mospheric conditions in various places, 
and which unavoidably result from the 
ordinary and customary exposure of the 
packages to evaporation or to the ab- 
sorption of water. 

Discrepancies under classes (1) and (2) 
of this paragraph shall be as often above 
as below the marked quantity. The 
reasonableness of discrepancies under 
class (3) of this paragraph will be de- 
termined on the facts in each case. 

(ji) A package containing two avoirdu- 
pois ounces (or 50, grams) of a commodity 
or less is “small”? and shall be exempt 
from marking im terms of weight. 

(k) A package containing one 
ounce (or three centiliters) of a com- 
modity or less is ‘“‘small’’ and shall be 
exempt from marking in terms of meas- 
ure.

\s will be seen, the a Ln 
regulations do not establish any specific 
tolerances or variations permissible, 
whici is due to a letter from the Acting 
Secretary of Commerce to the Secretary 
of War under date of July 6, 1916, which 
reads in part as follows:— 

The Department of Agriculture has j 
some general regulations as to the marking of 
packages, but up to this time they have not 
issue] any tolerances, The compilation of these 
is an extremely complicated matter and a very 
large amount of work has been done upon it 
by representatives of the Bureau of Chemistry 
working in conjunction with the Bureau of 
Standards, but as yet the data is not in such 
shepe that it can be issued It would be very 
unfortunate for Porto (Rico to issue tolerances 
at this time since this would necessarily be 
based upon insufficient data and would either 
have to be. radically revised when the toler 
ances are issued by the Department of Agri- 
culture, or there would be an unfortunate con 
flict between the two sets of tolerances. 

The Department of Agriculture is now en- 
forcing the net-contents-of-container amend- 
ment witheut specific tolerances having been 
issued, proceeding in those cases where the 
packages are not} marked with reasonable ac- 
curacy, which is the requirement of the law. 
It would seem. therefore, that the Porto Rico 
Department could proceed in the same Way 
and check all cases of gross frauds. 

We will study such general rules 
lations as are at present in force 
mine if these are applicable under the Porto 
Rico law and forward them to you within a 
few days. These may then be adopted at once 
and the issuance of specific tolerances sus- 
pended until such time as the present inves- 
tigations are completed.

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Civil Service Examination for Chief 
Petroleum Technologist An- 


nounced. 
Washington, Jan. 26, 1917. 

The United States Civil Service Com- 
mission announces an open competitive 
examination for chief petroleum technol- 
ogist, for men only. A vacancy in the 
Bureau of Mines, for service in Wasn- 
ington, D. C., at a salary of $4,800 a year, 
and future vacancies requiring similar 
qualifications will be filled from this 
examination. The duties of this position 
will be to supervise and participate in 
the technologic and other scientific and 
economic work of the Bureau of Mines 
in relation to petroleum and natural gas, 
as to production (which involves a con- 
sideration of the protection of the oil 
and gas bearing strata), storage, trans- 
portation, and refining; the prevention of 
waste; the prevention of loss from under- 
ground water encroachment, and other 
economic problems affecting the industry. 

Competitors will not be required to re- 
port for examination at any place, but 
will be rated on the following subjects, 
which will have the relative weights in- 
dicated:—(1) education, weight 30; (2) ex- 
perience, weight 50; (3) publications, re- 
ports, or thesis, weight 20.

One of the most important recent suits 
in the chemical industry alleging breach 
of faith in the disclosure of secret proc- 
esses by former employees in that of 
the Dow Chemical Company against 
Arthur E. Schaefer and the American 
Bromine Company, both of Midland, 
Mich., in the Circuit Court in Chancery, 
Midland County, Michigan, before Judge 
Searl. When the bill of complaint was 
filed the court was asked to make an 
order of preliminary injunction restrain- 
ing the American Bromine Company and 
Schaefer, and all agents, etc. from 
divulging the secret appliances, appara- 
tus, etc., and the processes involved, from 
asking for patents, etc., and the papers 
in regard to processes and apparatus 
have heen impounded by the court in 
order that parties other than the plaintiff 
and the defendants may not make use 
of the information contained therein. 

_ At the time of asking for the prelim- 
inary injunction the plaintiffs asked. 
through their attorneys, Beaumart, Smith 
& Harris, of Detroit, that the American 
Bromine Company should give the Dow 
Company a bond if. thev continued to 
manufacture bromide. This the court 
declined to order, saying that the motion 
could be renewed later. Counsel for the 
defense declared the injunction would

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POISON-MAILING BILL 
BLOCK IN SENATE 


Recommendations of Postmaster- 
General Stand Little Chance of 
Approval—Quick Action Neces- 
sary by Friends of Measure in the 


Trade. 
Washington, Jan. 26, 1917. 


The recommendations of the Postmas- 
ter-General looking to a change in exist- 
ing law which would make it possible to 
send medicinal poisons through the mails 


stand very little chance of being placed 
in the postoffice appropriation bill in the 
Senate Committee on Postoffices and 


Postroads which has that measure before 
it, it was learned today. The sentiment 
in the committee, it was said, is to elim- 
inate as far as possible any new legisla- 
tion from the bill, and to make the bill a 
straightout appropriation bill. 

The “House committee placed the provi- 
sion relating to medicinal poisons in the 
bill, but it went out of the bill during 
consideration in the House on a point of 
order to the effect that it was new legis- 
lation on a general appropriation bill. 
Even should the committee insert the 
provision in the bill when it reports it to 
the Senate it might be stricken from 
bill by a point of order in_the Senate it- 
self, just as it was in the House. 

The Senate Committee of Postoffices is 
inclined to oppose recommendations of 
Postmaster-GenerAl Burleson, it has been 
observed in the past, and has turned 
down many of them. Unless some steps 
are taken to bring this matter to the at- 
tention of the Senators it will stand little 
chance of being enacted into law at the 
present session. 


Mescal Button Amendment to Nar- 
cotic Law Passed by the 


Senate. 


Washington, Jan. 26, 1917. 

The Senate on Thursday passed a bill 
to amend the Harrison anti-narcotic law 
by including in the rovisions of the 
measure an anhalonium (mescal or 
mescale buttons, pellote). The bill was 
passed without debate. It was_intro- 
duced in January, 1916, by Senator Thomp- 
nsas, and was favorably re- 
Senate last March from 
the Committee on Finance. Mescal has 
been used in the past to a considerable 
extent by certain of the Indians, and by 
some white persons. 

The Harrison law, if the Senate bill 
amending it is passed also by the House, 
will in the future provide for the regis- 
tration of, with Collectors of Internal 
Revenue, and the imposition of a special 
tax upon all persons who produce, im- 
port, manufacture or deal in mescal or 
mescal buttons, etc., just as in the case 
of opium and coca leaves.

Safety Standard Code Drafts for 
Pennsylvania Lead Corroders 


Completed. 


Harrisburg, Jan. 26, 1917. 

The final draft of the tentative safety 
standards for the lead corroders has just 
been completed by the committee of ex- 
perts in the paint trade, working in co- 
operation with the division of industrial 
hygiene and engineering of the Penn- 
sylvania State Department of Labor and 
Industry. Comments and criticisms on 
this part of the paint code of the de- 
partment, as well as upon the other sec- 
tions of the code which have recently 
been completed, have been asked for by 
Dr. Francis D. Patterson, chief of the 
division. 

The drafts of these sections of the pro- 
posed code, which eventually will be 
adopted by the division, form a compre- 
hensive series of rules for the conduct 
and treatment of employes by employers, 
as well as outlining in detail the pre- 
cautions the workers themselves should 
take. 

The code as drafted Is exceedingly com- 





prehensive, providing for construction, 
ventilation, fittings and care of shops, 
character of employes, safety require- 


ments, sanitary provisions, rules for pre- 
vention of illness of employes, bathing 
diet, physical examination, use of res- 
pirators, equipment of apparatus, etc., in 


the various branches of manufacture, the 
codes being drawn to cover different de-

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PHILADELPHIA DRUG EXCHANGE HOLDS 
57TH BIRTHDAY PARTY AND ELECTION 


Philadelphia, Jan. 26, 1917. 

The Philadelphia Drug Exchange, the 
oldest in the country, celebrated its fifty- 
seventh birthday with its annual meet- 
ing and banquet this week. The meeting 
was held on Tuesday, and the banquet 
on Thursday evening at the Bellevue- 
Stratford Hotel. At the annual meeting 
the following officers were elected:— 

President, -John Ferguson; vice-presi- 
dent, Harry B. French; treasurer, An- 
thony M. Hance; secretary, °

Miller, Harry K. Mulford, Adam Pfromm, 
Clayton F. Shoemaker, Richard M. 
Shoemaker and Walter V. Smith. 

A decidedly hopeful business note was 
struck in the annual report of the Board 
of Directors. After a brief review of 
the conditions brought about by the war, 
the report has this to say of the future: 


Report of Directors Optimistic. 


“Just what will happen when peace is 
declared has been the subject of many 
widely varying predictions. It would seem 
that whatever changes occur are likely 
to come gradually. The present abnormal 
conditions have already lasted so long 
that it has provided an opportunity for 
business men generally to make due prep- 
aration for the future. It is also gratify- 
ing to note that the large corporations 
which have amassed the greatest amounts 
of profits have been extremely conserva- 
tive in their distribution, and are mostly 
well intrenched, so far as their financial 
operations are concerned.” 

And later there Is this:—When the 
demand for munitions of war ceases and 
these manufacturers have plenty of time 
to consider the situation, it is more than 
likely there will be an increased compe- 
tition in the manufacture of chemicals 
generally. Just what direction this tend- 
ency will take it is hard to predict, but 
it is most certain to occur. Already a 
number of chemicals formerly produced 
only in Germany are now being made 
here successfully, in a small way, and 
there will be others.”’ 

An element of humor was injected in 
a review of the difficulty of obtaining 


labor, with this observation:—‘‘Most of 
us will probably agree that the errand 
boy has aimost become am extinct genus. 
A few specimens of his tribe still sur- 
vive, but they are rare. It surely has 
required much patience, tact and diplo- 
macy to handle this feature of our busi- 
ness in such a way as to get the busi- 
ness done and results secured. 

In the absence of President Fergusson, 
who was confined to his home by ill- 
ness, Clayton F. Shoemaker was toast- 
master at the banquet, which was ar- 
tended by about 200 men. Dr. William 
E. Hughes, of West Philadelphia, who 
last summer Made a tour of the Orient, 
stirred the diners with a prediction of 
war with Japan. 


War With Japan Predicted. 


“Don't believe Japanese statements of 
friendship for this country,”’ he said. ‘It 
has been my observation that the vellow 
races do not know what truth is. Within 
the next few years we are sure to see 
a war between the United States and 
Japan. ‘The open door and other ques- 
tions in connection with China will be 
the cause of the breach. The people of 
Japan are extremely patriotic and are 
already preparing for the issue which 
must come. The Japs want complete 
control of the Pacific and the danger to 
this country lies in any attempt that 
might be made to thwart their plans. 
There is also in Japan a national aspira- 
tion to colonize the Philippines and this 
problem eventually will result in com- 
plications.”’ 

In concluding his address, which was 
profusely illustrated with lantern slides, 
Dr. Hughes declared that America is cor- 
dially disliked in every country he vis- 
ited, although Americans as individuals 
may be well received. 

Other speakers were Ernest T. Trigg. 
president of the Chamber of Commerce; 
the Rev. Dr. John G. Wilson, Metho- 
dist Episcopal District Superintendent. 
and Thomas A, Daly, poet. The banquet 
was one of the largest ever held by the 
Exchange. 





CHILEAN GOVERNMENT AUTHORIZES SALE 
OF GOOD PRODUCING NITRATE PROPERTY 


Washington, Jan. 26, 1917. 

The Chilean Congress has authorized 
the sale of some nitrate lands belonging 
to the government, reports United States 
Consul T. W. Voetter at Antofagasta. 
The sale has been delayed for the reason 
that it has not yet been decided whether 
to offer the properties at public auction 
or receive tenders at private sale. If 
American capitalists desire to acquire 
some of this land it will be necessary to 
have a representative in Santiago in case 
the lands are offered at public auction, 
and {t will be desirable in case the other 
method is employed. A minimum fixed 
value is established for these lots, but 
this is usually about the equivalent of 
6 pence ($0.12) per quintal (101.43 pounds) 
of the estimated nitrate content of the 
ground sold. It is quite likely that the 
sales will be made at a price above the 
minimum, and American representatives 
should be given a limit. 

It is stated that some of the lots which 
it is proposed to sell in the Province of 
Turapaca are very good and would form 
a basis for splendid oficinas. Two which 
have been mentioned are Pena Grande 
and Santa Laura de Wendell. Possibly 
there are three more good ones. Many 
lots, with smaller supplies of nitrate, are 
near oficinas now in operation and could 
be worked to advantage by the present 
plants, whose operations they would 
serve to prolong. 

Probably it will be possible to obtain 
from the Delegado Fiscal de Salitreras 
in this city maps showing the locations 
of these plots, as well as detailed in- 
formation regarding their examination. It 
might be well to have examinations made 
by purchasers’ own engineers, although 
a person who is experienced in such mat- 
ters expresses the opinion that the re- 
suits would not vary more than 10 per 
cent. 


Examinations Should Be 


Made. 


In purchasing lands held by others it 
should be remembered that there are 
many titles to nitrate lands in this prov- 
ince, and unless purchases are made 
from very reliable firms the greatest pos- 
sible precautions are desirable. Ameri- 
ean interests have been negotiating for 
a very large tract of nitrate lands. A 
staff of engineers was sent out from the 
United States to make an independent 
examination. ‘This has been completed, 
but it is not known yet whether the deal 
will be completed. It is stated that other 
properties are for sale, but it has been 
suggested that independent examinations 
should be made by intending purchasers. 

Several oficinas have been abandoned 
for varying reasons—some from exhaus- 
tion of nitrate-bearing ground, others be- 
cause they were on ground that did not 
contain sufficient nitrate, and still others 
through extravagant or inefficient mamn- 
agement which wrecked the operating 
companies although the ground and plant 
were suitable. Possibly one of the first 
or second class might be obtained near 
virgin government land which could be 
acquired, or possibly one of the last- 
mentioned kind might be found. 

Antofagasta has two plers at which ni- 
trate is loaded. The larger one is owned 
by the Compania de Salitres de Anto- 
fagasta and handles only the nitrate pro- 
duced by this company, while the other 
is the property of the Antofagasta and 
Bolivia Railroad and handles any nitrate 
that may be offered. The project for the 
construction of another pier by an inde- 
pendent company was well under way at 
the opening of the war. Unless the har- 
bor is unusually full of vessels unload- 
ing coal and general cargo or taking ni- 


Special 


trate, the present facilities are adequate. 
Ordinarily no delay is experienced in get- 
ting nitrate to vessels. 


The law providing for the construction 
of port works has been passed and pro- 
posals for the construction of docks will 
probably be asked for during 1917. The 
conipletion of these works will greatly 
facilitate the shipping of nitrate, as vas- 
sels will go alongside docks and load 
direct from cars, or if lighters still are 
used the loading may be done in still 
water. 

The freight rate from the oficinas is not 
exactly a fixed one, as it is governed 
somewhat by the amount of tonnage 
supplied by an oficina. The greater the 
tonnage, the lower the rate. It depends 
a little on the success the shipner has 
in bargaining with the railroad. The 
rates vary between 0.65d. and 0.8d. per 
metric ton per kilometer haul. The rate 
on fuel oil from Antofagasta to oficinas 
is fixed, and is the coal rate plus 65 
per cent. To Pampa Central. which may 
be taken as an average haul to oficinas. 
the rate is practically 18s. 6d. per ton 
($4.50 United States currency).

Artificial Fertilizers in Large De- 
mand in Japan—Prices Going Up. 


Artificial fertilizers have a od r- 
ket in Japan, largely on acocunt of as 
increase in the price of rice. Compared 
with 1915 this price shows an advance of 
about 20 per cent., while the industrial 
activity due to the war also has produced 
effects in the rural districts. The Japan 
Chronicle states that the purchasing 
power of farmers has increased and that 
fertilizer merchants have received in- 
creased orders from them. On the other 
hand, there is continued briskness in the 
exports of superphosphate and it is said 
that the large stocks that embarrassed 
their holders last year have almost all 





been cleared while new products are 
searce, 
The Dal-Nippon Artificia] Fertilizer, 


Osaka, Alkali, Sakai Sulphuric Acid, and 
Taki Fertilizer companies, according to 
the Asahi of Osaka, agreed to refuse 
orders for shipment in December, Janu- 
ary, and February. As a result fertil- 
izers inade from superphosphate and sul- 
phate of ammonia were raised in price, 
and dealers declare that on account of 
the increased demand they also will be 
compelled to restrict sales.

Proposed Shale Oil Plant Near St. 
John, N. B., to Have 18,000,000 
Gallon Output. 


Toronto, Can., Jan, 26, 1917. 
Increased development in connection 
with the oil shale deposits of the proy- 





ince of New Brunswick is looked for 
within the mext few months. English 


scientists are devoting attention to the 
commercial possibilities of the shale. It 
is believed that there is already sufficient 
Shale available to operate for fifty years 
at least five plants of the capacity of a 
plant already proposed, 

The -deposits are near St. John city. 
Sir Beverton Redwood, who made an ex- 
haustive survey of the deposits near St. 
John two years ago, reported that the 
New Brunswick shale was capable of 
producing 33 gallons of crude oil per ton 
of shale, and 6 pounds of sulphate of 
ammonia. 

It is estimated that a plant with a 
capacity of 1,500 long tons per day can 
retort 547,000 tons per annum, equalling 
18,000,000 imperial gallons of crude oil and 
13,687 tons of sulphate of ammonia. The 
plant proposed is of the above capacity. 

The oil from 6ne year’s running may be 
divided up as follows:—Gasoline, 2,137,500 
gallons; illuminating oil, 7,951,500 gallons; 
fuel oil, 1,710,000 gallons; lubricating oil, 
2,565,000 gallons; paraffine wax, 6,120,000 
pounds; coke, 1,530 tons. This distilla- 
tion estimate is based upon the old 
method. By some of the newer methods 
it is claimed that N. B. shale oil will 
produce mpre than three times the above 
quantity of gasoline per ton. 





PETROLEUM STATISTICS 
BILL 0. KD TO HOUSE 


Measure Indorsed by Secretary Lane 
Calls for Monthly Data in All 
Branches of the Petroleum Indus- 
try, Crude and Refined. 


Washington, Jam. 26, 1917. 
Representative Foster has_ reported 
favorably from the House Committee on 


Mines and Mining on H. R. 16749, author- 
izing the Secretary of the Interior to 
collect and publish statistics on the pro- 
duction, manufacture and marketing of 
crude petroleum. Secretary Lane of the 
Interior Department in emdorsing this 
bill says:— 

“Some of the statistics covered by the 
bill are already collected by the govern- 
ment, so that the proposal is in reality 
for an extension of work already in 
progress. For 36 years the Geologicai 
Survey has made an annual inventory of 
the country’s mineral resources and the 
statistics published each year by this 
bureau of the Interior Department have 
included the production, transportation, 
storage and prices of crude oil; the num- 


ber of wells drilling, producing, aban- 
doned, and dry, together with partial 
figures as to the consumption of crude 


oil; statistics regarding the productign, 
distribution, and consumption of natural 
gas, and in late years the producing of 
casing-head gasoline, 

“The complete reports have been pub- 
lished some months after the close of the 
calendar year to which they related; an 
estimate of the petroleum production by 
States has been published at the end of 
each year; and last year the practice 
was instituted of publishing a similar es- 
timate for the half year period ending 
June 30, 

“The need of more frequent 
reports has been recognized, 
the figures regarding the petroleum 
dustry which have heretofore been col- 
lected annually should be collected and 
published monthly. Furthermore, it has 
been keenly realized for several years 
that similar statistics should also be col- 
lected and published for gasoline, illumi- 
nating oil, lubricating oil, fuel residium, 
and other refined products. 

“The importance of the petroleum in- 
dustry in the general mechanism of our 
industrial life is much greater than 
many American business men _ realize, 
Through agencies now in operation in 
this department, and through the de- 
mands for just such information on 
many occasions during the past few 
years, I am in a position to state that the 
need for petroleum statistics Is urgent. 
In times of peace such records would 
serve in a measure to stabilize prices 
and would undoubtedly increase the effi- 
ciency of the oil industry. As a pre- 
paredness measure it would justify its 
cost many times over, because petroleum 
will play a very important role in any 
plan of defense. As a conservation 
measure, to assist in the national edu- 
cation regarding the limited supply of 
petroleum and the necessity for its 
proper utilization, such work would ac- 
complish more than any other possible 
agency.”’ 
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Two Big Petroleum Deals Mark 
Week on the Coast. 
San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 26, 1917. 

Two big oil deals within the past week 
have been topics of interest among oil 
men. The meeting of the Agency Execu- 
tive Committee at Bakersfield, when the 
matter of a higher contract price for oil 
was taken up, justified the belief that the 
agency members will soon secure more 
remunerative returns for their product. 
Owing to the large number of producers 
interested, the outcome of the negotia- 
tions is awaited with interest, and the 
firm state of the crude oil market makes 
it reasonable to expect that something 
definite in the way of results will be 
known before long. 

The report that EB. L. Doheny had en- 
tered into a contract to furnish 11,000,000 
barrels of oil to the Associated Oil Com- 
pany from properties recently acquired 
in the Santa Maria field was another of 
the big events of the week that reflected 
the general prosperity in the producing 





end of the business. Still another was 
the announcement that Captain John 
Zarneson had formed the Marina Oil 


Company for the purpose of purchasing 
oil lands in Kern county, a deal involving 
an outlay of $176,000. The land to be pur- 
chased by the Marina Company is said 
to be situated in the Belridge district.”

WOULD GIVE I. C. C. POWER TO ORDER 
TANK CARS FURNISHED FOR PETROLEUM 


Washington, Jan. 24, 1917. 

Representative Esch, of Michigan, has 
introduced a bill in the House to amend 
the Interstate Commerce act in respect 
to car service. The bill is in the form 
of the present law, with amendments 
proposed by Mr. Esch, one of which it is 
Supposed will give to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, authority to re- 
quire railroads to furnish tank cars for 
the transportation of petroleum. It will be 
remembered that the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission claimed they had the 
right under the present law to exercise 
this authority, but the Supreme Court 
held otherwise on the ground that such 
authority had not been specifically con- 
ferred upon the commission and could 
not be read into the law. The section 
of Mr. Esch’s bill which it is supposed 
would give this authority to the commis- 
sion, follows:— 

“Whenever the commission shall be of 
opinion that an emergency exists in re- 
Spect of the supply or use of cars fur

transportation of property, the commis- 
sion shall have, and it is hereby given, 
authority, either upon complaint or upon 
its own initiative without complaint, at 
once, and, if so, orders, without answer 
or other formal pleading by the interest- 
ed carrier or carriers, and with or with- 
out notice, hearing, or the making or fil- 
ing of a report, according as the com- 
mission may determine, to suspend the 
operation of amy or all rules, regula- 
tions, or practices then established with 
respect to car service for such time dur- 
ing the continuance of the emergency as 
may be determined by the commission, 
and also authority to make such just and 
reasonable directions with respect to car 
service during the emergency as in its 
opinion will best meet the emergency and 
promote operation of car service in the 
interest of the public and to the advan- 
tage of the convenience and commerce 
of the people. The directions of the com- 
mission as to car service during emerg- 
ency may be made through and by such 
agents or agencies as the commission 
shall designate and appoint for that pur- 
pose.”’

CONTROL OF IMPERIAL OIL OF CANADA. 


Denver, Col., Jan, 25, 1917. 

The Imperial Oi] Company, Ltd., of Can- 

ada, is reported in Denver to contro] the 
Midwest Refining Company, through pur- 
chases of stock jin the open market in the 
past year, at prices which represent an in- 
vestment of approximately $12,000,000. This 
announcement, if true, confirmg the rumor 
that control of this company would pass 
to the Standard Oil group, and is substan- 
tial evidence of*the importance of Wyoming 
as an oil producing State. The Imperial Oil 
Company, as a corporation, it is officially 
announced, did not purchase the control, 
but W. C. Teagle, president of the company, 
and his associates, are understood to have 
purchased the stock, Whether the same will 
be formally transferred to the company 
is not known. 
The Canadian company, or W. C. Teagle 

and associates, is said to have acquired 70 
or about 255,000 of the total out- 


per cent., 
standing 360,000 shares of stock of the 
Midwest Refining Company, par value $50 


per share. An average between $45 and 
$90 per share, the high and low of the 
year, would make a total price of $16,202,500 
for this stock. It is understood that the 
Reed-Shoup holdings, which represented the 
control of the company, passed to the new 
owners at about $50 per share. No ma- 
terial changes in the officers of the Mid- 
west Refining Company will be made at 


present. 

Relations between the Midwest Refining 
Company and the Imperiaj Oil Company 
have been very close. The Midwest Re- 
fining Company has been suplying all the 
gasoline and refined oils marketed by the 
Imperial Oil Company concerns west of 
eee. as far as the British Columbia 
ne. 

The control of Midwest Refining by its 
new owners meang greatly enlarged facili- 
ties for marketing the output from the 

Wyoming fields. The Imperial refinery at 
Vancouver is capable of producing 4,500 
barrels daily. This company operates 550 
marketing stations, and has 6,550,000 gal- 
lons of fron tankage, together with tank 
ships, barges and tank cars. This makes 
four of the Standard Oil companies which 
are now operating in Wyoming. The Stand- 
ard Oil Company of Indiana, with refineries 
at Casper and Greybull; the Ohio Oil 
Company, the Imperial and the Illinois 
Pipeline Company, which is operating pipe- 
lines in Wyoming. This deal, if put through, 
means a net work of pipelines over Wyoming 


and means that the field will be developed 
at_a lively rate. 

The passing of the control of Midwest 
Refining to the Standard Oil group undoubt- 
edly will mean greater activity in drilling 
operations. The Big Muddy Reta will be 
developed into as large, if not a larger, pro- 
ducer than the Salt Creek field. In addi- 
tion to the large acreage controlled by the 
Midwest Refining Company in the Big 
Muddy field, on which it is drilling wells 
at the present time, the Midwest Refining 
Company is understood to have an interest 
in the lease held by the Merritt Oil Cor- 
poration, and also a substantial production 
in the producing wells on the Elkorn Oil 
Company’s property. Several of these wells 
will be drilled to the Wall Creek sand. 

Enlargement of the oil refinery plant of 
the Midwest Refining Company at Casper 
is already under way The first order in- 
cludes six 850-barrel stills, six power steam 
stills, one 1,000-barrel agitator and sixteen 
1,000-barrel receiving tanks, It is expect- 
ed that the enlargement will continue until 
the capacity of the present refinery ig prac- 


tically doubled The company has been 
handling approximately 14,000 barrels of oil 
per day 


At the Greybull plant, owned by the Grey- 
bull Refining Company, in which the Mid- 
west has the_ controllin interest, about 
8,000 barrels of high-grade crude are pass- 
ing through the stills daily, although the

nominal capacity of the refinery 

barrels, The gasoline production has been 
greatly increased since the twenty Burton 
stills, erected by the Standard Oil Com- 


pany of Indiana, have been placed in com- 
mission. The Midwest Refining Company, 
it is stated, is considering the building of 
@ wax and lubricating plant in connection 
with the Greybull refinery. 

Through its new alliance the marketing of 
oil abroad will be greatly facili-

tated, the Midwést having contracted last 
through the 


summer to export to BPurope, 
Imperial company, about 25,000,000 gallons 


of gasoline. 

There are still a large number of hold- 
ers of Midwest Refining stock in Colorado 
and Wyoming, though a good many of these 
have sold their stock on the recent rising 
market. At one time there were fifteen 
hundred individual owners of Midwest 
shares in Colorado and Wyoming. A _ divi- 
dend of 2 per cent. upon the 2,000,000 shares 
of preferred stock of the Midwest Oil 
Company has been declared, payable on 
February 20 to stock of record February 1. 





FEDERAL COURT OF CALIFORNIA MOVED 
TO NEW YORK IN BILLION-DOLLAR SUIT

When Federal Judge Benjamin F. 
Bledsoe, of the United States District 
Court of California, opened the sessions 
of his court in the Federal building In 


this city on Monday last he was but fol- 
lowing a precedent he had established 
for himself. A large part of the legal 
machinery of the court was transferred 
to this city that additional testimony 
might be taken in the government’s “‘bil- 
liva-dollar fraud suit’’ against the South- 
ern Pacitic Railroad and 21 other de- 
fendants. Judge Bledsoe preferred te 
make his examinations in person rather 
than to rely on depositions taken here 
and forwarded to the court in its natural 
jurisdiction. 

The action of the court in connection 
with this famous case was started in No- 
vember, 1914, by the government's seek- 
ing to recover 461,000 acres of land in the 
Sau Joaquin Valley, Cal., valued at $32,- 
00U,000, and the value of oil extracted 
therefrom, totaling approximately $1,000,- 
000,000. ‘he hearings in the suit were 
begun In San Francisco in January, 1916, 
and continued in Los Angeles and 
Fresno, Cal.; Washington, and finally tn 
this city. Judge Bledsoe will go from 
here to Washington and Chicago, and 
then back to San Francisco. The gov- 
ernment contends this land was taken up 
fraudulently. 

More than 1,000 exhibits, enough to half 
fill the room where the testimony was 
taken, were brought here by direction of 
Judge Bledsoe, They include a large num- 
ber of documents that were rescued, re- 
spectively, fromthe San Francisco earth- 
quake and Equitable fires. Practically 
all these papers are scorched and faliing 
to pieces so badly that the fragments 
have to be held intact by pasting them 
on fresh sheets of paper. 

The government contends that the 
Southern Pacific obtained the land grants 
with full knowledge of the presence of 
oil there, but this was, denied on the 
stand by several witnesses, including 
julius Kruttsehnitt, chairman of the 
Executive Committee, of the Southern 
Pacitic, and In: 1895 eral manager of 
the Atlantic system of the road. He: tes- 
tifled that at that time the road, igno- 
rant of the presence of petroleum in the 
lands, sold 640 acres at $2.50 an acre to 
J. J. Mack and another purchaser named 


Keith, and in the course of the next 
four years paid these same purchasers 
$4,000,000 for oil from that land. 

“When the company learned that many 
of these oil wells had been developed in 
the Kern River field, which the com- 
pany had sold for $2.50 an acre, the com- 
pany got panic-stricken, and started a 
eneral reservation,’’ said Mr. Krutt- 
chnitt. ‘As a result the hands of the 
land department of the Southern Pacific 
were tied.” 

Henry BE. Huntington, vice-president of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad before 1901, 
and nephew of Collis B. Huntington, 
president of the road at that time. testi- 
fied that he was the personal representa- 
tive of his uncle, in all matters pertain- 
ing to the management of the Southern 
Pacific and that he had never heard his 
uncle speak of oil prospects in the San 
Jvaquin Valley. He further testified that 
he himself had never heard of the exist- 
ence of oil before 1902, and that large 
portions of the land had previously been 
disposed of at small prices. The witness 
said if Colis P. Huntington had had any 
idea of the existence of oil he would 
not have sold any of the land. 

Cc. H. Markham, president of the IIlli- 
nols Central is another witness.

St. Joseph’s Island, Texas, to Be De- 
veloped as Oil Field. - 


Port Aransas, Texas, Jan. 26, 1917. 


G. J. Kobusch, of St. Louis, and asso- 
ciates have obtained an oil lease cover- 
ing St. Joseph’s Island, which borders 
this part of the coast and embraces sev- 
eral thousand acres. Preliminary to en- 
tering into the lease contract, Dr. J. M. 
Head, geologist of Houston, spent some 
time making a survey and expert inves- 
tigation of the possible oil resources of 
the island, with the result that he made 
to his principals what is said to be a 
highly favorable report. 

Oil seeps upon and in the vicinity of St. 
Joseph's Island have been known to exist 
for a great many yeers, but for some 
cause no effort has heretofore been made 
to test its oil productiveness. From time 
immemorial seafaring men in _ their 
cruises in the Gulf waters adjacent to 
this island, have encountered large areas 
ot oil coated surfaces of the ocean and 
these placid pools have many times 
served as a haven for vessels in time 
of storms. The official reports of the 
United States Geodetic survey have 
made reference to these oil pools upon 
the Guif from time to time. It is the 
theory of expert oil men who have taken 
the trouble to investigate the possible 
source of this water surface oil that it 
comes from a fissure situated at Some 
point not far off from the coast of St. 
Joseph’s Island and that occasionally the 
fydrostatic pressure is broken by the 
force of whatever power may be behind 
the off pool and it finds its way to the 
surface and thus spreads over consider- 
able areas. 

There has been talk in oil circles for 
many years, in fact ever since the bring- 
ing in of the original gusher at Spindle 
Top, of exploring the shallow waters of 
the gulf adjacent to St. Joseph's Island 
with the view of tapping the oil reservoir 
that is believed to exist there, but until 
Mr. Kobusch and associates took hold 
of the matter and were successful in 
obtaining a lease from Wood & Allyn, 
owners of the ranch, nothing towards 
accomplishing any definite end was done. 





The recent discovery of oil near Archer 
City in large paying quantities will mean 
the beginning of the development of a 
new producing field in North Texas of 
wonderful potentialities. As an evidence 
of the confidence which the larger oil in- 
terests regard this late discovery, many 
of the big producing concerns of Okla- 
homa and Texas have acquired leases 
and are preparing to drill and bore wells. 
The scope of territory into which the oil 
may be found is as yet largely proble- 
matical and will not be determined, per- 
haps, until explorations have been con- 
ducted there, a period of several months 
at least. It is regarded as significant, 
however, that a refining company 
been organized to build a $200,000 refinery 
in the new field. This company is com- 
nosed of oil men in the Electra, Burk 
Burnett and Iowa Park fields, situated 
30 to 40 miles north of the new discovery. 
As soon as a sufficient number of produc- 
ing wells have been brought in, it is 
planned to lay one or more pipelines to 
connect with trunk pipelines leading 
through or out of the Electra field,

Price changes in the wholesale drug 
market were numerous and trading, 
taken as a whole, was active. Export 
demand was more of a factor, creating 
a gencially firm undertone. The ship- 
ping situation failed to show any im- 
provement and with the foreign ex- 
change markets of China and India 
still very unsettled importers here, in 
many instances, were disposed to offer 
the various commodities affected rather 
sparingly. In the case of _ shellac, 
where it ig understood that ihe British 
government is looking into the matter 


of placing further restrictions on ex- 
ports, the market here was more or 
less nominal, 

Under the drug list the principal 
change was the upward revision in 
prices for the opium derivatives. The 


advance in morphine and codeine was 
brought about by the scarcity and high 
cost of the basic narcotic. Opium 
prices, while quotably unchanged, were 
strong throughout the week. 

That an advance in the price of 
quinine is pending was generally ad- 
mitted by trade authorities, but up to 
the close manufacturers maintained 
quotations on the former basis. There 
was a better inquiry for quinine and 
Offerings by “outside” sellers were 
limited, 

The coal-tar products were irregular. 
Carbolic acil was shaded under freer 
offerings by producers. Benzoic acid 
ex-toluol also was easier. Benzol, how- 
ever, appeared to be well sold up and 
prices ruled steady in all quarters. 
Further weakness was noted in toluol 
for spot delivery, while firm prices ob- 
tained for paranitraniline, naphthaline, 
alphanaphthylamine and dinitrophenol. 

While small lots of glycerine were 
available at concessions, due to profit 
taking by outside interests, the market 
for car lots and more closed firm. Sev- 
eral large sales of dynamite glycerine 
were reported at an advance over the 
former basis. Export inquiries were 
in the market for the dynamite grade, 
but bid prices were considerably below 
the current basis. 

A very strong situation developed in 
permanganate of potash for spot de- 
livery and_ prices were advanced 
sharply. Producers appear to be well 
sold up, with the result that specula- 
tive traders were able to mark prices 
upward, Cyanides were strongly main- 


tained by second-hands, the shortage 
in spot goods being acute. 
Acetanilid was offered freely by¥ 


manufacturers, bringing out lower spot 
prices. Acetphenetidin was in smaller 
supply on the spot and sales were re- 
ported at higher figures. There was a

MENTHOL.—It was a fairly active 
week in the local market for menthol, 
and prices were advanced 5c. per 
pound. Upwards of 800 cases were 
traded in around $3.42 per pound, duty 
paid, forward shipment from Japan. 
This price is equal to about $2.90 per 
pound, in bond. It was reported ‘that 
a new Japanese brand of menthol was 
offered here early in the week as low 
as $2.50 per pound, in bond, but this 
was quickly disposed of. Advices from 
Japan report a firmer market, based 
upon reports that farmers were hold- 
ing out for higher prices for mint. At 
the close sellers in the local market 
were asking $3.45@3.50 per pound. 

MYRBANE OIL.—The market was 
inactive and spot quotations were 
barely steady at 18@19c. per pound, in 
drums. Production has been increased 
and on contract business prices might 
have been shaded. 

NAPHTHALINE.—Under a good in- 
quiry and with manufacturers well 
sold ahead, ‘the market closed firm. 
Naphthaline ball closed at 10@10%%c. 
pound, with few sellers at the inside 
figure. Flake was quoted from 9c. to 
10c, per pound on full standard goods, 
while on off grades there were sellers 


.as low as 74%@8ec. per pound. 


NAPHTHA, SOLVENT. — Business 
was routine in volume and the market 
presented an easy undertone, although 
actual price changes were insignifi- 
cant, For spot goods sellers were ask- 
ing around 30c. per gallon. On forward 
contracts the market was unchanged 
at 25c, per gallon, bulk basis, f. o. b. 
plant. 

NITRATE OF SILVER.—In sympa- 
thy with the advance in silver prices 
for the nitrate were advanced %%c. per 
pound, establishing the market at 
473.c, per ounce for 500 Ounces or more. 
The market for silver closed at 77c. 
per ounce, which compares with 75%c. 
per ounce a week agio. In London the 
market closed at 37 7-16 pence, as 
against 3654 pence a week ago. 

PARANITRANILINE. — The _ spot 
market was maintained on the basis of 
$1.45@1.65 per pound, with the demand 
fair. On forward contracts, leading 
producers were demanding $1.35 per 
pound, although it was reported that 
some business went through around 
$1.30. 

PERMANGANATE OF POTASH.— 
The scarcity in spot stocks brought 





out another sharp uplift in the market 
for permanganate of potash. Second 
hands, who practically control the spot 
situation, advanced their prices to the 
nominal basis of $4@4.50 per pound, 
representing a net gain of about $1 per 
pound, compared with a week ago. 
Actual ‘business in small lots was re- 
ported toward the close on the $4 ba- 
sis. Cyanide of potash also was in 
light supply and prices closed about 
10c. higher. Second hands now quote 
cyanide at $2.35@2.45 per pound. 

QUICKSILVER.—Early in the week 
the market for quicksilver was lowered 
$1 per flask, business passing at $79. 
There was a good inquiry at this fig- 
ure, and sellers soon marked up prices 
tt the former basis of $80 per flask of 
seventy-five pounds. In London the 
market held at £18 15s. per flask, being 
unchanged compared with a week ago. 

RESORCIN. — Manufacturers main- 
tained prices at $17 per pound for the 
U. S. P. in bulk. Outside interests, 
however, were shading this figure, it 
being reported in some quarters that 
business went through as low as $16 
per pound. For technical grades in 
bulk, $9 per pound was the nominal 
quotattion. 

SAICCHARINE. — Domestic demand 
was inactive, but there was a good in- 
quiry for saccharine from abroad, 
chiefly E ngland, and a firmer under- 
tone was in evidence toward ry A close. 

Sales were reported at $18.5 per 
pound, being slightly higher than a 
week ago. The strength in basic ma- 
terials was mire of a factor. 

SODAS.—There was a ste ady market 
for benzoate of soda, U. S. P., spot de- 
livery, sellers asking from $8 io $8.25 
per pound. On forward deliveries it 
was possible to draw Offers at $7.50@ 
7.75 per pound. Off grades were avail- 
able on the spot at concessions. Cya- 
nide of soda was strong and in sev- 
eral instances prices were higher. 
Some cyanide of soda, due here within 
a month from Japan, was _ offered 
around $1.65 per pound. Nominal spot 
prices ranged from $1.65 to $1.85 per 
pound, according to quantity and 
seller. Sodium salicylate held at 
$1.05@$1.10 per pound. 

ST. JOHN’S BREAD.—There was a 
better inquiry and prices closed 
higher, being quoted from 7c. to 8c. 
per pound, 

STRYCHNINE.—A fair inquiry was 
in evidence for strychnine and with 
further strength noted in nux vomica 
the market held on a firm basis. Man- 
ufacturers maintained prices on the 
basis of $1.35 per ounce for the alka- 
loid. The arrival of twelve bags of 
nux vomica was reported here. Nux 
vomica closed firm at 7%c. per pound 
for the whole, and 11@11%c. for the 
powdered. 

SUGAR OF MILK.—While manufac- 
turers were still offering sugar of milk 
in a Jarge way on the basis of 32c. per 
pound, in barrels, second hands were 
obtaining from 34c, to 36c. per pound 
for their goods. The undertone of the 
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market was firm, with a good demand 
in evidence, 

THYMOL.—There was a fair inquiry 
for thymol and the market closed with 
the undertone firm. In some quarters 
$12 represented the inside price for im- 
ported stock, but it was still possible 
to pick up some odd lots at the former 
basis of $11.50 up to the close of the 
week. 

TOLUOL.—Spot prices for toluol 
were quoted from $1.75 to $2 per gal- 
lon, With actual business reported at 
the inside figure. The undertone was 
barely steady during the week, the 
inside quotations representing a net 
loss of about 5c. compared with a week 
ago. On forward contracts prices held 
at $1.50@1.60 per gallon, f. 0. b. plant, 
bulk basis. There was a fair demand 
for tuluol from both foreign and do- 
mestic sources, but the available sup- 
ply appears to be ample for current 
requirements, 

ACIDS. 


BENZOIC.—Demand 
acid, ex-toluol, was inactive and spot 
prices were slightly easier. Quota- 
tions at the close ranged from $8.25 to 
$8.75 per pound, spot delivery, while 
on forward contracts there were offers 
on the market as low as $6 per pound. 
Quotations for the true acid were 
wholly nominal, offerings being scanty. 

BORIC.—There was a firm tone for 
boric acid, but prices underwent no 
quotable changes, holding at 12%c 
per pound for the crystals or granu- 
lated, in bags, car-lot basis. 

CARBOLIC.—The market was easier. 
sales passing at prices ranging from 
50c. to 58c. per pound, spot and near- 
by delivery. A week ago 652c, ap- 
peared to be the inside quotation for 
U. S. P. carbolic, in drums. The aug- 
mented production is making itself 
felt in the trade. It was reported that 
one large producer offered carbolic 
for delivery over the year at 48c. per 
pound, but buyers showed little inter- 
est in far-off shipments. 

CITRIC.—While a finmer undertone 
was in evidence for citric acid the 
market closed nominally unchanged 
on the basis of 65c. per pound for the 
crystals. The strength was due to the 
firmer position of basic materials and 
the improved inquiry. 

SALICYLIC.—Manufacturers main- 
tained prices for salicylic acid on the 
basis of $1 per pound, in bulk. The 
undertone, however, was barely steady 
on competition with outside sellers.

Pending developments in regard to 
the proposed restrictions on exports 
from India, now under consideration 
by the British authorities, trading in 
the local market was virtually at a 
standstill.

Im- 
porters were not inclined to push busi- 
ness, owing to the uncertainty as to 
just what steps would be taken in 
this matter. Shipments from India 
have practically ‘been suspended.

Fine orange was quoted at 44@44%c., 
and second orange at 42@42%c. A. C. 
garnet was nominally quoted at 38c. 

In London the market closed the 
week 1s. higher, T. N. for spot de- 
livery being cabled at 147s. per cwt. 
The March position was advanced 6d., 
closing at 147c. 6d. 

The steamer Virginia sails from 
Italy on January 20, with the cargo 
of the Sturmfels, according to cables 
received here last week. 

Importations of shellac in November, 
according to customs statistics, 
amounted to 986,777 pounds, as against 
337,370 pounds for the same month a 
year ago. Imports for the eleven 
months ending with November 
amounted to 29,227,734 pounds, which 
compares with 25,653,697 pounds for ‘the 
corresponding period a year ago and 
18,657,868 pounds in 1914. 


SPICES. 


CASSIA.—A good demand was _ re- 
ported for cassia, especially in the Ba- 
tavian grades, and pric®s held on a 
steady basis. No. 1 Batavia cassia was 
quoted at 214%4@22c. per pound. 

CLOVES. — Zanzibar’ cloves were 
steady at the recently advanced basis of 
19%@20c. per pound. Amboyna cloves 
were advanced ic., closing the week at 
26@26'4c. per pound. Business was only 
routine in volume. 

GINGER.—While prices were firmer 


in all quarters, no important changes 


were reported. Jamaica ginger, spot 
delivery, was offered at 19@21ic. per 
pound, with new crop at 16@17c. per 
pound. 

NUTMEGS.—Prices were a_ shade 


lower, due to the inactive state of the 
market. On 75s and 80s se'lers were 
quoting 25%c. per pound, while for the 
105s 24%4c. was asked. 

PEPPER.—Buyers showed litt'’e in- 
terest in th? market, owing to the fact 
that futures were offered here at con- 
cessions. As a result prices were some- 
what easier, closing on an average of 
%c, lower. Black singapore pepper was 
available at 21@21'%4c: per pound. White 
Singapore pepper was quoted at 22@ 
22%c. per pound. 

WAXES. 


BAYBERRY.—Several round lots 
changed hands at higher prices. Offer- 
ings were scanty and at the close sell- 
ers held out for 24@26c. per pound, an 
advance of 2c. from the former basis. 

BEESWAX.—Under a good export 
demand, coming chiefly from Russia, 
the market was strong throughout the 
week. Crude yellow beeswax was 
quoted at 40c. per pound, firm, with 
sales noted at this figure. Yellow, re- 
fined, closed at 44@46c. per pound. 

JAPAN.—There were sellers of 
Japan wax for forward shipment at 
lic. -_per pound, and it was rumored 
that even better might have been done 
in a firm bid. The spot market was 
quiet and prices were barely steady, 
closing at 154%4@16c. per pound. 

PARAFFINE.—With leading re- 
fineries well sold up, and with no in- 
dications of any weakness in the crude 
oil situation, prices for paraffine wax 
were strong throughout the week. The 
demand was fairly active, both in a 
domestic and foreign way. Exports of 
paraffine wax for the eleven months 
ending with November, according to 
customs statistics, amounted to 342,479, - 
109 pounds, which compares with 357,- 
914,357 pounds for the corresponding 
period a year ago, and _ 164,795,263 
pounds for the same time in 1914. Crude 
wax, 103@105 degrees melting. point, 
was Offered at 5%@6c. per pound, the 
inside price being for car lots. Refined 
domestic, 125 degrees -melting point, 
was in scanty supply at 7%@8ec. per 
pound, with some refiners not willing 
to accept business at the inside figure. 
Foreign wax was offered sparingly and 
on the 125-degree melting point priees 
ranged from 10c. to 10%c.

Consumers are constantly complain- 
ing about delayed car lot shipments, 
due. to the congested condition of 
freight in practically every important 


distributing point in the country. 
Freight embargoes on railroad and 
steamship transportation are a very 


disturbing factor, and the shipping sit- 
uation is about as bad as ever record- 
ed. It is almost impossible to even ret 
car lots hauled thirty-five miles out 
of the city. Consumers will do well 
to engage shipments at least three 
months ahead. There is not much to 
be noted in the way of price changes 
under the heavy chemical! department. 
Bleaching. powder is a little easier on 
spot in large drums, but export con- 
tainers are firm, and in good request 
for foreign shipment. Soda ash ap- 
pears a trifle steadier, with second 
hands finding a fair outlet for resale 
offerings. Caustic soda is holding 
steady at old figures. Makers of all 
of these chemical items are unable to 
quote for shipment this year, and in 
the sodas a heavy business has been 
placed over 1918. Oxalic acid is easier, 
recent importations having paved the 
way toward lower levels. The other 
acids are fairly well sustained at old 
trading levels. Commercial white pow- 
dered arsenic is higher on spot, with 
makers only able to quote shipments. 
Spot is in limited local supply, and 
prices are governed by the views of 
second hands, who can only offer small 
resale lots. Chlorate of potash on spot 


is gradually being reduced, and the 
market shows a firmer’ tendency. 
Caustic potash high test is in very 


light supply on spot, with prices dis- 
playing a hardening disposition. 
Makers have advanced the price of tin 
oxide owing to the higher cost of the 
metal. Chlorides of zine on spot is 
higher, with sellers quoting 15%c. a 
pound, against a previous price of 12c. 
Conditions in blue vitriol have war- 
ranted lower prices and makers of 
standard grades have reduced prices 
one cent a pound. White granular sal 
ammoniac remains in very light spot 
supply, as makers are behind on 
standing contracts, and second hands 
not getting much resale stock 


are 
to offer. Below is a detailed mar- 
ket report of the principal items 


of chemical interest, also a summary 
of the London and Liverpool chemical 
markets:— 


HEAVY CHEMICALS. 


BICARBONATE OF SODA. — First 
hands express firm views, and the mar- 
ket is holding steady at lately prevail- 
ing figures. Demand is active, and this, 
with the strong markets for crude mate- 
rials, is keeping the undertone firm for 
the finished product. Producers quofe 
the market for car lots, prompt ship- 
ment, at 1.90c. in barrels and 2c. in 
kegs. A premium of 1-5c, is exacted by 
producers for deliveries in this territory, 
less the usual discount terms. ‘The 
contract prices for 1917 shipment is on 
the basis of 1%c. a pound in barrels. 

BLEACHING POWDER. —A _ s'ight 
shading of spot prices is noted by sec- 
ond hands. Makers are still busy on old 
orders, and are not in a position to 
quote, but resale lots are finding an out- 
let at 44,@4%c. a pound on spot in large 
drum containers. Small export pack- 
ages are quoted 6%@7c. a pound. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Prices have 
about steady during the interval. Re- 
sale offerings have been obtainable at 
4%4c. a pound flat for 16 per cent. test, 
and occasionally 4.20c. was available. 
It is asserted that demand for spot lots 
is not urgent, but it is estimated that 
any important buying wou'd likely oc- 
casion a rapid advance in values. Fu- 
ture shipments are nominally quoted at 
4c. a pound by second hands. 

SAL SODA.—The market is firmly 
maintained on the basis of former quo- 
tations, and a’ steady movement into 
consuming channels is reported. Mak- 
ers are’ not anxious to sell ahead, owing 
to the strong position of basic material. 
Sellers quote at 14c. a pound in kegs 
and 1.10c. in barrels or bags. 

SODA ASH.—This market is attract- 
ing buyers in the neighborhood of 3c. a 
pound flat for light 58 per cent. Sales 
are reported at prices ranging from 2.90 
to 3c. a pound, and it is stated that rela- 
tively little spot material is obtainab’e 
at. the lower figure. Contracts are sub- 
ject to the views of second hands, and 
the market is nominally quoted at 2%c.

ACIDS. 
ACETIC.—The market for immediate 
shipment has ruled about steady at 


lately prevailing quotations. It is pos- 
sible to do 3%c. on 28 per cent. on con- 
tract, but spot is rather st°ady at a 
half cent. above this figure. Leading 


sellers quote spot 28 per cent. at 4@4'%c. 
a pound. The 56 per cent. is held at 8@9c, 
asked per pound, and the glacial 99 per 
cent, at-25@27c: per pound. 
MURIATIC.—This 


market remains 


about the same as last reported. De- 


mand is said to be fair and the con- 
tract movement to the textile and 
color trades is reported satisfactory. 


Contracts can be placed at a shade un- 
der spot figures. The 18-degree grade 
closed on spot at 1%c. per pound; 20 
degrees, 1%c., and 22 degrees, 2@2\c., 
according to seller and quantity. 
NITRIC.—The undertone is reported 
slightly easier under a moderate in- 
crease in resale orerings, but former 
prices are still being named by leading: 
dealers. Sellers quote 64c. for 42 de- 
grees, 6c. for 40 degrees, and 5%c. for 
38 degrees. Aqua fortis is. selling 


about 4c. a pound under pure nitric 
acid. 

OXALIC.—Demand has not shown 
any appreciable improvement during 


the interval under review, and this has 
tended to increase competition among 
dealers. The tone is easy, with busi- 
ness quiet. Spot has been offered at 
prices ranging from 43c. to 45c. a 
pound, according to quality and seller. 

SULPHURIC.—There is no impor- 
tant change to note in sulphuric acid. 
Sales for prompt and forward deliver- 
ies are reported at full figures to the 


explosive, fertilizer and other large 
consuming industries, and an _ enor- 
mous movement is in progress. Con- 


tracts of 66 degrees can be booked at 
$27 a ton. Small lots of 66 degrees are 
obtainable at 1%c. per pound on spot. 
The 60-degree grade can be purchased 
around ic. per pound for prompt ship- 
ment. Oleum is held at 2c. per pound 
on spot, but can be booked at $38 per 
ton on contracts.

The situation with regard to sulphuric acid 
in Baltimore continues unchanged. Quotations 
are maintained at $27 for 66-gree acid, $10 
to $20 for 60-degree acid and $10 fer 50-Gegree 


acid, and the producers are reported as being 
able to dispose readily of their output. The 
great advances in the prices of high-grade 


acid are due to the preference shown by pur- 
chasers, who figure that it costs no more to 
ship tie high grades than the lower grades, 
the railroad rates being the same for a given 
weight, and that the buying of high-grade acid 
permits a considerable saving in freight, in- 
asmuch as reduction at plants that require it 
yields a greatly increased volume. Manufac- 
turers of munitions are still considerable fac- 
tors in the trade, but their importance is de- 


clining. Despite this circumstance, however, 
the demand keeps up, which points to greatly 
augmented needs by the fertilizer manufac- 
turers. P 

TARTARIC.—This acid is holding 


steady, with relatively small resale of- 
ferings obtainable on spot. Produc- 
tion is well sold ahead, but makers are 
in a better position to accept business 
than they were a few weeks ago. 
Makers quote contracts at 65@66c. a 
pound for powdered and crystals, re- 
spectively. Cream of tartar is held at 
40c. a pound, and is finding a steady 
outlet at this figure. 


MISCELLANEOUS CHEMICALS. 
ACETATE OF LIME.—Leading sell- 


ers continue to quote contracts at 
$3.50@3.55c. a pound, depending on 
quantity desired. The movement is 


heavy, particularly to the acetic acid 
and acetone makers, and spot offerings 
are scarce and difficult to secure. 

ALUIM.—Sales are being made on the 
basis of previous quotations, and the 
general market retains a steady tone 
in all varieties. Chrome alum is 
quoted at 22@28c. a pound, although 
makers will entertain offers a trifle 
under this figure. Dealers quote 4@ 
4%c. for ammonia and 6@6%c. for 
potash lump alum. Sulphate of alum- 
ina ranges from 2c. to 4c. a pound, ac- 
cording to grade. 

ARSENIC.—Higher prices have been 
recorded during the interval. Makers 
quote 9%@9%c. a pound in car lots for 
shipment, and state that spot arsenic 
is very scarce. Small lots are quoted 
by jobbers at 9%@10c, a pound, ac- 
cording to jobber. The congestion of 
freight is a serious factor, and there is 
no indication of replenishment of spot 
supplies. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—Leading producers 
reduced the price of standard 99 per 


cent large crystals one cent a pound 
to 138c. in car lots. Resale lots of large 


crystals have been offered by second 
hands at 12@12%c. a pound. Small 
crystals, 90 and 92 per cent., have been 
obtainable at 10@12%c. a _ pound. 
Competition among jobbers is reported 
keen and these interests seem to be 
able to secure enough resale stock to 
keep spot prices uncertain. 
BRIMSTONE. — Freight embargoes 
and the general congestion of traffic 
conditions are delaying shipments of 
brimstone, and consumers are experi- 
encing considerable difficulty in get- 
ting supplies. Demand is very active 
and the market naturally retains a 
very firm position. Sicilian sulphur 
production is only moving for Italian 
requirements, while Japanese sulphur 
is exported almost entirely to Russia. 
Under such conditions, demand for 
American .sulphur_ is increasing, and 
the outlook is favorable for further

The shipping situation is still'a fac- 
tor in the fertilizer market, and ef- 
forts to get buyers to place orders 
early are reported to be bearing fruit. 
This condition has an effect on raw 
materials as well as on the finished 
products, as may be seen from the 
statement of one seller that a cargo 
of nitrate of soda was shipped from 
Baltimore early in December for de- 
livery in the Middle West and it has 
not yet reached its destination. This 
is a point over which sellers have no 
control, and buyers take a chance in 
not ordering early whatever they re- 
quire. One of the features of the week 
was a report from London stating that 
Great Britain had placed an absolute 
embargo on shipments of sulphate of 
ammonia from that country. This is 
regarded, however, as subject to mod- 
ifications, but the market is in a nom- 
inal position. Nitrate of soda is firmer, 
with costs of bringing in the material 
advanced by recent developments in the 
shipping situation. The animal am- 
moniates are very strong and sales of 
dried blood and tankage are said to 
have been made this week in Western 
markets at the highest prices in the 
history of the trade. Phosphate rock 
holds a steady position with no sell- 
ing pressure, and, while the export 
outlet has widened, this is not depress- 
ing values. Potash salts are quiet. 
Sales of muriate of potash have not 
been important recently, and values 
have not varied to any appreciab‘ie 
extent. A report from Norway states 
that the production of superphosphate 
will be conducted there on a large 
seale. One plant which is nearing 
completion can product 50,000 tons per 
annum. The pyrites will be furnished 
by the Orkla mines in Norway. Raw 
phosphate will be imported from Tunis 
or Florida. For reports of the Balti- 
more, Chicago and Atlanta fertilizer 
markets, refer to index on page 7. 
Detailed reports on the separate arti- 
cles of the local market follow:- 


NITROGENOUS FERTILIZERS, 


DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE. 
The market for these animal ammo- 
niates has been featured by a sharp 
advance in price. Advices from Chi- 
cago this week state that high grade 
tankage has been quoted at $4.10 per 
unit of ammonia. Sellers are confi- 
dent of their positon and are not 
meeting bids under the general quo- 
tation, and the market is reported to 
be strong. Dried blood is quoted at 
$4.05 per unit of ammonia at Chicago, 
and in the case of both blood and 
tankage these prices offer an index of 
values in other markets. 

FISH SCRAPr.—Vhis market is quiet, 
but values have been strengthened by 
the position of other animal ammo- 
niates. As has been pointed out in 
previous reports, the production of 
fish scrap is at a standstill, and there 
are only limited amounts left from 
last season’s output. The menhaden 
fishing season is till far in the future, 
and holders of stocks anticipate no 
trouble in disposing of their supplies. 
The price for scrap is $4.35 per unit 
f.o.b. Southern works. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—Prices for ni- 
trate of soda are holding steady at 
primary points and higher costs are 
reported for bringing the material into 
this country. The result is that mar- 
ket quotations are stronger than last 
quoted and spot and prompt shipments 
are now held at $3.30 per 100 pounds. 
There has been a good call for nitrate 
from the explosives and _ fertilizer 
trades. A report from Chile says that 
large sales were put through there in 
the past month for shipment to the 
United States and that deliveries cov- 
ered a period over the greater part of 
the year. The movement of nitrate 
from the seaboard to inland points is 
hampered by the congestion on the 
railroads, and the time spent in tran- 
sit is much longer than usual. One 
lot shipped from Baltimore to a West- 
ern city is reported to be lost, as no 
trace of it can be found. This is 
typical of shipments by railroad at the 
present. While production of nitrate 
is large, the shipments have increased 
in a corresponding way, and, evidently, 
consumption is larger than ever. It is 
reported that one of the largest Ger- 
man oficinas in Chile, which has been 
closed for some time, will start pro- 
ducing this month, and this will serve 
to still further increase the output, 
but no weakness in prices is expected 
to result, 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—The 
American consul general at London 
has reported under date of January 
20 that the following chemicals are un- 
der prohibition of exportation: Sul- 
phate of ammonia, prohibited to all 
destinations; ammonia and its salts, 
ythether simple or compound, to all 
1.»n-British destinations. 

As domestic production of sulphate 
of ammonia is not large enough to 
take eare of requirements without the 


aid of imported selections, and as the 
deficiency is to be made up from the 
United Kingdom as long as shipments 
from Germany are not possible, it is 
evident that an absvlute embargo on 
shipments from Great Britain would 
be a very bullish argument on prices in 
domestic markets. It is expected, 
however, that shipments to this coun- 
try will be permitted under special 
licenses. The market for sulphate is 
largely nominal at present, as domestic 
supplies are sold ahead and the un- 
certainty about foreign grades pre- 
vents free offers. The price is nomi- 
nally given at $4.50 per 100 pounds. A 
report from London on the sulphate 
situation says:—‘If the rumors are 
true about the Board of Agriculture 
being resolved shortly to prohibit 
rigidly the export of sulphate of am- 
monia, the market will relapse into a 
very dull condition. It is asserted that 
the board has been in communication 
with the Sulphate of Ammonia Asso- 
ciation on this matter and that some 
agreement may be arrived at. An offi- 
cial statement will probably be issued 
soon. At the moment the final figures 
for sulphate of ammonia exports for 
1916 are not to hand, but it is antici- 
pated that they will approximate a 
quarter of a million tons. In the 
meantime the market is strong and ac- 
tive. Already the genera] feeling has 
been that exports must be governed by 
the interests of the community, and 
the New Minister of Agriculture is 
known to hold strong views about the 
value of artificial manures. Prices 
have undergone a further increase, and 
£19 2s. 6d. has been touched. Shipping 
licenses have already been subjected 
to further limitation, and just lately 
have been only issued for France and 
Italy. Al] the signs, therefore, point 
to a gradual reserving of the supplies 
of sulphate of ammonia for home use.” 


PHOSPHATES,

$400 per ton, but the price for this 
material for some time has been in a 
position where it was easily influenced.

In this connection it has been pointed out that 
there is likely to be a larger volume of bus 
than usual, which must inevitably render 
difficult the task of the manufacturers, 
and, with the greater quantity of fertilizer to 
be handled, may cause embarrassments in the 
way of delayed delivery. So far, however, 
there has been no marked tendency to antici 
pate wants, a state of affairs probably due to 
the high prices that prevail. While there is 
little or no likelihood that the situation will 
undergo such a change as to cause a marked 
lowering of ices, the prevailing range of 
values none less appears to the buyers as 
the maximum, and they figure that they will 
not run any risk of having to pay any more 
and may possibly be able to obtain conces- 
sions. The sellers, for their part, no 
prospect of any lowering of the list, and they 
adhere firmly to their figures, but the existing 
diversity of opinion on this point none the 
less serves to make the quiet perhaps more pro- 
u than it would otherwise be.

Although the undertone of the mar- 
ket has remained steady during the 
past week, there has been more or less 
irregularity in the price movements of 
securities.

A good demand is reported for the 
various intermediates which enter into 
the manufacture of dyes and colors. 
Most of the domestic producers are sold 
ahead, and this leaves but little stocks 
for the spot market, and consequently 
there is a difference in the prices 
quoted. For instance, a wide range is 
found in the prices asked for parani- 
traniline and nigrosene. This is true 
to a greater or less extent of the other 
coal-tar products. There is a good 
ca'l also for the finished colors, and 
prices are held at pretty steady levels. 
The materials market shows some 
changes for the week, with all import- 
ed articles affected by the high ocean 
fre'ghts which are in effect. Aniline 
oil is very firm. This material was 
produced by many companies while 
the price was at high levels, but as 
soon as values. started to drop the 
number of producers began to de- 
crease, and as a result the offerings in 
the spot market have been pretty well 
cleaned up and prices were firmer this 
week. This is a’so true of aniline 
salts. Logwood is holding steady con- 
sidering the recent selling pressure to 
which the market was subjected, but 
logwood extract has been selling more 
in buyers’ favor. Prices for all grades 
of logwood extract are lower than 
quoted a short time ago. The tanning 
extracts which are produced in this 
country are steady in price, with 
good amounts going out against con- 
tracts. Gambier sold at advanced 
prices during the interval, but this 
was the result of reduced stocks in 
the spot market and increased cost to 
import. 3ichromate of soda is a prob- 
lem at present, at least as far as 
forming an opinion regarding future 
prices. Judging from the statistical 
position, with most consumers already 
covered at prices considerably above 
those recently quoted in the spot mar- 
ket, and with leading producers large- 
ly sold up, there should be an absence 
of selling pressure in the market, but 
the opposite has been the case. De- 
tailed reports on the important items 
of the local market follows:— 

ANILINE OIL AND SALTS.—There 
is a good call for delivery of aniline 
oil and salts on existing contracts, and 
this takes up a good part of the out- 
put, Spot supplies have been small re- 
cently, and the market has shown a 
firmer tone. The quotation for ani- 
line oil is now given at 25@26c. per 
pound. A few small lots are said to 
have been offered during the week at 
24c. per pound, but this was hardly an 
open quotation. Aniline salts are firm- 
ly held, with 28@35c. per pound quoted 
on a quality basis. Official figures 
show that imports of aniline salt for 
the eleven months ending last Novem- 
ber were but 20 pounds, valued at $4, 
as against 261,097 pounds, valued at 
$65,319, for the corresponding period in 
1915, 

BICHROMATES. — Prices for  bi- 
chromate of soda were quoted at such 
varying levels during the week that no 
stable figure can be given as repre- 
senting the actual market prices. To 
begin with, most of the large consum- 
ers are covered by contracts, and this 
serves to lessen demand for _ spot 
goods. Holders of small amounts have 
been granting concessions in order to 
dispose of their stocks, and in some 
cases the basis of sales is given as 
16%c, per pound. The spot price varies 
from that figure up to 20c. per pound. 
The usual difference in price, accord- 
ing to quantity, is reversed, as large 
lots were not offered at the lowest fig- 
ures. The contract price also has been 
irregular, as recent offers are reported 
to have been made by some sellers at 
18c. per pound. Manufacturers are 
supposed to be well sold up, and this 
causes some of them to hold firm at 
22@25e. per pound on _ contracts, ac- 
cording to quantity. The position of 
the market does not seem well defined, 
however, for opinions on prices which 
will prevail later on are at variance. 
Bichromate of potash shows but little 
development for the period, and was 
quoted at the unchanged level at 40@ 
4lc. per pound, 

GALLNUTS.—Occasional offers of 
Aleppo gallnuts are heard, but’ the 
price is not firm, and there does not 


appear to be any stocks of conse- 
quence available. Chinese grades are 
in fair demand, and the market is re- 


strong, with higher trans- 
portation rates adding to the cost. Of- 
fers are made at 24@25c. per pound. 
GAMBIER.—This material was firm- 
ly held during the week, and prices 
were at higher levels than were op- 
erative in the preceding week. Ocean 
freights, increased insurance, etc., are 
given as factors instrumental in put- 
ting prices up. Common gambier on 
spot was held at 12%@18c. per pound 
On shipments sellers would do 114%@ 
12c, per pound. Cube gambier is in 
very limited supply on spot, but is of- 
fered on shipments with No, 1 cube at 
19@20c. per pound, and No. 2 at 17@ 
18e. per pound. Imports of gambier

LOGWOOD.—There is a fair Senne 
for logwood, and prices quoted. for 
shipments are steadied by the freight 
situation. The holding stocks on spot 
has been a depresing factor for some 
time, but these stocks have been re- 
duced, and in most cases are now held 
for higher prices, so that values are 
not lowered as a result of the visible 
supply. The quotation for logwood 
varies according to grade, with $30@ 
42 per ton asked. Logwood chips are 
quiet, and there has been some dif- 
ference in the prices quoted, accord- 
ing to grade and seller. Occasionally 
a resale lot is noted on the market, 
and such offerings are usually quoted 
under the regular quotation. The quo- 
tation is given at 3@b5c. per pound. 
Logwood extract is featured by de- 
clines in prices. Offerings are rather 
large, and sellers have reduced their 
asking prices in order to attract con- 
sumers. On the low grade extract 10c. 
per pound probably could be shaded. 
On 51-degree extract prices are quoted 
at 11@15c. per pound. Solid extract is 
offered at 26@3(. per pound. Hema- 
tine extract is easy at lic. per pound. 
Imports of logwood into this country 
in November were 3,616 tons, valued at 
$102,138, as against 6,981 tons, valued at 
$99,957, in November, 1915. Imports for

MYRABOLANES. — Advices from 
Caleutta say the market is rather dull 
and prices have an easing tendency. 
Limited sales are making for local and 
country consumption, and occasionally 
for export at Rs. 1-12 to Rs. 2-8 per 
B. md., weight, loose, according to 
quality. For No. 1 picked yellow nuts 
the latter price is quoted. Average 
mixed nuts are available. Offerings of 
Australian Bhimries or small yellow 
nuts and superior picked yellow as- 
sorted nuts are very small. Owing to 
freight postiions, export sales are 
much retarded. 

There is not much trading in myra- 
bolanes in the spot and _ stocks are 
light, but importers are quoting freely 
on shipments, though prices are strong 
in view of the higher freight rates. 
The quotation is given at $66@68 per 
ton, delivered at New York. 

PRUSSIATES.—Demand for red 
prussiate of potash is quiet but the 
market is strong, as stocks have been 
reduced to very low levels. The price 
is quoted at $2.75@2.90 per pound. Yel- 
low prussiate of potash has _ not 
changed to any extent during the 
period. The price is not firm, as 91c. 
per pound can be done in some quar- 
ters while other sellers ask 93@95c. 
per pound. Yellow prussiate of soda is 
holding steady with nothing new this 
week. Sellers ask 35@37c. per pound, 

STARCH.—Exports of starch in No- 
vember amounted to 8,698,223 pounds, 
valued at $277,859, as against 12,955,730 
pounds, valued at $355,756, in Novem- 
ber, 1915. Exports for the eleven 
months ending November compare as
